Orrick SUPERINTENDENT PENITENTIARY, 
Jackson, Miss., November 30, 1860. ` 


To J. C. Narmr, C. H. Mansur AND C. R. Drexson— 
Inspectors Mississippi Penitentiary : 


GENTLEMEN—Permit me through you to make ‘the following 
report to our worthy Governor and through him to the Legislature 
of the State of Mississippi: 

Our Cotton Mill was erected for the employment of one hun- 
dred and fifty hands, with the expectation that it would be suffi. 
ciently large for the wants of the Institution for.many. years to 
come. e d E 

This opinion was based on the slow increase of the number of 
inmates. By reference to the annexed tables it* will be seen that 
at the time of making up the annual report of 1848 we had but 89 
convicts. They slowly increased up to 1857, at which time we 
had but 105, an addition of but 16 prisoners for the nine years 
inclusive. S . 

And further, based on the presumption that the prosperous condi- 
tion of the country would be unfavorable to the commission of 
crime. 

In the above expectation, we have found that we were mis- 
taken in our conclusion. It will be seen in the following year, 
1858, we reached the unexpected number of 144, which was 
within 6 of the amount of hands requisite to put in successful 
operation all our machinery; in 1859, the number increased to 
163, in 1860 to 207. Thus you will percieve that we have at 
this time 57 more convicts than our Cotton Mill was intended to 
employ. ‘This unprecedented increase has been far in advance of 
our expectations. i 

I Would respectfully direct your attention to the foregoing facts, 
and from them you can make some estimates as to what is and 
probably will be the wants of this "Institution. 

We have but little room to employ our daily increasing num- 
bers, and on each. new arrival we find it perplexing to determine 
what disposition to make of the new comer, forthe want of 
machinery, and also, for the want of. sufficient room in our shops, 
all of which are crowded to such an extent as to make it impossi- 
ble to prosecute our labor to advantage. 
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Since our last annual report we have completed the fourth 
story of the cell room which was directed to be built. The 
completion of the building gives us two hundred cells, two of 
which are dark cells, used for the pu pose of solitary confinement 
of those-who prove to be réfractory, which gives'us but one hun. 
dred and ninety-eight cells to be used for sleeping apartments for 
the inmates. We have, as before stated, two hundred and seven 
prisoners, consequently we are compelled to yut two-in many of ` 
‘the cells, whish is injurious to the health of the prisoners and 
tends greatly to facilitate their escape. 

I confidently expect that the numbers wi.! contnuie to increase, 
and if so, we will at the earliest time possible, require, not only 
additional shops but a considerable increase to the cell building. 

At the last session of the, Legislature a law. was passed severing 
the Executive from the financial department of this institution. 
Mr. Smyth, our financial agent and clerk, will furnish you such 
information as may be desirable, and to his report, I would re- 
spectfully refer you for all the information touching our financial 
condition. 

For the discipline of the prison, its cleanliness, preservation of 
the buildings, &c., I would refer you to your own inspection and 
observation. , | SC 

For the health, I would refer you to the accompanying report 
of the Surgeori and Physician. 

For information as to the moral and spiritual condition of the 
inmates, to the teport of our worthy Chaplain. 

AFor your kindness to me in-my official capacity, I return te you” 
my thanks, and will always be pleased to see you at the prison, in 
the capacity of officers of this institution or friends.

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REPORT OF CIIAPLAIN.

To ihe Board of Inspectors of the Mississippi Penitentiary. 

GENTLEMEN—In obedience to the requirement that makes it 
the duty of the Chaplain to present to your Board a report of his 
labors, 1 respectfully submit the following:' I entered upon the 
duties of the Chaplainship early in the month of January, 1860. 
and either in person or by substitute have regularly held religious 
service every Sabbath morning. In addition to thís I have visited 
in their cells such of the men as were desirous or willing to re- 
ceive me. . 

To what extent there has been moral advancement made by 
any of the men, or in what degree religious development has oc- 
curred in any of them, E cannot tell. These conditions, if ¡hey 
exist at all, are best known to the officers who witness the daily 
conduct of the men. Many, and perhaps most of the men, attend 
upon the service—that is, they come out of their cells when tho 
hour of worship arrives. The behaviour of many of them durihg 
the progress of the service is all that decorum could demand or 
propriety require, while that of others does not furnish so much 
for commendation: I believe, as the Scriptures declare, that the 
Gospel of Christ is the power of God unto the salvation of every 
one that believeth, but il men will not believe, even infinite power 
and infinite mercy cannot save them from sin in this world, and 
from punishment in the world to come. 

God will notsave men except in conformity to the principles he 
has enunciated and the laws he has established. No labor can 
wring from the barrenness of the desert the fruits so abund. 
antly produced by a fertile soil, nor can the showers of divine 
grace, and the genial beams of tho sun of rightcousness cause the 
kindly virtues to thrive m a soul blighted and made sterile by un- 
belief. 

Men may assert. their sincerity, but sincerity iu the wrong is 
the bankruptcy of the soul, and the guaranty of perdition. I find 
that the men generally are more anxious concerning their release 
from confinement than their deliverauce from the bondage of sin. 

Such is the weakness of human nature, that the present and 
the visible exclude from view the future and the invisible. 

The circumstances under which the services are conducted arc 
not the most favorable to arrest the attention of the men, or to 
direct their minds to the consideration of the subjects discussed in 
their hearing. 
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If they could he assembled in one room—thus affording the 
advantage of that kind of sympathy which seems to depend upon 
individual proximity, something might be gained. 

I of course do not mean to assert that such an arrangement can 
make men religious, or that the influence of the Holy Spirit can 
be affected by exterior circumstantial peculiarities, but only in the 
endeavor to inform men it is best to make available all the influ. 
ences that can be beneliciently directed, 

. Therewith tender my thanks to all the officers of the Institution 
for the uniformly kind and courteous treatment extended to me.

To His ExcELLENcY, JOHN J. Perrus, 
| Governor of the State of Mississippi :— 

Sır :—At the close of the last fiscal year, ending October 31, 
there were two hundred and nineteen convicts confined in the Pen. 
itentiary, making an increase of» twelve since our last annual 
report; during which period, the health of the prison has 
been good. Only two deafhs have occurred in this time. One 
by disease and one shot by a guard, under cireumstances believed 
to be fully justifiable. 

The continued good health of the prisoners may be accounted 
for in part by the abundance of vegetable food grown on the Pen. 
itentiory grounds ;and with which they have been supplied. 

Since Dr. Boyd's departure for Pensacola, as a member. of 


` Capt. Kerr's Artillery Company, we have had ño regular Physi- 


cian." His duties have been gratuitously performed by several 
of the Physicians. in this City,as.a compliment to Dr. Boyd. "Thus 
it is that the Physician's Report does not appear among the docu- 
ments of this report. For the moral and religious condition of 
the convicts, you are respectfully referred to the report of the 
Chaplain, the Rev. P. Lane. : 

It. will be seen from the report of the Clerk.and Agent, that 


- considerable profit has/been realized the last year, and the amount 


could have been largely increased had the policy of the institution 
been that of extorting upon the necessities of the country.— 
The policy has been, however, to keep the price of goods down to 
the lowest possible figure. ; 

The artesian well, which was, by the aid of steam-power, pro- 
gressing so rapidly under the superintendence of Mr. Blake, a 
celebrated well borer, has been stopped since the commencement 
of the present crisis. Nor will it be continued by the present 
Board of Inspectors unless the times change for the better, or we 
are especially ordered to do so br the Legislature. The well, 
however, is quite important—furnishing, as it does, the Peniten- 
tiary abundantly with water during the dry seasons. when the 
cisterns are exhausted, at a saving of thirty.five dollars per day. 

The act of the Legislature authorizing the Board of Inspctors

During the last year, the number of tônvicls has golie up as 
high as {Wo hundred atid thirty-three, while there atá but one 
hundred and, ninety-eight cells for their attommodation. It, 
however, is pot probable that during the war the increase will be 
so great, Still, a cell for each convict is much needed. 

That portion of the law requiring the Agent to establish and 
keep open a house in the City, for the sale of goods manufactured 
at the Penitentiary, we consider now unnecessary, as there is no 
longer the slightest difficulty of disposing of them at the Peniten- 
tiary. There being ample room in the buildings for the Agent, 
the amount paid for house rent can be saved. 

For the conduct of the guard, as well as the general behavior 
of the prisoners, I refer you to «the report of the Superintendent, 
who, together with the Agent have, as we believe, discharged. 
with fidelity, the various duties connected with their offices.

To J. C. Napier, C. H. Mansur ano C. R. Dicxson— 
i Inspectors Mississippi Penitentiary : 


It is again necessary in obediemce to the laws: of the State of 
Misssissippi for the government of this Institution that 1 should 
respectfully report to you in writing and through you to the Gov- 
ernor and Legislature of the State of Mississippi, the condition of 
the department over which I have been placed. ni 

The past fiscal year has been one of unusual prosperity, owing 
solely to the unfortunate condition of our country—being in a 
state of war—which condition has fostered the machanical and 
_ manufacturing arts beyond [anything known to the present gen- 
eration. . ` ` LM 

During the sitting of the Convention which severed the ties 
between the State of Mississippi and the Federal Union—believ- 
ing that it would result in war between the present beligerents,. 
which would necessarily produce a demand, for most of the articles 
which could be manufactured, I sought thróugh the military com- 
mittee to direct the Military Board which might be created by the : 
Convention to the necessity of contracting with the Peneitentiary. 
They, in accordance with my wishes did so, passing an ordinance 
requesting the Military ‘Board to contract with this Institution for 
all the equipments we could furnish. We have, therefore, in con- 
sequence of thé contracts made with the representatives . of that ` 
Board, viz: The Quartermaster and Chiefof Ordnanee, found con- 
stant and profitable employment for ali of our inmatés. `I would - 
especially direct your -attentioh to the large balance due the 
Penitentiary from the Military fund.- It should teach the impor- 
tance of making provisions and shaping the policy and directing 
the labor of this Institution so as at leást to make it self-sustaining, 
which can only he done by providing in advance buildings and 
machinery kufficient for the wants of the Institution. 

The demand for tents for the last several months is the chief 
reason of our prosperlty. Allthe surplus labor we could command 
above the necessary number for the successful running of our 
machinery Was placed at the manufacture of ‘Tents ; which enabled 
us to keep constantly émployéd all the inmates, and the aged and 
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infirm could be profitably employed at this easily acquired oceu- 
ation. 

i We have manufactured for the army, the following articles, viz: 
Gun Carriages, Tents, Bowie-Knives, Cartridge Boxes, Cartridge 
Box Belts, Waist Belts, &c. e 

It is due to the young men employed in the various work shops 
and cotton mill as foremen, or guards, to bear willing testimony 
that they have felt the importance of their position in reference to 
the wants ofthe army. Often I have heard them congratulate them. 
selves that they were rendering good service to our gallant sol- 
diers by providing them with comfortable tents, cartridge boxes, 
belts, and the various other equipments made by us for the army. 

It is also due the unfortunate inmates to say that many of them 
worked with a good heart and willing hands to supply the army 
with equipments. However degraded the condition may le of a 
Southerner, he rarely forgetsthat this is the place of his birth, and 


that his allegiance and sympathy is due to his country in the hour . 


of her trial. 


By referenceto the table it will be seen that we had but one death, 


during the past year. When we rememberthe number of the in- 
, mátes, itis remarkable that so little mortality shouid have occurred. 
You will observe that we have not lost by escape a single pri. 


soner during the past year who was not retaken. Many have .

REPORT OF CHAPLAIN. 


Jackson, Miss, November Ist, 1861. 


To the Board of Inspectors of the Mississippi Penitentiary. 
GENTLEMEN :—The province of Chaplain -affords abundant 
opportunity for labor, and is such in material for useful reflection, 
but is comparitively poor in rich facts as can be clearly™stated in 
a brief report. Moral results cannot be numerically expressed— 
spiritual statistics admit not of arithmetical statements. With 
one or two exceptions, Divine service has been regularly held in 
the prison every Sabbath morning, either by invited ministeas or 
by.myself. ‘The exceptional instances occurred in consequence of 
the joint facts of my own ill health or my inability to procure a 
substitute. Most of the men attend the service, that is, they come 
out of their cells and occupy the various floors along which the 
cells are arranged. I am constrained to the painful belief that ` 
but a meager minority of the men feel any desirable degree ot 
interest in the religious exercises. During the progress of these 
exercises, many of them are moving about or engaged in conver- 
sation, and exhibiting the, utmost indifference to the devotional and 
didactic ‘parts of the service. The circumstances under which 
the religious instructions are given, arefextremely unfavorable to 
secure attention or to procure for it a profitable reception. I 
cannot confidently assert that any considerable reformation has 
occurred in any instance; nevertheless, knowing that.our Jabor in 
“the Lord is not in vain, I shall continue to hope that the truth 
proclaimed ¿will be so applied by the Holy Spirit as to áwaken 
the consciences of some and radically to reform them, or, at least, 
so to ameliorate their depravity as.to secure conformity to the re- 
quirements of exterior propriety. I do not much rely on circum- 
stantial environment as an aid to religious instruction, never- 
theless I think it probable that were thére a well arranged chapel 
and were the admission of the men to the Sabbath services made 
to depend on their general good conduct, larger-results than bave 
hitherto been accomplished might be rationally expected How- 
ever this may be, I rejoice in the fact that the State recognizes 
and endeavors to fulfill her obligation to extend religious aid to 
those whom justice requires to be temporarily separated from 
general society. l P

To the Honorable, the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 


- The Trustees of the University of "Mississippi beg leave to 


, . present their regular biennial report of the operations of the Uni. 


versity and of its existing condition. 


. The University has now been in actual operation<for thirteen 
` years, "Throughout all this period its career has beer onè of un- 


interrupted prosperity, and it has been steadily advancihg'in use. 


` fulness, growing in reputation and gaining upon the public confi- 


dence.. 
During the last session the number of students upon its rolls 
amounted to two hundred and twenty-six, of whom one hundred 
and ninety one were undergraduates, and the remainder members 
‘of the department of law. The indications at the opening of the 
session promised a total materially greater than this, and had the 
accessions during the autumn and winter months been such as 
they have been in some former years, the number would possibly 
„have reached three hundred. The number of new applicants for 


. admission at the close of the first day and at the close of the first 


, week was much larger than it had ever been in any previous se 
sion at the corresponding period. It continued still to be greater, 


. . though not in equal proportion, at the close of the first month.— 


“The, menacing aspect of the political.sky, however; began at this 
time to produce a sensible effect on the increase, and few acces- 
gions were. subsequently received. till, the actual number of stu- 


. dents as reported above was such as to place the University in this 


respect in the foremost rank of collegiate schools, and is materially 
greater than any institution of its class on the continent is known 
to have ever before gathered together so early as its thirteenth 


. year. The list of American Colleges published' in the American 


Almanac for 1861 contains the names of one hundred and twenty- 


.. three. institutions, tour of which ought to be rejected as not prop- 


erly belonging.to the class. ‘The nimber of Culleges then, in the 

, American. States, is one hundred and nineteen, In only fifteen of 

them is the number of undergraduate students, as reported, equal: 
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to that of the University of Mississippi during the past session, 
and of these fifteen only three, viz: the University of Virginia, 
the University of North Carolina and the College of South 
Carolina, are in the Confederate States. 

The number of the alumni of the University of Mississippi at 
the close of the last session was three hundred and sixty-one, of 
whom two hundred and ninety-six were graduates in Arts, and 
sixty-fivein Law. These facts are also entirely without precedent 
in the history of American Colleges. No collegiate institution 
in the country has ever produced the same number of liberally 
educated young men, or anything near to it, in the same brief 
‘period after its foundation. If we refer again to the list of Col. 
leges above alluded to, which, having been published in Decem- 
ber, 1860, presents the numbers as they stood in July of that year, 
and compare the number of graduates in Arts in-this University 
which was then two hundred and sixty-eight, with the numbers 
recorded as having graduated in other institutions, we shall find 
that while there are nearly a hundred of those colleges which 
have been founded longer than this, for periods varying from more 
than two centuries downwards, there àre fewer than fifty whose 
graduates yet equal those of the University of Mississippi. Sixty. 
two of these Colleges with an average age of twenty eight years 
show an average number of graduates of one hundred and sixty- 
six, or fewer by a hundred and upward than the number on our 
list. 

These exhibits fully justi^y the as-ertion that the success of the 
University of Mississippi hus Leon without a parallel in the histo- 
ry of American College, gu: Ut tho ameunt of educational 
work which it has do: has never been equalled or approached 
by any similar institution in this country within the same- brief 
period after its foundation. It is natural that Colleges of long 
standing should be more largely attended than those more recently 
established. Their own Alumni become interested in securing 
patronage for them, and send their own sons to drink in know- 
ledge from the same fountains from which they drank themselves. 
‘There is, moreover, something venerable in AGE; and a well 
established reputation gives to an institution of learning long 
founded a powerful attractiveness. 

In the competition for patronage, young institutions, therefore, 
labor under many disadvantages ; and it may accordingly be fairly 
claimed, that when in spite of all these, a young institution takes 
rank, in point of numbers, among the most highly favored, it 
must possess more than ordinary merit. 

In the foregoing remarks, the University has been considered 
in reference only to the department of Arts. Similar observations 
might with equal justice be extended to the professional school of 
Law. This department is of considerably more recent origin 
than the University itself, having been gut into operation only in 
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the fall of 1854. The experiment was deemed a doubtful one 
sven by those who most earnestly hoped for its success, Its career, 
however, has been one of unusual prosperity, By the diligence,’ 
the fidelity, the learning and the ability of its Professor, it soon 
acquired an enviable reputation, and bestowed a thorough legal 
education upon its students. It had thus entered upon a field of 
great and extensive usefulness to the country, and was sending 
out young men highly prepared to adonn their profession and te 
render the most important services in the administration of justice, 
the great end for which governments are instituted. 

This auspictous result had beén attained mainly by the untiring 
exertions of Prof. Stearns, who for the first six years had entire 
charge of the department. 

At the close of that time the number of students bad, so greatly 
increased the labors that. another Professor was found necessary, 
when Judge Trotter was selected, who, by his learning, ability 
and industry, extended still farther the usefulness of the institution 
and added to his own distinguished reputation. 

These remarks are made for the sake of pre; aring the way to 
observe that thongh the University of Mississippi, for causes which * 


‘are generally unders ecd. breton seb wl) present}y be more parties, 


ularly explained, las becario. iy esp nde in its eperations,s 
yet it has ever been, througiou tue v n ile period of its prosperous 
career, in the enjoyment of a p:csperity more satisfactory than it 
was in the moment in which by a spontaneous impulse on the part 
of all its youthful-and patriotic inmates to rush to the defense of 
an imperilled country, its balls were suddedly left vacant. As early 
as the month of January, when the «anger of hostilities was ‘yet 
very remote, a military company was formeo among the students. 
of the University, whose services were tendered to the Governor 
of the State and accepted by him. The exercises of the University 
however still went on, being in no way interfered with by the drill 
of the company, which took place out of class hours. Nor did 
there seem to be any considerable relaxation in the spirit of study 
until the exciting events of April absorbed the attention of the 
whole country, and.gave token that the hour had come in which 
every citizen might be called on to defend his firesid^ from a 
wicked invasion. i 

After this time study in college substantially ceased. : Lectures 
and recitations, and all other exercises, proceeded indeed as usual, 
but the interest in them was gone and they passed as empty forms. 
One student after another dropped away and enrolled himself 'in 
some company about to march from his own neighborhood. -In 
their turn the company of University Greys became entitled to 
marching orders, and on the first day of May they actually took 
up their line of March for Virginia. In the memorable conflict 
of the 21st of July, on the plains of Manasseh, this company bore 
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a censpiguous part, and covered themactves with imperishable 


glory, 

Simultancously, of dearly go with the departure of tbe, Tied! 
Greys, the graduating class of the University were brought to - 
their final examination, and in accordance with custom, discharged". 
umil Commencement. The time of this examination had Sé 


anticipated by several weeks at'the earnest desire of the class. — 


The loss of these two considerable bodies of young men reduced ` 
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the already diminished numbers to a mere handful; and e i 


within the next few days followed their companions. 

University was not, therefore, suspended by any act of the Bad: 
or of the Faculty, though several neighboring Colleges were so;. 
about the same time ; but in the manner just described, the 
dissolution was spontaneous, The annual meeting of the Gen 


was holden as usual in June. It was impossible at that time to B 


conjecture what might be the attendance at the opening of the 
ensuing session in September, but it was obvious that it must be ` 
compar rative “ly small. The payment of the officers of the Faculty ` 
being in a measure dependent upon fees, there seemed to be a 
necessity of some reduction in their number should the apprehended 
diminution in the attendance be realized. 

The Board, however, unwilling to take any action which 
might séem ungracious unless driven to it by the pressure of posi- 
tive necessity, merely addressed to each officer of the Faculty a 
note, of which an extract is given below, and adjourned to meet 
at the University in October following. ‘The extract is in "these ` 


words. “ That while it is the desire of the Board to carry on the "` 


operations of the University, if practicable, in ‘accordance, with: 


the present plan of organization, yet inasmuch as their ability” to” 


do so must depend on the amount, of patronage that may | be

extended to the institution, as well as upon the continued payment ^ 


by the State of the standing appropriations in favor of the Uni. 
versity, and inasmuch as the pending war, uuless it shall speedily” 
be terminated, may have the effect of so curtailing the patronage 
and resources of the University as to render it impossible to con- 
tinue its functions at all, or without considerably ‘reducing the 
present scale of operations, therefore the Board ‘cannot engage 


to continue the payment ofthe salary of any" professor Beyond the ' pH 
date cf their next meeting in Oct, 1861, if at that time if shall be: 
deemed expedient to modify ‘the’ existing pian “of, instruction” by `

reducing the number of Professors, or wholly to suspend thé e£er- ` 
cises of the University, and in the mean time any Professor shall” 
be at liberty to seek ame? employment if he shall think” "proper dé 


do so.’ 

Advertisement was ; immediately made in papers in differént 
points of the State, of the intention of the Trustees to resumé opea 
rations at the University as usual in September Editorial 'hoti- 
ces were inserted in many papers to the same effect, Aüd on 
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the mm de eneen there was published inthe Misslusippian, 
and subsequently copied into a large number of journals; an 
address to'the people of Mississippi, by a committee of the Board, 
expressive of their conviction of the importance of keeping the 
University alive and their purpose to do so ifthe attendahce justi- 
fied. Notwithstanding these various expedients, the effort to 
secure a tespéctable number of students, on the day appointed by 
law for the commencement of the session, completely failed, and 
only four students presented themselves, nor was the number at 
. all incréased after the lapse of two entire weeks. It was under 
these circumstances thatthe Board reassembled. They had hardly 
convehed before the resignations of most of the faculty were 
handed'in; including those of Dr. F. A. P. Burnard, Chancellor 
of the University and Professor of Physics, &c., Wm. F, Stearns 
and Jas. F, Frotter, Professors of Governmental Science and 
Law, L. Q. C. Lamar, Professor of Ethics and Metaphysics, 
Alexander J: Quinche, Professor of Latin and Modern Languages, 
and Bufton N. Harrison, Assistant Professor in Physics. 

At a meeting of the Legislature held subsequenjly to the annual 
meeting of the Board in June, a resolution had been passed rec- 
ommending to the Board to consider ihe expediency of introdu- 
cing into the University the Military system of instruction and 
discipline. This resolution coming up for consideration at this 
time, the spontaneous practical suspension of the functions of the 
University as an educational institution, however much on every 
other'account to be regretted, appeared to furnish an occasion 
peculiarly favorable to the introduction, if thought expedient, of 
the proposed change. And the resignation of so large a number 
of the Faculty sensibly relieved the Board of what might have 
otherwise been an embarrassment, in case the change should be 
actually introduced. ‘They accordingly accepted all the resigna- 


tions offered, and in the same resolution declared the remaining - 


chairs of Greek and Mathematics and of English Literature 
vacant. : i 

The chair ot Chemistry, it may here be properly observed, was 
already vacant.. e 

Early in the month of September, evidence was laid before the 
Executive Committee that the incumbent of that chair, Prof. E. C, 
Boynton; had made use 1n writing of expressions evincing a want 
of attachment to the Government of the Confederaté States. A 
quorum óf the Board was convened, and in their presence the 
writing, an intércepted letter, was exhibited to Prof. Boynton, who 
avowed its authorship without hesitation. 'The paper, previously 
submitted to the judgment of Gen'l Polk, at Memphis, and. the 
Confederate Judge of Mississippi, was pronounced, by them, to 
contain nothing constituting any offence which either the military 
or civil authorities could legally punish, but- it was the unanimous 
judgment of the Board, that one whose sentiments were so out of 
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nnrmntr with those of vie ‘people could noi properly be peilüjtted 


to hold office in the University, and he was accordingly removed, ¢ 


The Board have observed with regret that ungenerous attempts ` 
have been made to-use the delinquency of Boynton to their preju- 


dice, as conservators of the interests of the University, and of 
Southern Education. It seems to them proper to state, therefore, 
that Prof. Boynton was first brought to their notice, as a suitable 
person to fill the chair of Chemistry, in the fall of 1855, by a 
Southern gentleman of distinction, who had, as visitor to the 
Military Academy at West Point in that year, been g witness 
of the performances of, the classes which had been under his 
instruction. The reccommendation was enthusiastic, and it came 
at a time when the Board had been much perplexed to fill this 
difficult department. "Two years before they had elected a South- 
ern inan, who held the office hut for one session, when he volun- 
tarily withdrew. One year before they had elected another 
Poutliern man, who was an applicant for the place, and who had 
laid numerous testimonials before them, but tvho failed to fulfill 
his implied engagement, and thus left them a second time without 
a Chemist. At the time of Prof, Boynton’s nomination, as ab ve 
stated, there was actually no other name before the Board which 


inspired in them the slightest confidence, and they resolved to * 


make more particular enquiry regarding his claims to their accep- 
tance, entrusting with their executive conimittee the authority to 
extend to him an invitation, in case they should find fea- 
son to be satisfied, not only with his qualifications as .a man “of 
science, but with the sentiments entertained by him upon the 
subjects of most vital interest to the South. The enquiry thus 
lirected was carefully and cautiously made? Not only were. the 
avowals of sentiment made personally by Prof. Boynton himself to 
a representative of the Board, authorized to visit him, entirely 
satisfactory, but testimonials obtained from those who had long 
known and had heen associated with him were entirely consistent 
with these avowals. y 
Even now, after all the past, it is but an act of bare justice to. 
say that he more than met the expectations which were formed of 
him, by the'full and faithful discharge of his duties. He was 
thoroughly master of his profession, had a rare facülty of impart- 
ing his knowledge to his students, and by his uniform course of 
unexceptionable conduct, won the respect of the Trustees and 
the kindly regards of the students. Until the interception of the 
letter hereinbefore referred to, he never, to the knowledge of the 
"Board, did an act or dropped an expression calculated to excite 
distrust of his fidelity to our institutions, and as soon as that letter 
was discovered, the remedy of dismission was promptly applied. 
This was the only remedy in the hands of the Trustees, and if 
there are any who think the measure of justice meted out to him 
was not harsh enough, this body has only to say that it is their 
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firm conviction that anything further would "have been a breach, 

rather than a performance oftheir duty. Such is a succinct 
. statement of the circumstances connected with the election, with 

the services, and the dismissal of Prof. Boynton. ,Atthe time o! 
, his election there was no known point on which his views wer: 
“out of harmony with thosê of the people of the South, and he was 

a slave owner up to the time of his removal. 

Like other bodies charged with similar trusts, this Board had 
selected its Professors with reference to their qualifications to ful. 
fill the duties to which they were called. How could it have been 
anticipated, six years ago, that Prof. Boynton would fail to take 
part with the people of Mississippi, upon the question. of the for- - 
mation of a new government, (for that is the only question upon 
which he differed from us) when, six years ago, very few amongst 
us looked forward to a dissolution of the Union during tho life- 
time of the present generation. 

In these remarks in regard to Prof. Boynton, as well as those 
which follow in reference to Chancellor Barnard, the Doard seeks 
only to lay before your honorable body, a correct history, of events 
connected with the institution. This is done as well from a senre 
of duty to the Legislature as an act of justice to men who have. 
to some extent, been placed under their supervision and control. 
About the 1st of March, ot last year, a special meeting of the 
Board of Trustees was convened at Oxford, to pass upon certain 
charges which were prepared by Dr. Henry R. Branhem, against 
Chancellor Barnard. After an investigation of two days, the trial 
was ended by the acquittal of Chancellor Barnard, by the unani- 
mous vote of the eleven Trustees who were present. A printed 
copy of the proceedings had upon trial, is herewith submitted, to 
which the attention of your honorable body is invited. The con- 
nection of Chancellor Barnard with the University is now at an 
end. Events, which have transpired since that occurrence, render 
eulogy at opr hands unnecessary. He has been tendered a place 
in the University of the South, an institution projected by its foun- 
ders to enable Southern young men to obtain the most complete 
and extensive reputation, without a resort to places of learning 
‘beyond our own Confederacy, and he is the only man to whom a 
position has been offered. Our highly gifted President has, since 
his retirement from the University, proffered him a position of great - 
responsibility at Richmond, in which his vast scientific knowledge 
may prove of eininent service to the Government during the war. 
Chancellor Barnard came to our University from the University 
of Alabama, with a most brilliant reputation earned by'a labori- 
ous service of seventeen years in that institution. “That fame in 
the scientific world has since constantly extended, and carried 
along with it the name of our own University. He first became 
a Professor here in 1854, and in 1856, upon the retirement of 
Judge Longstreet, he was made President. The estimation in 
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which he is held abroad, has been manifested b offers of Pro. 
fessorships in other Colleges, by the consideration shown to his 
numerous contributions to scientific journals, and to his admirable 
report en the Coast Survey, by his election to the Presidency of 
the American Scientific Association, „by his selection to deliver a 
‘course of lectures at the Simithsonian Institution and by his ap- 
pointment to accompany an expedition.to make important astrono- 
mical observations on a distant and difficult coast, upon the occa- 
Sion of a total eclipse of the sun. 

These distinctions were only won by his clear and comprehen- 
sive intellect, and by his extraordinary attainments in science.— 
His studies have, of necessity, very much withdrawn him from 
active intercourse with society, hecause such eminence can only 
be reached by patient, continuous, and uninterrupted thought.— 
Still less has he ever mingled in political strife, yet it is known 
that since the bitter agitation of the slavery question at the North, 
his pen has been wielded with effect in support of the rights of 
the South. All tbis, unfortunately, has not exempted him from 
imputations growing out of the circumstance of his Northern birth. 
Yet we frankly say, if there is any ground for a charge of want 
of sympathy with us, in our great strugg gle for Southern independ. 
encee, whave never seen “its evidence. But there is a repub- 
lic of letters and of science, eminence in which, like that of Hum. 
boldt, confers the title of citizen of the world, and if there be any 
one in the bounds of our knowledge, who deserves that high dis- 
tinction, that man is Chancellor Barnard. 

In former reports the Board have laid before the Legislature 
the views by which they have been guided in administering the 
affairs of the Universiyy. Their aim has been to erect it info an 
educational institution of the highest class, and advancing it, step 
by step, to raise it from the level of a mere College, to the dig- 
nity of a University, in the proper acceptation of that term. The 
fulfillment of this design required the creation of professional 
schools of Law and Medicine, of special schools o! science, as 
of civil engineering, Agricultural and Analytical Chemistry, Theo- 
retical and Practical Astronomy, and other subjects similarly im- 
portant, and also in the more distant future, and as the progress of 
society should demand, schools of letters, Philosophy, Philology 
and History, such as are to be found in European Institutions of 
the same grade. It has, however, been their view, that the task 
of the present generation would be limited to the establishment 
of the prcfessional schools of practical science. And that, in these 
views, they have been constantly in harmony with the Legislature 
of the State, has been evinced by the fact that the school of Law, 
already so flourishing, i is the direct creation of the Legislature it- 
self, and that^propositions have repeatedly been introduced into 
one'or other of the houses for establishing one or other the 
schools of science above named propositions whieh  haye 
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eeased to be pressed when it became understood that the 
erection of those schools was within the programme which 
the Board bad prescribed to themselves. This programme could 
mot of course be carried out until the institution, in its original 
aspect as a school of (he liberal arts, had been so far perfected as. 
to entitle the University to rank as a College among the first in 
the country. In order that it might justly hold this rank, 
4t was iedispensable that it should possess attractions to -as- 
pirants after knowledge, equal fo those which belong to the 
leading institutions of its class elsewhere. Such, it is believed, 
have been provided forit by measures of which a detailed state- 
ment was made to the Legislature in the report of the Board of 
Nov.1859. By referenceto that report, it will be seen that the 
University commenced its operations in 1848, without apparatus, 
without a library, without collections of minerals or fossils or 
. Shells, in short, without only the buildings necessary for the ac- 
commodation of its officers and students. For five years, the only 
experimental illustrations given in Chemistry and Natural Philos. 
ophy, were furnished by means of apparatus and ipstruments 
which were the private property ofone of the professors, and which 
were removed by him on his resignation. The permanent income 
ofthis University, provided by law did not allow the great defi. 
ciencies in its means of usefulness to be filled up from that source, 
: and accordingly, in response to an urgent representalion of the 
- case to the Legislature by the Board in tne winter of 1855.6, a 
special annual appropriation was. made for the purpose by law, 
which expired by its own limitation in 1860. In the report al. 
ready referred to, the mode of application of the funds thus granted 
was fully set forth, and an extension ofthe law was asked for in 
order to complete the provisions for the observatory, and to pro. 
ceed with the enlargement of the library, a matter now esteemed of 
immediate and prominent importance. ‘The extension was gran- 
ted and an order was thereupon promptly given for the construc 
` tion ofa telescope, which should place the observatory of the 
University of Mississippi ona level with those of Cambridge, or 
Ann Arbor, or any other in the country, in instrumental resour- 
ces. The introduction of astronomical observations has been re. 
garded by the Board, as important, not only because of its ope- 
ning to the youth of Mississippi of a school in practical astrono- 
my, but because it associates the institution itself, with all that 
class of institutións throughout the world, which are engaged in 
the prosecution of original scientific research, and thus affects ad. 
vantageously our reputation as a people. Considerations of this 
` kind induced the Board in like manner, to accept the invitation 
extended to the University in communications from distinguished 
men of science, appended to their report of 1859, already several 
times referred to, to become associated in a systematic observa. 
tion of the variations of terrestria] magnetism, in which the pub- 
lic authorities and the scientific associations of the principal ciy: 
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ilized powers are engaged, and concerning which, more particular 
information may be found in a communication from the Chancel. 
lor of the University, appended to the same document. In order 
to realize this project but a moderate expenditure was necessary, 
and arrangenents had been completed for commencing the mag. 
„netic observations about the close of the spring of the present 
year, when the oUstruction of communication ‘made it impossible 
to obtain the instruments, although they were completed and ready 
for delivery. 

A similar disappointment has been experienced in regard to the 
large telescope of the Observatory. "l'hough notiee was received, 
just before communication with the outward world by letter entirely 
ceased, that the object glass of the instrument, (in the construc. 
tion of which the main difficulty liés,) would be ready in August 
or September for a scrutihizing test examination; and though, 
therefore, with the ensuing spring there was every reason to an. 
ticipate the commencement of a systematic series of astronomical 
observation at the University, yet the interruption occasioned by 
the war has indefinitely deferred this gratifying prospect also. lt 
may be proper here to remark, that though these«jnstruments, 
magnetic and astronomical, have thus been prevented from reach. 
ing the University, there has nevertheless been no loss sustained 
except the important one of time, on this account, no moneys hav. 
ing been advanced to the constructors of the instruments in anti. 
pation of their completion. o 

While the disappointmehts just described have been suffered 
in reference to the realization of projects of improvement in pro- 
gress, the Board have also to regret that the stato of the times 
torbids and makes impracticable the present fulfilment of anyspart 
of that enlarged programme of operations which embraced the 
establishment at the University of schools of higher education in 
special departments of science. Had peace continued to bless 
the land, the present time is that which had been looked forward 
to for setting on foot at least the schools of Civil Engineering and 
Agricultural Chemistry, of which the practical importance: is so 
generally acknowledged, and of which the South has so especial ` 
need. ‘These and all other projects involving expenditure must, 
however, be for the present suspended, aud of this necessity the 
unanimous conviction of the Board is expressed in the following 
resolution, adopted at their meeting in October last : 

Resolved, That, until further ordered, the Treasurer of the Board 
he instructed not to draw from the "Treasury of the State any more 
money than is actually required to defray the necessary expenses 
of the University, and to meet such liabilities as the Trustees have ^ 
already incurred, 

While, however, recognizing the necessity and the duty of posts 
poning further measures of improvement connected with the de- 
yelopment of the University to a season more favorable to that 
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high culture Which cai only thrive: with peice, tlie Board stiil 
herish the tindoubting confidence that an institution @hich; favored 
by an enlightened policy, has already mude so large advances in 
eputation and usefulness, will yet fulfil their most sanguine expec- 
Bations and become, what they have endeavored to pave the way | 
or making it,-a University in fact as well as in name. In speak- 
Bog thus of the necessity of deferring plans of improvemont until 
the return of peace, it may be proper to make an exception in 
favor of the proposition which has come with legislative sanction 
hefore the Board, of introducing into the University the military 
system of education. As early as the annual meeting of the 
Board in June, and before the passage of the resolution of the 
‘Legislature referred to, this subject had been brought up for no- 
tice, though not for action. It was esteemed to be one on which 
lit would not be safe or wise to act without more full information 
than was-possessed by any member of the Board. At the meet- 
ing in October, certain documents were presented by the Chan- 
cellor, obtained from an institution in a neighboring State, in 
avhich the military system has been adopted, and. certain state- 
nents were made by him, explanatory of features of the system 
as he had observed them during a personal visit to that institution; 
but there still remained a degree of indefiniteness in regard to 
the specific modifications which would have to be made in order 
to introduce the plan here, and especially in régard to the amount 
of expense which the necessary changes would invofve, which 
induced the Board to request the Chancellor to complete. the task 
fhe had: commenced, and to report to them in full at their next 
meeting. This request has been complied with, and the report 
[prepared under it is herewith communicated to the Legislature. 
| The most important of its results, so far as they affect the question 

| immediately under consideration, are the following : d. cs 
l. The minimum of expense at which the proposed change 
would be effected is $22,000. 

2. The dormitories require a modification, which, though not 
greatly expensive, would render them untenantable for several 
months. l ` 

3. There is for the moment a serious difficulty in the way of 
| *ecuring a competent military staff. ` i 
In a question involving outlay, the Board could not at this time 
think of taking any action without instructions from the Legisla- 
jure. Hence, although they are disposed to regard the proposition 
with favor, and although the opinions of the report, which, con- 
sidering the long experience of the Chancellor as an educator of 
youth, are entitled to high respect, are also favorable; they feel 
bound to limit themselves at present to the communication to the: 
Legislature of the «information which has been laid before them, 
| and to leave the decision with the higher authority. It may, how- 
ever, here be observed, that in case the introduction of the mili- 
jary system should be considered expedient, not at-present, but at 
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como future time, thé modification of the construction ofthe dor. 
mitorles, which Ze ineasure contumptive of time rather than of 
money, will be.an inconvenience then as well as now. On the 
other hand, this modification of the buildings, if made immedi- 
ately, would render them vastly more comfortable to their occu- 
pants than they are at present, whatever system of government 
prevails—a fact to which direct testimony may easily be obtained 
if there be an alumnus of the University among the members of 
the Legislature; and accordingly it might not be an unwise policy 
to make available for this alteration of construction, a moment 
like the present, in which no considerable attendance of students 
could probably be secured, were the re-opening of the University 
to take place to-morrow. This also is a question referred to the 
superior wisdom of the Legislature. During the existing suspen- 
sion of the exercises of the University proper there is still main- 
tained upon the premises a high school which has been placed 
under the charge of Messrs. A. J. Quinche and B. N. Harrison, 
the former recently Professor of Latin and Modern Languages, 
and the latter recently" Assistant Professor of Physics, These 
gentlemen have also been entrusted with the care and preserva- 
tion of the University property. "The school commands an attend- 
of upward of thirty scholars, principally boys pursuing prepara- 
tory studies, and has given unqualified satisfaction to its patrons. 
Accompanying this report will be found the statement of the 
Treasurer, exhibiting an account of the finances for the two last 
fiscal years. It is a source of gratification to the Board that, in 
the administration of the Jarge amount of funds which at various 
times within the last ten or twelve years have passed through his 
hands, we believe that not one dollar has ever been lost to the . 
institution, or in any way diverted from its legitimate purposes. 

In eonclusion, the Board beg leave to add, that so soon as the 
pleasure of the Legislature shall'have been expressed in regard 
to the important question of organization, it is their desire to re- 
' open the University, on a scale suited to the times, at as early a 
period as it shall be found practicable to make the necessary 
arrangements.

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REPORT: 


LEVEE COMMISSIONERS, 


Jackson, Miss., November 25th, 1861. 


To the Honorable, the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Mississippi— 


GENTLEMEN : It is made my duty by the General Levge Law, 
approved 2d December 1858, to render an account to your Honor- 
able body, of all the transactions ofthe General Board of Levee 
Commissioners, of which I am President, 

Upon the organization of the' Board 'in the spring of 1859, we 
found that portion of the delta of the Mississippi river embraced 
within the limits of the Levee district, one vast wilderness of 
waters. ' The breaches in the Levee occasioned by the’ previous 
flood, had not all been closed, when the flood of 1859 came, and 
swept off, at one stroke, the dikes at numeroüs other points, which 
had been erected to restrain it, and inundated the entire valley.— 
‘The voice of wailing was everywhere heard from the distressed 
and ruined valley, and its material interest then received a check 
from which it has not yet'recovered. Upon this condition of the 
country, the General Levee System commenced its operations; 
the local system, or that operating under independent county 
jurisdiction, had been found by an experience of eight years, sadly 
defective, and the necessity of some general authority possessing 
the power to make judicious locations, construct levees adequate 
to the purpose, and apply the funds where most needed, without the 
restrictions of local influences, or sectional lines, was felt and .. 
acknowledged on all hands. The present law was the result. 

“The operation of this law for a period of two years, has develop- 
ed material defects in its administrative details, while the subse. 
quent legislation of the State in this behalf, instead of improving 
the system. now threatens to overwhelm it in ruin. I invite your 
attention to the defects of the law and propose for your considera. 
tion remedies for such defects às I shall notices 
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Some of the defects in the law, as it now exists, havo arisen 
irom the opposition made to it by persons owning lands in the 
interior counties embraced Within the limits of the Levee district, 
who ask to be exempted from taxation. ‘Three surveys, made 
under the direction of this Board, viz: from Friar’s Point, Melrose 
landing and Skipwith's landing—eastward to the hills, demonstrate 
conclusively the fact, that no portion of the district would be 
exempt from overflow in the absence of Levees on the eastern 
bank ofthe Miss, river,and every part should therefore justly be made 
to bear a portion of the burdens of protecting it: for proof of this 
you are referred to the report and accompanying profiles of the 
Chief Engineer. Itisat war with the plainest dictates of justice 
that non-residents should be permitted to hold vast bodies of land 
exempt from taxatiom, in a State of wilderness,—adding nothing 
to the wealth and prosperity of the State, while the resident is 
required by law, or inexorable necessity, to expend large sums for 
the protection of these non-productive lands, in common with 
his own, and thus multiply their value, that the non.resident may 
reap all its benefits. Sound policy demands that all lands should 
be taxed which share the common benefit, and if the owner can- 
not pay the tex on his non-productive lands, let him sell to those 
who will reduce them tocultivation. The State should by a judi- 
cious system of legislation comprehend and acknowledge the 
Levee interest as one of State policy, and so vitalize it, as to 
enable the resident land.holders of the district to control and direct 
its defenses ; for the present the great enterprise is diseased by a 
virus infused into its system by distinguished non.resident land. 
holders, who greedily pocket the benefits, but skulk their proper 
share of the outlays necessary to the completion of the work. I 
entertain the hope that this will not continue to be so, but that the 
Legislature will soon proclaim the levee interest, a great State 
«concern, the interest of the bottom an indevisable unit—and utter 
the fiat, that all land holders of the district must pay alike for its 
construction. The district under our charge presents a river front 
of three hundred and forty-seven miles; through this, there now 
extends from one end to the other, a line of embankment, three 
hundred and eleven miles long, broken at a single point in Issa- 
quena county, a space of five hundred feet, by the flood of last 
May. As stated previously we found this line of embankment 
broken at numerous points by the floods of 1858 and 1859, and the 
country brought to the verge of ruin. As soon, therefore, as some 
necessary preliminary surveys could be.made, contracts for closing 
these crevasses, and enlafging the levee at its weakest points 
were made. Injthe autumn of 1859, and in the ensuing winter and 
spring, work, to the value of eight hundred and seventy four thou- 
sand two hundred and thirty one dollars and forty cents, was done, . 
embracing one hundred and five miles of Levee built and' repair- 
ed, aggregating near four millions of cubic yards of embankment. 
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In the autumn: of 1860, other contracts were made, and thirty- 
seven additional miles.of levee built and repaired, embracing 
more than fifteen hundred thousand cubic yards of embankment 
at a cost of three hundred and sixty-six thousand three hundred 
and thirty-seven dollars. 

The report of the work done since the organization of the 
Board shows : 

1600 miles of surveys, 
5,512,076 cubic yards of earth work, 
722 acres of cleared land, 

142,3.10 miles of Levee constructed and enlarged, and a 
total expenditure, for graduation, right of way, engineering, gen- 
eral expenses, labor, officers’ salaries, Inspectors salaries, guard 
service ón Levee during high water, mileage and per diem of 
members, of $1,296,877 32, for the details, 1 refer you to the 
Treasurer's report hereto attached, marked “Exhibit A.," and 
the Chief Engineer’s report in pamphlet form, which I submit and 
make a part of my report. I may add that the great work was 
"^ conducted successfully through two seasons of high water, with- 
out incurring any loss from the flood, and no portion of the levee 
constructed or enlarged by me, has broken, though subjected to 
the severe test of May last, the highest flood ever known in the low- 
er portion of the district; and with the slightexception of two small 
crevasses occurring in the old levee in Coahoma aud Issaquena, 
the country has passed through two seasons of extreme high v ater, 
with entire freedom from overflow; these facts we claim should be 
placed to the credit of the General Levee System, and command. 
for it that confidence and aid which would enable us to prosecute 
to a successful issue the work upon which we are engaged, and 
which must at last decide the question of the redemption and oc- 
cupation of this valley by civilized man, or its surrender to its 
primeval state. . 

Of the above $1,296,377 32 expended, a portion, viz: $782,- 
000 00 was derived from the special tax of the several counties 
on the river front; assessed under the 21st section of the levee law 
and placed under my control by the Boards of Police, $314,308 58 
was paid in bonds of the Levee district, maturing at various dates 
as shown by the Engineers report, based upon the ten cents tax 
ofthe interior counties for ultimate payment, and the balance of 
this sum (less $31,353 58 percentage retained -from contractors 
for unfinished work,) has been paid in cash derived from the ten 
cents tax of the interior counties of the levee district. Of the 
$782,000 00 special tax on the front counties, there exists small 
balances unpaid in "Tunica, Washington, and Issaquena counties; 
these balances, which result from forfeited lands in those counties, 
remainéa charge upon the counties, . 

The Treasurer's report shows $60,470 54 of levee district 
bonds redeemed, which reduces the outstanding levee district 
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bonds to $252,838 00 exclusive of interest: This amount will be 
slightly augmented, when final settlement is made for some un. 
finished work in Washington county, and the charge upon the 
special fund of Coahoma county will also be increased about 
$27,000 00 by the completion of work now in progress in that 
county. 

The liabilties of thie local Boards of the river counties, I have not 
been able accurately to ascertain, as they are not required to make 
a statement until June 1862, when the General Board is required 
by law toassume any balance of their debts remaining at that 
time unpaid; from the best sources of information that I have, I 
am inclined to think this debt wil not be less than $600,000, 
add to this the liabilities of the General Board on its bonds issued, 
debt and interest equal to $265,000, and we find the levee 
district loaded with a debt of $865,000 An amendment made 
to the, levee law: on the 10th February 1860, was designed to 
procure an accurate registration ofthis local debt, but it failed of 
its purpose, and there are known to be large amounts of script unre- 
gistered. The amount registered, exclusive of interest and credits is 
$381,046 89. The Treasurer’s report attached, shows the regis- 
tration, aggregate amount, credits, nett amount due &c., in detail 
for each county. For the redemption of this large debt, besides 
the taxes assessed under the General Levee’ law; there are in the 
hands of the General Board two hundred and four thousand four 
hundred and ninety-seven acres of lands, which were forfeited for 
the non-payment of the levee tax in the counties of De Soto, 
Panola, Tallahatchie, Sunflower and Yazoo. This land has cost 
us in taxes and expenses of conveyance $36,752,24 which item is 
not included in the” $1,296,377 32 charged to the construction 


account. The amount oflands forfeited to the local levee authori - 


ties in the counties of Tunica, Coahoma, Bolivar, Washington and 
Issaquena, will probaby equal two hundred thousand acres at a 
proportionate cost of taxes, and conveyance. The amount cannot be 
stated with precision, for reason that they are not required to report 
till June 1862; but assuming the whole amount at 400,000 acres, 


and we have this amount as a basis for the redemption in part of 


the $865,000 debt of the district. 

The effect of the act of 6th of August, 1861, suspending the 
collection of the ten cents tax, will be to deprive the River fund 
of this land, one of its chief sources for the redemption of 
its liabilities. The State, County, and Confederate tax will be 
due next Spring, and our only means of paying them, was derived 
from the ten cents t:x, which the act cited súspends. Thus at 
-one stroke, our revenue is destroyed and our landa sold for the non- 
payment of taxes, which the law deprives us of the means of 
paying. The injustice ot its operation is so manifest, that it 
requires only to be stated to be seen, and I trust it will receive 
at your hands immediate reparatiôn. If your Honorable Body 
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should decline to repeal the odious act, in toto, then we ask in the 
name of common justice, that you provide by law, that the pur- 
chaser of thos6 lands at tax sale shall be required before certifi- 
cate of purchase is awarded him, to pay to the treasurer of the 
Levee Fund, the full demand of the Levee commissioners against 
the land so sold; providing also that if the land or any part there- 
of, shall be struck off to the State or the Confederate Government; 
that the State shall pay to the Levee' Fund the demand of the . 
Board against the same, before the title shal] pass. I trust, how- 
ever, your honorable body willat once perceive the policy of 
repealing entirely the act of 6th of August last, and thereby wipe 
out the footprints of a third act of repudiation from the statute 
book of the State. Already has this act seriously impaired the 
credit of the State. I am cognizant of the fact that Mississippi 
Treasury notes declined tén per cent. in the Memphis market; 
on the day the passage of the act referred to, became known. A 
large portion of the levee securities are held by capitalists and . 
merchants in Memphis and New Orleans, who receive them 
from contractors, for money and supplies, advanced in the prosecu- 
tion of the work: these securities were based upon the solemn 
act of the State, levying q tax for their redemption, and were 
received as I well Know, in confidence, that they would be met at 
maturity; but the State, disregarding this obligation, now says, 
the tax thus pledged, shall be suspended until April after the war 
closes. Why not have said, suspended until the millenium shall 
come? If the Legislatnre had the power to do one, it had power ` 
to do the other, and the latter would most likely have secured us 
an easier time to have paid &s the period is indefinite ; the State 
should not thus trifle with its obligations. Circumstances may 
justify the enactment of laws staying the collection of debts be- 
tween citizens of a State, but never between the subject and the - 
sovereign; any infraction of this rule is cettain to receive its * 
merited retribution—revolutions may upheave, pestilence and 
famine come, but the contract of a sovereign State, personifying 
the sovereignty of all, should in its majesty proclaim, this is the 
sworn obligation of one who can do no wrong. But it may be 
answered that the landowners are without money, and the taxes 
cannot be paid, This is doubtless true, except in rare cases; 
many would pay-—but more would have to submit to a sale of 
their lands; but the law gives two years in which to redeem, if 
in that time the owner is not able to pay. Doubt may well exist 
as to whether he will ever be able to pay. To ameliorate the expense. 
of the tax payer, the damages now imposed might, without injus« 
tice, be greatly lessened’ Say that the landowner should ba 
entitled to redeem his land within two years, by paying to tha 
purchaser the amount by him advanced, with fifteen per centum 
per annum interest thereon from the date of purchase until the 
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day of redemption, placing the levee treasurer upon the same 
footing with other purchasers. This would not work apy great 
hardship to the landowner, nor would it blur the statute book, 
while it would preserve the credit of the Levee Board, and en- 
able it after a time to cancel its liabilities. But as.the matter 
now stands, the period of taxation is limited by law, the debts, 
of the Board are at heavy interest—soon the accumulating inter- 
est will have magnified the debt to a sum beyond the reach of the 
tax authorized. The Board of levee commissioners had sought 
with a studied care to preserve the credit of their fund, and with 
this ,view they had withheld from the market one hundred and 
eighty-five thousand dollars of bonds, which the law authorized 
them to sell; but while they were thus scrupulous in preserving 
their obligations, a blow from an unexpected source was given, 
and all was lost, irretrievably lost, unless the present legislature 
shall disown the act. 

While in this connection, I desire to call the attention of your 
honorable body to another act of the called session of the legis- 
lature. The act to which L allude is amendatory of the levee 
laws, and was approved 5th of August, 1861, in relation to the 
question of compensation for right of way end damages. The 
original law is rendered even more complicated and embarrassing 
by this amendment, and the evil threatens to assume such mag- 
nitude as must eventually prostrate the entire system, if not 
checked by timely and judicious legislation. -Under the present 
law, with its amendments, the levee authorities can take no legal 
step to procure the right of way, but must remain quiescent, till 
the landholder chooses to complain ; though in the interval, the 
Board may have made preparations, and even constructed the 
work at great cost. ‘The landownermakes his complaint, obtains 
a jury of easy nature, the damages are assessed at a fabulous 
amount, and this, the law says, shall be final, and the levee is not 
permitted to proceed, till the award is paid: Cases have arisen 
under the law ín which the damages were assessed at one hundred 
dollars per acre, a sum which it would require a tax of ten cents 
per acre, for one thousand years, on an equal area in the 
interior of the county to pay, and yet this identical laud would 
be considered almost worthless in fhe absence of the levee. 

The qnestion of damages will always be a vexatious one. In 
the location of a levee, the distinction between a damage done, 
and a benefit withheld is one that the common mind does not readily 


. draw. The law should be so plain as to direct the jury on this point. 


The President ofthe Board of Commissioners should have power to 
apply to any Justice of the Peace of the county where the land jis 
located for a warrant directing the sheriff ofthe county to summon a 
jury of freeholders to appear upon the land or property to be valued, 
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at a day named in the warrant. On this day, the President should 
be present, and point out to the jury the ground which he wishes 
‘condemned. He should be made to file with the jury a true plat, 
they area and description of the same. The jury should attach 
their verdict to this plat. The land-owner should be notified of 
the time and place of the meeting, and should be heard in his 
objections. The jury in their verdict should state clearly, the 
area damaged, the amount. of damage, and in what manner, and 
from what cause damaged. Either party should have the right 
of appeal to the Circuit Court, within ten days ¿but the payment 
or tender of payment by the President of the amount,of the award 
given, should ,entitle him to proceed with the work. By such 
means, the law of the case, as held by the High Court, might be 
applied in all questions of damages, but at the present, the sym- 
pathy of the jury or the popularity of the owner has often more 
to do with the verdict than the law and the testimony. 

Tshall now take leave ot the Legislature upon the subject of 
levees. Long. long years have 1 struggled for the construction 
of a proper embankment on the great river shore." I have spoken 
and written much and believe I have worked some good, While 

. | worked without a salary, none were jealous: The Legislature 
provided the office which I now hold ; the Board of Commission- 
ers fixed the salary. Itis regarded a high one: and I became 
the object of jealousy. It is the popular opinion that the interest 
ofthe system require a reduction of this salary, I protest against it. 
Then again, the river influence is much disposed to the local sys- 
tem, a system which will ever bring ruin in its train. The inte- 
rior counties think they should not be taxed, but that their neigh- 
bors should bear all the burdens, while the land-sharks are ever 
on the alert to see how the law may be avoided and themselves 
relieved of the payment of their just obligations. Among (hem, 
and with them, I have wrangled for twelve long years. The 
levee is not yet bnilt, and I have grown weary ; the strife has be- 
come distasteful to me; besides, much of the interest which I 
once felt in the subject, islost; while the question of the practi- 
cability of the levee was pending, [labored for the pride of judg- 
ment, but the world has given the question up. All now say the 

flood of the great river can be restrained. The blance is miere 
detail. L regret that I have not been fable to convincs the people. 
that the one consolidated system is the only one from which they 
can hope for immunity, that cheap men are the dearest of all men 
when engaged in scientific enterprizes; butthis they will find out 
from the teachings of experience. It is a dear school, but some 
will learn at none other. The State has not yet become sensible 
of her interest in this valley * a few more floods, and the sove- 
reign authority will interpose ; back and front counties will be 
taxed ! a permanent system in which the individuality of the bot- 
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tom will be recognized, and established, and the river receive an 
immunity from danger. At the ensuing, meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners, I shall resign my office.

Sir:—On the 18th June, 1860, I submitted a detailed state- 


iment al the. work of construction on the levees of the several 


counties, under authority of contracts, with the general Board 
uf Lovee Commissioners, which had been done up to that date. 
in connection with that, I have here prepared a similar statement 
of the work, done during the levee season of 1860-61, which, 
when irtegrated with the former statement, will exhibit the entire 
result up to this date:

My report of the 18th of June, 1860, exhibited a per centage 
of $2,500 20, retained from Coyle & Orne to insure the comple- 
tion of their work. Since that period, they have done no work : 
but, by an agreement entered into with them by yourself, two 


thousand dollars of the per centage have been relinquished, the 


contract rescirided, and the remaining $500 20 forever foi feited 
to the Board of Commissioners. Of Coyle & Grne’s original 
contract, there remains unfinished, about 65 000 cubie yards. A 
part of it was subsequently re-let to C. G. Nelms at the, same 
price, (twety cents,) payable in the bonds of the Levee District, 
due Ist January, 1863: and also the work from Fish Lake to 
Norfolk Bayou, about one mile :—The latter at 17 cents per cubic 
yard, payable in bonds as above—the whole to have been finished 
the past season. He has not done more than one-third, but will 
finish the balance next fall and winter.

“Tn September last, a contract was made witbM. B. Hewson for 


` the building of six miles and a half of new levee, the repair of 


one half mile of old levee, and the excavation of McKinney Bayou 
Canal—amounting to about $90,000. This work was commenced 
and partially executed, when about the 1st December, Hewson 
failed, and immediate steps were taken to re-let it, and in Decem- 


ber, “contract was made forthe completion of a portion of Hew- 


sun’s work, and for other works in the county, viz : the canal, the 


repair ot old levee from McLemore’s to Dale’ s, and a new levee 


a* Dale's, the repair of old levee at Brinckley's, the repair of oid

The new work embraced in Hewson's contract; lay mostly be. 
tween Abbey’s and Brinkley’s, crossing the lands of Fly, 
Esq., a distance ofabout two miles. The existing levee-here, is 
located closely on the margin of a bayou, or bed of Old river— 
: the slopes, in places, running down to the bottom of the bayou, 
and rarely, in any pface, is there space left to prócure material for 
enlarging orbuilding. The existing levee is very tortuous. and 
wholly insufficient for protection. We therefore, located a line 
for the new levee, back of the existing'levee, from twenty-five to 
seventy-five yards, conforming to the general direction of the exist- 
ing levee, and eliminating only its most salient points, giving only 


for partly in special scrip of Tunica county, and partly in 


room sufficient, between existing levee, and new levee line, for - 


base and materia]. After the contractor had built shanties, and 
made arrangements to begin the work, Fly procured a jury which 
assessed $20,000 damages, when the area thrown out between 
the existing levee and new levee line, would not probably exceed 
fifty acres—or about four hundred dollars per acre—and that upon 
lands mostly in the wc, de, and remote from the river. Compelled 
by law to submit to this flagrant outrage upon all justice, or aban- 


don the work, we chose the latter alternative, and in reeletting; - 


this part was omitted. Without undertaking to reflect upon the 
motive which prompted such a verdict, it-is proper to mention that 
there have been strenuous and persitent efforts made to have the le. 
vee changed from its present position, where it was located, and built 
many years ago by the local Levee Commissioners, to one crôssing 
Sawmill Bayou at{Mr. Richard Abbey’s, and recrossing Old river, 
near Brinckley's; thus forcing the levee much further west, 
towards -the river, and upon much more costly and dangerous 
ground. Every survey made with a view of testing the route, (of 
which there have been three—one by* the local authorities and 
two by us,) served but to condemn it, and the local commissioners, 
years ago, located and built upon, almost the identical route from 
which it is now sought to drive us by such a verdict. 

EAs soon as Hewson’s work was re-let, the contractors, Reg 
and Yocum, proveeded till 7th January, when the Pohce Court of 
Tunica repealed the order, levying the special tax, and instructed 
the sheriff not to collect it. The instant effect of this-action, was 
to prostrate the credit-of Tunica serip, and render it utterly value, 
less in market, and thus to greatly embarrass the contractors. 
They, however, resolved to carry, out their contracts as far ax 
practicable, and did persevere till they were ordered to stop, 
which order 1 gave on the Sth February, in accorcance with 


your instructions. At that period, all the work at Dale's Paint, ` 


which Dale would permit-us to build, had been completed. A piece 
of new levee, one-half mile in length, émbraeed in this contract, 
lay partly in the lewsr end of Dale’s field. After the verdict in 
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Fly's case, Dale applied for a jury to assess damages on this half 
mile. Desiring to avoid further litigation, I visited Dale, with the 

contractor, to obtain the right of way, but he would not permit 

us to build the levee where we had located it, and I therefore, 

directed the contractor notto begin it. The other contractor, 

Yocum, had nearly finished the repairs of the levee at Brinckley’s, . 
and had finished the excavation of McKenney bayou canal, excent 
about 2,400 cubic yards in the brttom. Rock, who had contrac- 

tedto do the repairs from Miller's to the Coahoma Jive, bee me 

ejarmed at the action of the Police Court, and declined to piesi- 

cute it, This was the attitude of tHe affairs at the time

As stated in a former report, the special fund of 'l'unica is en- 
titled to a credit of $7,690 00, due from the assignor of the con- 
tractor, to Tunica county, so that the amount actually drawn upon 
the special fand, is only $80,460 85. 

The former local Levee Commissioners of Tunica, overpaid 
Saffarrans, $12, 600 00. whict sun was recovered from bis as- 
signee, by agroement,—$7,800 09 in work, and $5,000 Tunica 
à -ounty heads returned: 

EE! bad a line of levels run, as directed, from’ Flower lake, down 
Philips’ Layou, to determine the practicability of draining Fiower 


Jake. It was s done last autumn, when the lake had attained very 
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nearly its greatest depression. The descent down Philips’ bayou 
from the surface of water in Flower lake, is 2.1, feet in a distance 
of 7,000 feet ; thence, it is nearly level about five miles, into Bear 
lake. The estimated amount; required to cut a ditch the above 
7,000 feet, 12 feet wide in bottom, slopes of 2 to 1, is seven thou- 
sand cubic yards. And this will not drain the lake below its 
level at the time tbe survey was made, in the autumn of 1860.— 
The instrumental examinations, and estimates were. made by G. 
H. Meade, Esq. I made in person, a careful examination of the 
former embouchure of the lake, into the Mississippi river, and am- 
satisfied, the lake could never have maintained its discharge there, 


even had the levee not been built. The mouth is at the head of . 


a large island, nearly connected with the main land in low water. 
This island extends down three or four miles, and its head forms 
a bulwark for the lodgement of driftwood and earth deposit.— 
There extends now, more than a mile above the embouchure, a 
mud, and.sand deposit, covered thickly with small timber, the 
result ofthe lodgements made at the head of the island, and gvident- 
ly of a date, long anterior to the building of the levee, which crosses 
the bayou at this point, more than a quarter of a mile from the 
river. ; 

The argument of those, demanding the-opening of this canal 
for the drainage of Flower lake, is, that until the levee was built 
across the bayou constituting the outlet of the lake into the river, 
the flow of water was sufficient to keep the channel open, and 
therefore, the levee authorities are hound to provide for its dis- 
charge elsewhere. But I think it manifest, that no amount of 
water ever discharged from Flower lake, is adequate to the remo- 
val of the constantly accumulating deposits going on above, and. 
sustained by the island, and a thick growth of timber, as a - but- 
tresse Even were there no doubt ofthis we cannot be too cau- 
tious of venturing into a system of internal improvements which, 
undər a latitudinous construction, may be perverted into one of 
stúpendous taxation, and extravagance, This is by no means. a 
parallel case with the drainage of McKinney bayou. That drained 
a very large area, many miles in extent; having its source above 
Commerce, and during the most protracted drought, discharged 
into the river, and usually, with a rapid current: and it became a 
matter of safety to the levee itself, as well as one of clear legal 
obligation, to provide for the discharge of its waters. which accu:

We have repaired the present season, in Coahoma,a short piece 
of levee at Thompson’s, above Yazoo Pass ; the unfinished Shelby 
levee, of last season, below Yazoo Pass; the levee, from Delta 
to Friar’s Point ; the levee on Mrs Wilkerson’s place; that on 
Temple Stewart’s front; and the levee from Lewis’ swamp, down 
to General P. M. Grant s ; andare now building a new levee, on 
the line of permanent location, across Vandevort's point from 
Bland’s bayou, to-Lewis” swamp—a distance of four miles, at a 
‘ cost of about $75,000 00. This work was nearly completed, 
when, about 20th of April, the contractor discharged his hands, 
on account of the hot weather, and excess of water standing over 
the land from which he procured earth for the embankment. At 
that date, no flood, such as he have recently had, was anticipated, 


and the old levee, around the point, was thought to be sufficient, ` 


to resist any. which would probably come. ‘Though much worn 
down, and cut away, it has thus far, «By most diligent working, 
and watching, served the purpose of protection, and the county 
may 1 now be considered safe at this point, for the present season. 
No time' should be lost in completing the new levee next autumn, 
that it may become well settled before the floods of winter. This 
wil] require about one-quarter ofa mile, of thirteen feet levec.

land of Mrs. Curry, in the same bend. As soon as they had 
reached the land of John D Eastin, a jury was empannelled,at 
the demand of Eastin and Harrison, and heavy damages awarded. 
to each ufthem. The verdict had reference to the land affected 
by the wing only. By this time, the work had been commenced ` 
on the main line, in Eastin’s field; when another jury awarded 
additional damages for the land affected by the main levee. We 
Tefused to pay, and Eastin enjoined us, and so terminated our 
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labors upon his land, Between Bastin and Mes. Curry, is a side 
lovee, connecting with the front levee, and extending back into 
the interior, through a series of plantations, several miles. A 
breach in the front levee, above the side levee, does not affect 
“those living below the side. levee; as the water is repelled, and 
carried off through ` Williams’ bayou. After the injunction in 
Eastin’s case, I proposed to some of the people below the side 
levee,-to ‘continue thé work on Mrs, Curry’s land, up to aconnec- 
tion with the side levee; provided we were permitted to do so, 
‘and directed the contractor accordingly.

Upon ‘learning the award in this case, a let- 
ter was dispatched by a messenger, asking her to relinquish her 
demanä for damages, and urging the necessity we would be under, 
of stopping the work. if persisted in. She refused to do so, and 
we stopped the work at once.’ It was then undertaken by seyer- 
al planters ofthe neighborhood, who have now finished it, on the 
identical line commenced by us, and amounts to $10,221 57,.as 
estimated by the engingeer, A. W. Gloster, Esq, whom they- 
employed to superintend it.

damages, I at once notified Mrs. Curry, that we had entirely aban- 
doned the attempt to build a levee on her land ; and if she permit- 
ted those, who had assumed to do so, to proceed, it must be at 
her own peril; and the engineer, in charge of that division, was 
instructed to withdraw from that portion of the work; and though 
he did afterwards superintend it, it was at their-request and in his 
individual capacity, and not as an officer of your corporation.— 
The burden now rests upon those, who built the levee, and 

the Police Court, which has made itself a party to the ppl S 
by assuming ‘the payment of the work. J vil] not here, enter into 
a defénse-of the propriety of our location, in this bend, The cav- 
ing is proceeding rapidly, and ‘any candid man, acquainted with 
all the facts, will say,.it is not one inch too far back—the extreme 
distance at the time of the controversy, being 800 yards. If this 
state of things continue, the ‘entire Levee system is practically 
overthrown, It is now in the power of one land owner, to stop 
any work, however urgent, er necessary forthe defense of the 
country ; or compel you to submit, without redress, to pay any 
damages, however -extortionate and vindictive. And thus we

New levee, Cammack levee, parfly on permanent location. 
Repaired levee, Judge Hay’s front—contract of 1859 and 1860. 
In this county also, the question of damages was raised, and a 

jury awarded’ Cammack, Mayfield, and Pettiway 830 per acre, 
for all land between the front; ind rear locations. I endéavored 
to obtain a relinquishment of their demand for damages, but 
without success. ` 1 then ordered the works to be stopped on all 
but Cammack’s land, upon w.ich, it was then nearly completed. 
“Atthis juncture, several public-spirited citizens proposed to pay, 
for all land, except that occupied by the levee, and borrow pits, 
which I had agreed, we would pay for, at the market value there- 
of; and thus, we were enabled 4o proceed without opposition, 
except as to Cammack, whose claim is yet unsettled. 

The famous Cammack levee, though it protected the country 
duriw the recent, unprecedented high water, has never been 
. finally completed, and ‘received. The engineer An - charge, in 
staking the work, neglected to check the Bench Levels, till the 
contractor had passed over a portion of it; when he discovered an ` 
error of 1.7 feet, being that much too low. As*soon as detected, 
the work was re-staked, and the contractor, A. M. Gwin, notified 
to add the amount, requisite to complete it to the proper grade. `- 
This, he delayed to do, till-the portion he was then at work. upon, 
was connected with the front levee, when a flood came, and cov- 
. ered all the land, in front of. the levee. The land owners being 
much opposed to taking earth from the rear of the Jévee;- and 
believing it safe, from any probable flood of that season, the:con- 
tractor was permitted to withdraw his forces, and transfer them to 
Carolina Landing, where the levee had caved off, and the country 
become exposed to certain déstruction, from even an ordinary 
overflow, unless another lévee was speedily constructed. This 
work, embracing some 160,000 cubic yards, was executed by Mr. 
Gwin, with the most conimendable energy, and dispatch, under . 
extraordinary difficulties, just in time for the recent flood. It 
- was then too late to complete the Cammack Levee, and hence, it 
now stands unfinished, and not received. ‘The late high water 
. has induced the belief, that there is a greater error in lhe con- 

struction of this levee, than feported by the engineer in charge. 
. L had a level run over. the work, for the purpose of testing it, 
; connecting the grade, and high water marks of 1859, with those 
of 27th of May, 1861, on which day, it reached its culminating: 
.point. "The levee here, constitutes, from its form, almost a cul de 
sac, or bay, within which, the water, was dammed, from 2 feet, 
to 2.45 feet higher, than the flood of 1859, as taken in front of

kee, at Cammack's reéldaute, belies ls breach; while la the 
channel, dt was only 1,28 feet higher, thdin di 1850--showing 
the water within the bay, to be ten inches higher than ii the 
channel. ‘This, with the adrhitted deficiency of 1-7 feet, disposes 
of four feet of the apparent error ` but, at one or two points, 
there is a further deficiency. of ten or twelve inches which may, 
or may not be attributable to excessive shrinkage, or subsidence 
of the foundation. ‘The levee has settled so unevenly, passing, as, 
it does; in this vicinity, over wet and boggy ground, that it is difi- 
cult to decide. It is a source of much regret with me that even a 
cause for suspicion of error, in any portion of the.work, should 
exist. I have endeavored, not only.to procure competent, and. * 
reliable assistants, but td guard them in the best manner, against 
the commission of mistakes. In this, there cannot be too many. 
checks, and I purpose, should thére be a continuance. of the work, 
next season, to employ the most thorough, and accurate assistant, 
who shall be charged with the duty of testing each piece of work 
in the district, after it has been pronounced complete by the en. 
gineer in immediate charge of construction, and of certifying its 
completion, beforé it is received from the contractor.. `

PRESENT NECESSITIES OF THE SEVERAL COUN-

Before proceeding to general éstimates, of a permanent line, I 
will give a statement of the different points in tbe counties, re- 
quiring immediate attention, with the sums nécessary, to place 


them in proper condition for present protection. 


DESOTO. 


. Besides the work now under' contract with General. Nelms’ 
there are three miles of work on Hom Lake, and three miles at 


. the lower end of the county, which should be completed the next 


winter. This will require about $50,000. This region is the 


+ key to all thé interior Yazoo valley, drained by the Tallahatchie, 


and its western tributaries; and the interior counties, which fur- 


juish the general fund, are more interested in this, perhaps, than 


in any other levee of the same extent, (Yazoo Pass excepted) in 


` the entire District, and its application to the thorough protection 


^ 


of this county, would he but an act of simple justice. This work, 
if no other, should be done the ensuing winter ; and some steps 
taken to realize the cash (rom the Levee District bonds, for this 
purpose; as in the present .state of the country, it is almost im- 
possible to find contractors, who will advance the cash, and take 


- bonds, payable in January, 1863, to which class we are now lim- 


ited. 
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TUNICA. . : 


In this county a piece of new levee, about half or three-fourths 
of a mile, at Dale’s Point; six miles of new levee between Com- 
mercé and Brinckley’s; repair of levee at Brinckley’s—repair 
across Willow Slough at Austin—two miles of new levee just 
below Major Miller’s, and repair of a considerable portion of the 
Levee thence to Trotter's field, are all requisite to its present pro- 
tection. | This will require about $150,000. Nothing, however, 
can be attempted in this county, the Police Court having with. 
drawn the local fund from our control, and the proportion of the 
GENERAL Funn, due to Tunica, having been already expended. 


COAHOMA. 


In this county, we shall require not less than $150,000, and 
that promptly and imperatively. The "bank at Mrs. Crenshaw’s 
at the lower extremity of the Lewis Swamp Levee, is caving ra- 
pidly, and the river is now within a few feet of the Levee. The 

position here, is such as to require a new levee across Lewis 
Swamp, and back on the banks of Hushpuckana bayou, 44 miles 
Jong, and of great hight. This cannot be avoided, and there is 
no time to be lost in its construction. "The present Levee will 
inevitably cave off before another "winter, and the work is of such 
magnitude, gs to require a very large force, a full season of most 
favofable weather, to complete it. This place ranks second in 
importance only, to Yazoo, Pass. A large portion of Bolivar 
county is dependent upon it, and the devastation in that county 
alone, from a crevasse here, must be estimated by hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. ' Besides this, the Severson contract, across 
Vandevorts! Point, must be completed, and the crevasse at Mrs. 
Wilkerson's must be closed. There are other Levees also need- 
ing repair, but everything must be merged for the present, into 
these three places. What are we to do? Under the present 
law there is no resource. We are limited to a tax of twenty-five 
cents per acre.- We have already consumed the ‘special tax, of 
April, 1861, and partly anticipated that of April, 1862. The tis, 
at most, in this county is $70,000, and this is less than half the: 
sum required. - E 
I would suggest that an effort be made to obtain subscriptions 
from the planters of Coahoma and Bolivar; who suffer from a 
. crevasse at this point, to the amount ef $80,000, to be reimbursed 
out of future taxes with interest; and that an act of the Legisla. 
ture be obtained, at its next session, authorizing the Police Court 
to leyy a special tax to pay this subscription. Something of this 
sort must be done, or the country remains exposed to another

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SCH _ BOLIVAR: - -- 


The points requiring most immediate attention in this county, . 
are Carson's Landing above, and Yerger's Bend, below Prentiss. 
They alone, will absorb more than one tax of twenty-five cents, 
and it is, therefore, unnecessary to consider any other points. 
Botb are of pressing necessity, and some definite understanding 
should at once be arrived at, with the Police Court, in reference 
to another tax.

In this county, a new leves across Carter's Point; on the route 
located from Dr. Lowe's to Mrs. Campbell’s, the same upon. which ` 
we were enjoined, is very much needed; also. a new levee at the 
town of Greenville; the completion of Carroll's and Daily's 
works'on Lake America ; of Buckner's front, below Eggs Point ; 
the repair of the levee down the chute of No, 89 to Leota; from 
Maryland to Flournoy’s, and the levee.below Princeton, are essen- 
tial to the protection of this county. ` Suffice it to say, that it will 
require more than one year's tax to accomplish it.

This «county requires a very large amount of work to place it 
in a tolerable condition of safety. A new levee at Skipwith Land. 
ing; the enlargement of Hampton’s front; Hunt’s front; the 
enlargement of the entire: levee from Ellerslie to Hunt’s place, . 
below 'Tallula—a distance of eight miles—the completion of the 
Cammack Levee ; the enlargement of levee on the Burnly place; 
and More’s front; a portion of Df. Coffield’s front, and a consid. 
erable portion of the levee thence to a connection with the Bruns. 
wick levee, built by A. M. Gwin, in 1859—-all require additions to 
the-hight and base. "This will take not less than $200,000, or 
about three years’ taxes. This county has also withdrawn her 
locat fund from our control, leaving us entirely destitüte of. means 
to operate upon, within her limits. . DNE . 

I think we may now regard the practicability of constructing a 
line of levee, adequate to the perfect protection of the entire Dis. 
trict; as fully demonstrated. The late flood, higher in many 
places than any in the memory of man, effected" only two breaches 
in a line of 346-miles—the onein Coahoma, at Wilkerson’s, about 
150 feet in width—the other’ in Issaquena, above Tallula, about 
500 feet in width, (both in old levees, built years ago, of most 
contracted dimensions) and. filled, in one ot the cases; at least, - 
with logs, which had decayed, But in no case, has a new levee 
broken, nor even an old one, which we had enlarged and repair» 
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ed. Behind a continuous line of levee, constructed to the full . 
standard, under our specifications, and properly protected.at ex. 
posed points, by Bermuda sodding, or artificial timber-work, from 
the cutting of the waves, the planter may rest with absolute secu. 
rity. Ibis much to be regretted, that just as its perfect utility has 
been made manifest, there should arise a disposition to abandon 
the system, and relax the efforts hitherto made in its prosecution. 
I know this is partly induced by the general financsal distress of 
the country, but it is also due to the feeling of security from inun- 
dation, indulged by those who have passed unharmed, through the 
season of the late flood. But it is a false, and, if acted upon, 
will prove a fatal security. True the lévees have, with the two 
exceptions énumerated, afforded ent re protection, but they are not 
secure against a repitition of the flood; they are precarious in 
many places, and the sluggard that rests supinely, uides the belief 
of safety, will be awakened from his slumbers by the fierce roaring 
of a devastating flood. Some persons argue that the people cannot 
support the burden of a war tax, and levee tax, at the same time ; 
but I can tell them, that if they suspend the levee tax, certain ruin 
will follow, and then they can pay neither. 

"x PERMANENT LOCATION. | 
We completed in June, 1860, the location of a line through the 
entire Levee District, from the hills at Horn Lake to the Warren 
county line, which is styled the Permanent Location--being placed 
at such distance from the caving b-nks of the river, as to insure its 
permanency for several generations at least. The following general : 
description; with the accompanying map, will serve to mark its posi- 
tion, in reference to the. river front.

Beginning at the base of the hills, near the debouchement of >: 
Murtay's branch into Horn Lake, nine miles from the Mississippi 
river, the lake shore is pursued (passing a short distance into Ten. - 
nessee and back again into Mississippi) several.miles, to a ccnhéc.

from there, it pürsues the-general route of old 'Levee to Andrew

Here we adopt 
the old Levee, one mile, and then diverge from it rapidly, crossing 
Lewis Swamp as far east as, Hushpuckana will permit; crossing 
Crenshaw ridge, half mile from the river, and passing through 
the eastern margin of the Crenshaw farm, we gradually return to 
the old levee at the lower side of General P. M. Grant's farm; 
leaving the residences of Vanderpool and Grant to the west. 
From this point to W. P.~Boddie’s, we adopt the Malone and 
Boddie levee, built in 1859-60. At Boddie's, we leave the old 
levee, and cutting off the long bend around Hick's, run down the 
east side of Lake Charles, on a high ridge, through McNeill's 
and Perkins”, entering Bolivar county at the dividing line, between 
these two gentlemen-—a distance of 44.34 miles from the Tuni- 
ca line. | : :

BOLIVAR. 


Continuing this route, wè pass through Perkins” quarters, thence 
on the most direct route, about one thousand yards east of Aus- 
-tralia Landing, and a short distance east of Whitworth’s residence, 
to an intersection with the old levee at Gilchrists. . From here, 
we adopt existing levee to Edmund McGehee's field, where we 
leave it and pursue a ridge through his field to his residence, and 
passing tbrough his yard, diverge rapidly from tbe river; passing 
four hundred yards to the east of Nelson Blanchard’s house at 
Carson's Landing, to à connection with existing levee on Con- 
coidia Bayou, near Mrs. Dean's. From this point, our location 
is in close proximity to the existing levee on the bayou, a distance 
of six miles, where we leave it, and crossing the lake plantation 
of Miles H. McGehee, join it again, near his horse lot. Adopt- 
ing this short distance, we again leave it and enter McGehee’s 
field ; thence through J. C. Kirk’s, one-quarter mile east of his 
residence, and back to the existing levee, where we leave Kirk’s 
field. Thence with the general route of existing levee to the 
Porter place, passing in front of the residenc>; thence through 
Hairston, Jones, Craig and Wright, from four hundred to eight 
hundred yards east of their dwellings, thence through Hannah's 
and Piercfield's, on the east side of Bear Lake and Willow Lake, 
passing in front of Judge Kingsley's, through Montgomery’s to 
the rear of Beulah—rear ` of Gayden’s—immediately in front of 
Dick Bells house, eight hundred yards from the river, and four 
hundred yards back of Gen. Clarke's. Here we leave the route 
of old levee, strike for Vermillion Lake, and pursuing its eastern 
shore, approach the river, and.old levee at Dr. Niblett's, fourteen 
miles below, cutting offthe long bend in which Prentiss is located; 
by which we effect a saving of ten miles. From Niblett’s, our 
location passes back of Cook's, Yerger's, Vick's and crosses 
Lake Bolivar, nine hundred yards from the river; thence across 
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the Willow-flat, passing to.the rear of Col. Manly's quarters, in 
front of Col. C. Y. Field's residence; thence through his planta- 
tion and that of David Field, nearly to the lane between David 
Field and Chofard. Here, turning to the left, the location crosses 
the narrow neck of-Catfish Head, passing near the margin of 
Berryman's Bayou, and approaches the river at Childress. Here | 
«also, we effect a saving of ten miles. Passing to the rear of 

Childress’ house, and on the bank of the Bayou in front of Kirkºs, 
` we crose the head of Boone Lake, and énter the field of John 
D.'Eastin, at the intersection of a line located on the east side 
of Lake Bolivar, diverging from the regular location here described, 
in the plantation of Gen. Vick. ‘Passing through Eastin's field, 
a short distance in front of his gin house, we enter Mrs. Curry’s 
plantation and pass through it,'eight hundred yards from the river; 
thence through.Gallaway, in front of his quarters ; thence to the 
rear of Lyon's and Wilkerson's, and unite wtth existing levee 
again, half mile below Wilkerson's Point; thence pursuing close- 
ly the route of existing levee to the Martin place, we diverge 
from it and enter Washington Connty five hundred yards from 
the river.

WASHINGTON. 


From the entrance into this county, the located line passes 
one-fourth-of a mile back of Offutt and Daniel, through the heart 
of Offuti's Utopia place; and thence back to Mrs. Brown's, Dr. 
Polk’s and Morris’, around Miller's Bend, to Dr. Lowe's. Passing 
to the rear of Lowe's quarters, it crosses Carter’s point and app. 
proaches the river again, atthe upper side of Mrs. Campbell's 
field. Thence through her field, it passes through the rear of 
her residence, down to the chute, back of Guinard Scott’s ; in 
front of Dr. Blanton's ; thence through Blantonia back to Green. 
ville, down Rattlesnake Bayou—and returning to the existing 
Levee at Mrs. Brooks”, on Lake America, adopts it from there 
to Eggs” Point, a distance of eight miles, From here, it pursues 
the ridge through Mrs Eggs’ field, on an air line four miles to A. 
C. Bullit's, and passing immediately in front of his dwelling, bears 
south west to the famous Kentucky Bend Levee, built by Hampton 
and Johnson in 1859-60.  Adopting the route of this levee to 
the church on the chute of Island 89, it runs down the chute one 
mile, and turning to the left, crosses the plantation of Mrs. Wor. 
thington's, in front of Leota. Thence to the Issaquena line, it 
passes a Short distance in the rear of Goza's, Ward's, Flournoy's, 
Princeton, Mrs. Bass’, and in front of Murphy's, Kershaw's, and 
back of ‘Turnbull’s store; at Carolina Landing, a distance of 
48.52 miles from the Bolivar line.

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Leaving Washington County, the line enters Judge Fitz’s, and 
runs, down the bank of the lake, in front of his house; through 
Spencer’s, TTurnbull's, and Hampton's, down the chute to Skip. 
with's, Landing, where it again approaches the river. Passing 
in front of Henry Duncan's residence it diverges from the river, 
passing back of Col. Harris’ quarters and residence, and through 
his plantation, falls into the' general route of old levee, near Judge 
J.-W. M. Harris, and pursuing this till the land of Andrew Hunt 
is passed, diverges and passes to. the left of A. C. Gibson’s and in 
front of Wade’s and Smith's, and through the six plantations of Ste. 
phen H. Duncan—“Homochito,” “Holly Ridge,” “Oakley,” “Re. 


“serve,” “Duncannon,” *Ellerslie,"—thence through Park's planta. 


ation, back of Ben Lemond, and uniting with the old levee again, its 
general route is adopted thence six miles to Tallula. At Tallula, 
the line is in front of the Courthouse, and running for the dis: 


ance of a mile near the old levee, it diverges, passing to the rear 


of Geo. Hunt’s, and thence across the low cypress swamp, more 
generally known as the location of the Cammack Levee. ‘Thence 
back to Fitler's,. Moore's, Hays’, Christmas”, Nelson's, in front 
of Leatherman's, back of Wirt Adams”, in front of Bonham's 
back ot Balfour's, of Duval's, Damerons, Langley's, Mrs. Eustis’, 
Chotard's, and Gwin's, to the Warren county line, the south.. 
ern limits of our district—a distance of 49.87 miles from the 
Washington line, and 262.154 miles from the initial point a! 
Horn Lake. : 

The description of a line lecated through a country, so monot 
onous in topographical features, must, of necessity, be uninterest 
ing to those not familiar with it; but É have written this, even at th: 
risk of tediousness, for the benefit of persons residing upon the route 
w hose local knowledge will invest it with an interest which it does 
not possess for the general reader. Below, I submit a statement o: 
the comparative length of river front, old levee, and located line 
in each county, and estimated cost of located line :

By an addition of Ka 000, a levee may be constructéd to the 
above grades, with *top width of five feet, and slopes of 6 to 1 on 
the front and 24 to 1 on the rear.

I subjoin the details of the above estimates for your inspection, 
but their publication may as well be omitted, as they are at con- 
siderable length, and their substance is given above. 

This sum will not appear very large, when the interest at stake | 
is considered. The area embraced in the Levee District, and 
dependent upon the levees for protection, is not far from 3,500,000

Supposing only one-seventh ef this vast era, reduced to culti. 
vation, we would have 500,000 acres of the finest land on the 
continent—every acre good for a bale of cotton; worth at its 
most depriciated value, $30 00. -Five hundred thousand bales 
at $30 00, make $15,000,000, the product of; one season—a sum 
sufficient to build a levee of the dimensions required, 650 miles 
long. Can this immense interest, counted byJhundreds of millions 
of dollars, with} such ample resources for defence, be abandoned 
for a moment to the devastation of the flood? The struggle of _ 
the people for twenty years, to avert it, respond in the negative. 
There must then be a thorough reorganization ofthe levee system, 
if you would succeed; There must be more ample powers, and 
ample means granted to the Levee Commissioners. The Legis- 
lature must come to your aid: amend the law and divest it of the 
clogs that shackle you: enlarge your resources, and place them 
directly under your own control, without the intervention of local 
authorities ; in a word, divorce finally, and forever, the local from 
the general system, and place the latter upon an independent foot- 
ing, with means sufficient to accomplish its mission. Then, and 
not till then, will this splendid domain, the richest upon earth, be 
effectually reclaimed and protected. Permit me to suggest as a 
means to the accomplishment of this great object, some amend- 
ments much needed in the present law : 

1, Leave the present ten cents tax in force in the river coun} 
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-ties, in the hands of the local commissioners, to pay old debts.— 
Let the Legislature levy an unconditional tax of. ten cents per 
acre, per annum, for a period of ten years, on all the jands. now 
subject to levee tax, or which may become subject to levee tax, 
under the existing law, in the counties of Panola, Tallahatchie, 
Sunflower and Yazoo ; and'a similar tax of twenty-five cents per 
«acre in !'eSoto, Tunica, Coahoma, Bolivar, Washington and Issa- 
quena : the tax to be collected the 1st Monday of October of each 
year, and paid over to the general levee Treasurer. This will 
yield a revenue of $650,000. per annum. Forbid the issuance of 
any more scrip; ennfine your operations to that amuunt annually 
paying cash monthly ‘this will save at least twenty-five per 
cent, ih the cost of the vork. The high price of work, and enor- 


mous discount u;on scrip and bonds, hitherto issued, attest the 
ruinous system o! credits, that has consumed the substance of the 
tax payer, and lelt hum at best, with the mere pretence of a levee. 
H persevered iu. it must bring the community to hankruptcy.—

2. Amend the nineteenth section, so that in case of disagree- 
ment with the land owner, or for any other cause, the right of way 
cannot be obiâined, application may be made by the Presideet, to‘ 
any Justice of the Peace, inthe county where the and is located ; 
who shall, thereupon, issue his warrant to the Sheriff of said 
county, directing him to summon five disinterested freeholders of 
the county, to appear upon the laud, or property to be valued, at a 
day named in the warrant, not less than five nor more than fifteen 
days, after issuing the same. Make it the duty of the Président, 
through himself or agent, to appear upon the ground, at the day 
named, and point out to the jury, the ground which he wishes 
condemned for the construction, and occupation of the levee, and 
file with the jury a true plat, showing contents and description of. 
the same. Let the jury, under oath or affirmation, previously ad. 
ministered by the Justice or Sheriff, proceed to estimate impartially 
the value of the land sought to be condemned, and reduce their 
verdiet to "writing, attach it to said plat, and sign and seal 
the same. S : 

If the land owner should consider any other part of his land or 
property damaged, besides that occupied and used in kpilding the 
levee, require him to appear on the ground at the day named in 
the writ, and show to the jury the land and property so ,damaged, 
and file with them a correct map, showing contents and descrip. 
tion of same, and showing the true relative position of said land 
to the proposed route of the levee; said map to be madp be the 
county surveyor, or any surveyor, whom the parties may choose. 
Then let the jury proceed to consider the damages in this case, 
and if they find any, reduce their verdict to writing, stating par- 
ticularly the area damaged,¿the amount of damage, and in what 
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manner and from what cause damaged, and attach to it the plat, 

and sign and seal the same; both papers to be delivered to the 

sheriff, to be returned by him to the office of the Probate Clerk of 
the proper county ; there to be reduced to record, when payment 

or tender of payment, shall have been made. Permit either party 

to appeal from the decision of the jury, within ten days, to the. 
Circuit Court, but let the tender of payment by the President, en-' 
title him to proceed with the work without delay, aud permit no 

Judge or Court. in such case to grant any injunction, delaying or 

stopping it. The land owner should be entitled to due notice of 
the day in the writ, by summons. or written notice, left at his house, 

if he have one in the county, or a notice to his agent, if he have 

one,;—otherwise proceed without notice to him. I have merely 

attempted to give the substance of the mode. It is the usual 

practice in railroad cases, and I feel assured, would accomplish 

the end of justice, in a manner much less obnoxious, than that now 

pursued. : 

8 Reorganize entirely the system of inspection. , Employ paid 
inspectors, who shall have no other business ; and remain on the 
levee the year round.. Let them have the same authority as now, 
to call out hands in case of danger. Let the inspectors be com. 
posed of the engineer corps, who, during the fall and wi nter, 
would be engaged in superintending the work of construction , and 
during the spring and summer, in watching the flood and guarding ~ 
against its ravages. Erect division houses, at intervals of fifteen 
miles, where the inspector should reside, aud where a suitable 
supply of wheelbarrows, shovels and plank should be kept on 
hand for emergencies. Each engineer or inspector, should be 
supplied with transit and level, and be required to keep a daily 
register of the river, throughont the year, showing its rise or fall, 
velocity, volume, discharged per second, ctc.; and this he could do, * 
during the greater part ofthe year, without conflict with other 
duties, after once obtaining a correct transverse section of the 
channel, and velocities of the current at different depths. It is 
only by accurate observations, at numerous points, taken with 
reference to a common datum line, and recorded daily tor a series 
of years, that the philosophy of this great river can be mastered. 
The phenomena of the recent flood, afford examples of its mys- 
terious workings, which the possession of such intormation would 
perhaps ehsily explain. At Memphis, the late flood 
reference to that of 1259, minus 18 inches; at l'riar's Point mi- 
nus 4 inches; at Sunflower and Australia, plus S inches ; Pren- 
tiss, plus 2 inches; at Catfish, 25 miles below, minus inches; 
at Keutucky Bend, plus 8 inches; and at Cammack, plus ` inches. 
These fluctuations, which we found, even more capricious in the 
floods of 1858 and 1859—require more accurate information, than 
we have at command, for their solution, and which can only he 
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obtained by numerous and systematic observations, through many 
years, The present expense may deter the people from its adop- 
tion now, but come to it some: day, they must, and sooner it is 
done. the sooner will the information necessary to complete 
success, be obtained. l . 

- As affecting the question of taxation in the interior counties, it 
becomes important to ascertain if any portion of them within the: 
limits of the ‘Levee District, were above the flood line of the 
Mississippi. To determine this, three surveys were made on lines 
nearly due east—one from Friar's Point: to the Hills; one from. 
Melrose Landing, and one fiom Skipwith Landing. With the ex. 
ception of two or three narrow ridges crossed in Coahoma Ccunty, 
no portion of the country traversed, was abov» the flood line of the 
river at the initial points; on the contrary, it was from two ot 
twenty-five feet under the flood line, showing conclusively that the 
entire District is dependent upon the levees, and should therefore, 
justly bear a portion of the expense of building them. It is true, 
that a few places were crossed upon which there were no water 
marks visible, ana which the inhabitants had supposed to be above 
overflow, for the reason that they had not been submerged within 
their knowledge ; but the fact is incontestible, that no portion of 
of the -country wouid be safe from inundation in the absence of 
levees, and'the partial exemption mentioned, is referable to local 
causes, such as the position of a crevasse. As the profiles accom-- 
panying this report, will show, the country traversed by numerous 
bayous or drains, flowing generally ina south-easterly direction, 
from the Mississippi towards the "l'allahatchie, and Yazoo, into 
which they discharge; each successive one, lower than the pre- 
ceeding, tillthe great dip is attained as you approach the Yazoo, 
in the southern part of the valley, or east of the Suflower and. 
Cold Water rivers, in the northern portion. — Intervening ridges 
separate these bayous or drains. It will be readily perceived, 
that a crevasse in the levee above, and near the head of one 
of these drains, will flood all that country between the two ad- 
jacent ridges, while the influx from the river may be insufficient 
to raise the water above their summits. But remove the entire 
line of embankment, and the whole country must inevitably be 
submerged. 7 i 

I have in preparation, a profile showing the flood lines of 1858 
and 1859, the line of lower waterin November, 1859, the surface 
of land on the river bank, and their descents per mile, from Horn 
Lake to the Yazoo River—to which will be added, as the levels 
are finished, the flood line of the recent high water. "The results 
cannot be presented in words without too great length, and the 
slieet, when lithographed, will explain itself. 
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During the progress of the location, several lateral lines, pre- 
senting claims to precedence, were examined. The following 
are the estimates of length and cost, as compared with corre. 
sponding portions of the located line. In each case, I have as. 
sumed the adoption of the line described in the general location, | 
believing it the best, not always because it was cheaper or shorter, 
but sometimes because the rival route involved an unnecessary 
«sacrifice of land—the protection of which is the chief object 
soüght, and which should govern, when not incompatible with 
reasonable economy, and the safety of the whole. if the Board 
-should think any change necessary in the line which 1 have laid 
down, it would be “well to consider and determine them now 


BEAVER LAKE LINE. 


. In DeSoto County, just above Wallace's, the old levee crosses 

the head of Beaver Lake, and passes in front of Wallace's house. ; 
The regular location diverges, passing around the lake, east of 

Wallace's house, and returns again at Caruthers’. The side 

location pursues nearly the route of old levee between these points. 

The side location is five hundred feet shorter, but 49,000 cubic 

yards more costly, besides being entirely tou near the river.

Between these points (in Tuniea County) the regular location 
is entirely on the east side of “Saw Mill” Bayou and “Old River,” 
as Í have described, and is in close proximity all the way, to the 
existing line of levee, and I believe too, the only levee ever built 
between these points—a levee built there many years ago. The 
river here makes a very long bend to the west. — Between the 
river on the west, aud “Saw Mill" Bayou and **Old River” on the 
east, are 5,000 acres of land, so stated, which certain parties in 
that part of the county, wish to have protected. They applied 
to the local Levee Commissioners of "l'unica, several years ago, 
to locate the levee there. ‘fhe Commissioners had surveys made, 
and the result was so decidedly against it, that they refused, and 
continued the levee where it now is¿ When your Board came 
into office, they memorialized you at great length, again urging 
the location west of the bayou. We made surveys to test the 
question, with the following result, viz: "The side line is 8,200 . 
feet shorter, but 227,000 cubic yards. more costly, than the located 
line, besides involving very large, high levees, and consequently 
very unsafe levees, at the crossing of the bayou, and bed of Old 
River. 1 do not think the proposition should be entertained a 
moment. 
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This line possesses no present interest as tke levee is already 
built on the located line ; but as the estimates are made, I submit 
them for future use, The feasibility of leveeing Yazoo Pass, be- 
tween Moon' Lake and the river, long a question of doubt, om 
account of the treacherons character of the foundation at the head 
of the lake, has received a practical solution, after many failures, 
in the construction of a magnificent levee which successfully 
resisted the recent flood, and capable of resisting any flood likely 
to come. The only question now to be considered, is the caving 
bank, and even that, I think is adjourned beyond our life time.— 
The levee is 1,200 feet from the river, and the bank here has 
ceased to cave, and a bar is extending down. ` The point of great. 
est danger is about two: miles below, where the caving is rapidly 
approaching the banks of the Pass, being now within 300 feet of 
it. "Should the river-cut through and make a chute of the “Pass” 
to Delta. the levee on the east bank of the *Pass" will ultimately 
be greatly endangered. Should this ever occur, there will be 
no alternative but to build a levee around Moon Lake, and drain 
“Phillips” Bayou, through “Muddy” Bayou into Cold Water Ri- 
ver. "The Moon Lake survey, diverged from the located line, 
about one and a half miles below the Tunica line, and passing 
down “Powell’s” ridge to Thompson’s field, crosses directly to 
Moon Lake, and then meanders its eastern shore to Delta, where 
it connects again with the located line. The length is twelve and 
a half miles, or 5.85 miles looger than the located line. It will cost, 
exclusive of the drainage of Phillips’ Bayou, $307,000 00. The 
drainage of bayou will cost $25,000, making a total cost of $332,- 
000. The located line, between same points, will cost $160,000, 
exclusive of the existing line of levee, which for much of the way, 
including the famous Pass levee, is embraced within the located 
liné, and to that extent, reduces its cost. 

+ The only other point in this «ounty, where a line ciffering great- 
ly from the located line, deserving of consideration, is the route 
proposéd, direct from “Old Port Royal” to Mrs. Crenshaw's, 
crossing Hushpuckana, at her place. 1 have not reliable esti- 
mates at hand, by which to speak positively, but a saving of seven 
miles in distance, inay be made, and a levee not exceeding in 
height, that on the located line, I think can be constructed, suffi- 
cient for every purpose of protection. If that be tbe case, a 
saving of 700,000 cubic yards can be effected. . But this involves 
the sacrifice of many thousand acres of valuable land, some of it 
well improved, and therefore not to be" thought of, so long as the 


levee can be maintained across Lewis’ swamp. 
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Diverging from the regular location in the plantation of the 
the late General Vick, above the town of Bolivar, a location was 
made down the east shore of Lake Bolivar, and uniting again in 
the field of John D. Eastin, at the head of Boone Lake. ‘This 
line is 4,270 feet shorter, and 250,000 cubic yards cheaper than 
the located line, but it crosses Deer Creek, which drains Lake 
Bolivar, and the large area in the bend, in which the lake is the 
resevoir for sipe and rain water, and its construction is not to be 
thought of except in one contingency—the cavin. of the bank 
above Glencoe (Harrison’s store) to sueh'extent, as to force us 
back into the lake eas" of Childress field. ‘The space between 
the river and the lower margin of the lake is not exceeding 3,000 
feet; ourlocation is between the two, and there is great ten: 
dency to cave. Should this continue, some years hence, we may 
be forced to adopt the eastern route. ny

the location of the line, and management of the work of con- 
struction, and by J Geo. Roberts, and Louis -Nickerson, in.the

- The’ joint standing committee on the Institution for the Educa- 
tion of the Deaf and Dumb, heg leave respectfully to teport, that 
in the discharge of their duty they have visited the institution, 
walked over the grounds, examined the buildings. and attended 
the recitation of the several elasses, and were much pleased with 
the evident economy and good management that seemed to pre- 
vail in all the departments. . - , 
The grounds of seventy acres have some forty or fifty- cleared 
and cultivated, mainly by the labor of the pupils, have during 
; the present season yielded several hundred bushgje of corn, hay, ` 
oats, potatoes, vegetables, &c., which will supply the institution 
` with those necessary articles for a considerable time, and in the 
estimation of your committee. the labor system adopted at the 
institution, is praiseworthy, as it promises to accomplish the pur. 
pose for which it was instituted, in promoting the health and hap. ° 
piness of the pupila. by encouraging habits of industry and:-econo- 
my, learning them to be self-reliant, and fitting them in the future 
to be useful members of society. - 

We would respectfully suggest, that tools and implements, in 
addition to those already on hand, pertaining to the trades, in mes 
chanics, might be purchased with a very small outlay of money, 
and. the labor.system varied. so as to adapt it to the peculiartalenta 
of. the different inmates, with profit te the institution, and usefuls. 
ness to the pupil. ^ - BET 

In leoking through the buildings, your committee saw nothing 
to condemn, but everything to command its favor, —reoms neat 
and cleanly, well-ventilated, and made.comfortable, with the lim- 
ited amount of furniture on hand disposed to the. best advantage, 
and every precaution observed that would be premetive, ef eheer- 
fulness and the health and happiness ef the unfertunate ehild ef 
silence. 
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Our visit to the school.room was highly satisfactory, and to 
those of us who were members of the same committee, at your 
last regular session, there appeared to be a marked improvement 
in the advancement of the pupils, and in the method of instruction, 
and think we do but justice when we say, that the friends of this 
unfortunate class have cause of congratulation in having secured 
the services of the present zealous, able and intelligent principal, 
with his gifted and accomplished assistants. i 

For particulars, in the mode of instruction, conduct ot the 
school, and daily routine duties required of the pupils, we respect- 
fully refer you to the very lucid report of the principal For the 
general government and prosperity. of the institution. we call-yóur 
attention to the able report of the Board of Trustees, who have 
discharged their whole duty as philanthropists in every way com- 
mendable. i 

For the financial condition, we cite you to the accurate report 
of the Treasurer, all of which reports are herewith presented. 

The report of the Treasurer, shows that the regular standing 
annual appropriation of a previous Legislature, has not been con- 
sumed, but by what amount your committee are unable to deter- 
mine, as they are informed there are some debts now due, and 
unpaid, but feel secure in saying that the present annual appro- 
priation will be sufficient for the wants of the institution, as they 
are at present advised, and would recommend no change in that 
particular. e 

In view of the eminent success of this institution, and for the 
benefit and welfare of the unfortunate deaf mutes scattered 
throughout our State, your committee respectfully recommend that 
three hundred copies «f the Trustees’ report, and the report of the 
Principal, with the alphabet of the sign language appended there. 
to, be published in pamphlet form, and be delivered to the Board 
of Trustees of this Institution, to be by them disseminated within 
the limits of the State, wherever in their judgment they will ac- 
complish the greatest good in the enlightenment of that portion 
of our race deprived of the inestimable blessings of hearing and 
Speech. i

Dumb Institution, presented by the joint committee on said insti- 
tution : 


“PRINCIPALS REPORT. - 


MISSISSIPPI DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTE. 


Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees :.. 

In obedience to your requirement, and to custom, I have the 
honor to lay before you-a report of the progress and condition of 
the Mississippi Deaf and Dumb Institute, for the past two years. 

Through the care and blessing of a benificent Providence, the 
household has enjoyed general good health during the past two 
yeais, except in a few cases, which, though serious, have yielded 
to the skill-and attentive treatment of our worthy Physician, aided 
by the kind and careful nursing given by the matron, and others 
of the household. — . ; 

Since the date of your last biennial report, the number 
of pupils in attendance at the Institution, has increased 
from thirty-four to fifty-seven. This is a. most unusual and 
gratifying growth, for it is only seven years since its first 
establishment, and yet its numbers exceed those of any other 
similar school in the Confederacy when at the same age. 
It is evident that this institution has made very cómmendable pro- 
gress towards fulfilling the noble design for which it was estab. 
lished. It is just cause of gratulation to every lover of humanity, 
and creditable to th^ great State of Mississippi, that she has 
moved forward to aid in the “ holy work" of ameliorating the sad 
condition of the unfortunate, and that her legislators have mani. 
fested so willing a disposition to acknowledge the high claims of 
that particularly deprived class in society, who, in the boasted 

` period of Rome’s greatest civilization and liberty, were stripped 

. of all civil rights, were forbidden to buy, sell, or hold property, 
and were doomed to the same condition as idiots, but who now, 
throughout the civilized world, are recognized as entitled to the 
paternal care and fostering aid of government. 

The importance of education to every people cannot well be 
overestimated. In every free government the only sure guaranty, 
for stability and perpetunity, is to be found in the virtue and in- 
telligence of the masses. Ifthe masses be educated, enlightened 
and elevated, but little is to be feared from domestic foes or foreign 
enemies. Can the State of Mississippi safely afford to neglect 
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The educationakinterests.of-her rising generation, or to leave any 
of her citizens in the fetters of blind ignorance? In family and 
in State, there is no single member, who is entirely unimportant, 
or valueless; however weak or deficient. There can no longer 
be any doubt that deaf-mutes can be educated and well educated, 
and thereby be made useful members of society. No class of" 
persons need education more than do the ignorant, and isolated, 
deafand dumb, nor are there any in whom its benefits are more 
perceptable, and it is to be hoped that the silent, but impressive 
appeal of those who can neither hear nor speak ‘will not be disre- 
garded- ‘Without the blessings of education they are a burden to 
themselves, to their friends and to the community, and are cut off 
from society and usefulness. Without it, their minds are a blank 
almost, and their moral natures entirely undeveloped—they are gov- 
erned by their passions and appetites, so that when they become men 
and omen, they almost universally become extremely restless, 
roving, passionate and unbappy. 

When uneducated they are indeed misfortune's *cheldren of 
silence"—4alone in the midst of society, and solitary, though eur, 
rounded by numbers. 

The sordid cynic, might say that the expense and labor of 
eduuating such beings was useless, but enter their school rooms 
and behold the results, see, that here, they have aecess to the 
avenues ol knowledge,—to the ever enlarging book of human 
science —and to the far more glorious book of God's revelation, 
which else would be to them forever sealed. See these, become 
to their wondering minds living voices, full of strange and beauti- 
ful harmony—waking up their dormant faculties to the understand- 
ing and embrace oftruth. Here are fellow beings to whose ears 
the gentle sighings of the wind, the melody of flowing waters, 
ánd allthe varied music of nature, are as though they were nct, 

and through whose ears, no word of human kindness, nor voice o 
love, not even the loved accents of a mother" s voice, ever found 
its peaceful way to their hearts. 

ls it nothing, that they who are thus doomed to journey lifes 
pilgrimage, as 1 in living dungeons, to mingle with their fellow 
beings as strangers, or beings of another race—to regard them- 
selves as degraded, or cursed with inferiority—shall here be ena. 
bled to gain the power of free, full, and easy conversation: with 
others, and be taught with the hand to speak, and the eye to hear, 
and through them, reach all attainable knowlege, .revealed to 
those hidden inward senses, of which the outward are, but “types ` 
and images.” Surely there are none whose sympathies will not go out 
to those unfortunate ones? Shall we falter in this noble cause, or 
shall we in the true spirit of the age'in which we live, strive to 
carry it forward? Already have many difficulties been overcome 
to build up and establish the Institution. You have agreed with 
me, that strenuous efforts are needed, and must be, extended to 
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sustain it, and that, if the school now be closed, it would be years, 
perhaps, ere it'could be agaiñ resumed. The teachers, who are 
so scarce, and almost impossible to obtain. would be gone away, 
and be engaged in some. other pursuits,—and the school and 
house-hold furniture and: the farming implements, &c., . would be 
neglected, and become wasted, destroyed and stolen. Many other 
reasons not necessary to mention will present themselves to your 
mind.  ' 7 : E 

Not having been connected with the Institution, but one, of the 
two years, which this report embraces, itis somewhat embarrass- 
ing; with the meagre data before me, to máke a full report for the 
two years. When I entered upon the discharge «f my duties 
here, I found the session already commenced, and the school, 
from want ofa Principal, to enforce rules, and general system, to 
be much embarrassed. l.immediately prepared rules, and ex. 
plained them to the school ; showing the necessity of order and 
system, and of co-operation on the part of each, and all, in order 
to ensure harmony and .success. 

: The result has been a very pleasant and harmonious session to 
all. Much of this happy result is due to my assistants, Miss Head 
and Mr. Sanders, and allow me here to testify: to their zeal, and 
untiring energy, in performing their often tedious and laborious 
work. The classes that were under their instruction have. made 
commendable progress, and prove how faithfully they have labored. 
They are beloved by all the school for kindness, and sympathy, 
and for their constant efforts to promote the happiness of all. The 
conduct of the pupils has been generally very good. They have 
been' kind and courteous to each other, and have yielded a cheer- 
ful obedience in almost every instance to their teachers.. All have 
seemed happay and contented, regarding the Institution as home.— 
It is our.constant effort to make the every-day domestic life in the 
Institution, like that of a well regulated family, and to have its 
government to be parental. ‘Ihe main object of the Institution is 
to make intellent men and women of our pupils, and to: qualify 
them to take an useful and honorable position in society. To 
attain this end, then, we.strive to educate and improve their 
moral, mental, and physical natures. Much attention is given to 
imparting religious information to our pupils. Every sabbath 
morning a sermon or lecture is written on the large black boards, 
andis delivered in the sign languages, ` 

These Sabbath instructions, in the sien language, natural to all 
deaf mutes, and readily comprehended b y them, are of the utmost 
importance, since they afford almost àll the religious information 
the pupils ever obtain. RUD REA E

It will not, perhaps, be uninteresting to give, here, the history 
of a days routine of business in the Institution. 
All are required to rise at or before five o'clock in summer and 
ix in winter, —at six in summer, and seven in winter we break- 
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fast—after breakfast all engage in some work. until eight o'clock ; 
at half past eight o'clock the boys and girls, in their respective” 
rooms; are assembled for study, at nine o'clock all assemble in 
the chappel, where school begins by the explanation of a verse .of 
scripture, and a prayer in the sign language; then the pupils go ` 
to their recitation rooms ; at twelve o'clock M. intermission 1s 
given for dinner; at half past one o'clock P. M., school re-opens,:. * 
and closses at four P. M.—all then engage in work for one hour 
and a half, after which play or some recreation is engaged in 
until supper, which ‘occurs at six o’clock in winter and seven 
o'clock in summer, then play until early ‘candle lighting, when. 
the evening study is resumed: af half past eight the small pupils, and 
at nine all the others, retire to bed. Each pupil when well, is 
required to work some both morning and evening of every day 
except-on Saturdays and Sabbaths. This p-omotes health, devel- 
opes the physical, and is a source of saving and economy. 

The young ladies assist in the domestic work of the.family, such 
as making up their beds—sweeping their r-oms and the halls, 
washing and drying the dishes and re-setting the tables. &c. They 
are also instructed in sewing and knitting and cutting out garments. 

The boys saw all the wood needed, and do álmost all the work 
in the garden and on the farm, and atte d to feeding and water- 
ing the stock. Habits of industry are here thus formed and our 
pupils are prepered for the duties of life. ‘The farm has yielded 
each yeara large amount of vegetables and grain. i 

This year the grounds have yielded some two hundred dozen of 
oats, four hundred bushels of corn. near two hundred bushels of 
sweet potaotes, two thousand bundles of fodder, and two stacks of 
hay, and besides these the garden has yielded a large supply of 
vegetables. a 

Such results as these bear ample testimony to the wisdom of 
your exchange of the property in the city, for this in the country. 
There you were crowded in one small lot. Here we have seventy 
acres of land, of. which forty-five or fifty are in cultivation or 
pasturage, and the remainder, being mostly timbered, affords 
shady play-grounds and grassy lawns, where the pupils'may re- 
create, and enjoy the benefits of pure invigorating country air; 
and heretoo the boys are. away from the ever present temptations | 
and allurements of a city. 

During the past session we have received from, Wales in 
in England, fifty large school slates, two and a half feet in width, 
and four feet in length. ‘These are admirably adapted to the 
peculiar mode of instruction necessary for deaf mutes. They 
have already proven to be of great advantage in the advancement 
of our pupils. "There are still needed for our school rooms some . 
geographical and astronomical globes and maps. R ' 

In one of my quarterly reports, made soon after my arrival here, 
your attention was called to the necessity of making a few much ` 
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needed improvements... Among. which were, the -erection “of 
lightenirz rods to:the.. buildings—the building of a fire-proof 
house for ashes, a cow house and well picketed poultry yard, but 
you were prevented from carrying out these- suggestions by the 
pressure of hard times. 

Frequent’ inguiries‘are made, and much curiosity manifested by 
persons, to know how we teach deaf mutes. «1 would like to devote 
a few p: pages! "Berg to this Subject bút i my” limits for this" report pre: 
vent me from doing sd. “I will, however gay this‘intich, "ee ïn- 
struct our.pupils by the use of a sign anguage, natural to all deaf 
mutes, and universally understood by them.' Speaking. and hear, 
ing persons, first learned it’ from deaf mates, then i im roved' upon 
it, systematised itand added to it, from, time to time. ` Tris very 
desirable that parents should develop this" sign language, as much 
as pcssible, in théir deaf mate children, before they come tQ school, 
but after, having been to' school it is hy: far the best, for: them to 
converse with them by writing, 

The, Institution is supportéd by the State. and is ee to all deaf 
mutes in ihe State between the ages of niné and twenty-five.

. poses. Under the false pretence of extending the rights of freemen 
„tọ the black slave, a powe:ful northern party has "been active in 
laying schemes and making. enactments which, if carried out, 
could-only end in. the complete vassallage of the whole’ southern 

.population for the ággrandizement ofthe cómer &c. To prepare 
_the enlightened gevernments of Europe to conñive at the contem- 
| plated subjugation of the. southern States, the „leaders of. this horth- 
"ern party have for years through their press, their pulpit and through 
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the common halls of legislation, systematically traduced the cha» 
racter of the southern people. They have been by their treaeli- 
erous northern brethren held up to the world’ as no better than 
Mahom nedan Turks or the Hindoos ot British India. 

The people of the commeérzial. and manulacturing States of the 
north have permitted their ust after political power and love of

. Those who had been promised an easy conquest and comfortable 


homes in the South, and were driven-back by Southern steel with 
a fair prospect of cold graves, if they ever returned. would search 
in the North for that plunder they found so difficult to obtain in the 
South.

. Tact that a sufficiency cannot be, had from any other sources than 


the-Confederate States, we see at once the vast importance of con- 
trolling this great citidel of power. Its possession and control at 
this time is of greater importance than that of a dozen cities. The 
Northern government, being well aware of its importance, will 
leave nothing undone, within their power, to possess and control 
as much of ít as possible. Ifthe Congress does nothing to pre- 
vent cotton from. being thrown into market, the wide margin be. 
tween the price in Liverpool and New York, and that for which 
it may be purchased under a high money pressure within the Con. 
federate States, will lead parties into extensive speculations in the 
article and attempts to run the blockade. 'The result will be low 
prices to the planter and frequent captures by the enemy, which, 
in the end, will much reduce the ability of the people of the cotton

The financial embarrassments which will arise from the block. `

To do so with entire safety to 
the credit of the Government, a cash subscription to the loan from 
the provision growers and manufacturers is very desirable :—these 
two classes of our people, so far from being damaged in a pecu- 
niary point of view by the war, have been greatly benefitted, amd 
are now in a conditiofi to furnish sufficient funds to pay the inter. 
est on the Confederate State loan punctually, which would'keep 
up the credit of the Government paper in Treasury Notes, as well 
as in bonds, notwithstanding a sufficient amount. (with the aid 
which banks and private capital could give in advances) to ena. 
ble the people to hold up the entire cotton crop without failure to. 
pay taxes, or serious embarrassments in their business. 

There is the eame necessity at this time for placing the cuttor 
erop under the control of ihe Confederate Government, in order 
to have it most effectually protected, and yet wielded against the 
enemy, that there is for placing the troops under that Government.

From a review of the whole subject, yonr committee are de- 
cidedly in favor of Congress placing the cotton crop under the 
control of the Confederate States Government for war purposes, 
To do so without injustice in the cotton States, the terms of sub. 
scriptions of cotton to the Confederate States loan should be mod- 
ified to suit the changed condition of the country. Dy re-opening 
the subscription lists under a proper modification of the terms, 
more cotton would be subscribed. A moderate payment in Trea- 
sury Notes upon the cotton subscribed and ready for delivery to 
those who were under the necessity of using a portion of their 
Government funds while the cotton was held up for war purposes, 
would relieve the people to n great extent, and enable them to 
pay their taxes. As this’ course involves no constitutional power 
on the part ot Congress, and in its practical operation would not 
depreciate the "Treasury Notes, because the sale of the cotton 
wpuld furnish means for their  rédemptiori, and for the further 
reason that in consequence of the rapid curtailment of bank ace 
‘commodations and circulation there is now in the cotton States, a 
deficiency of currency which cannot be filled by any better paper 
than. Confederate State Treasury Notes. 
Your committee therefore recommend the Legislature to memo. - 
* rialize C Ca to adopt this policy as of first importance in mak. 
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ing the cotton crop under the blockade available to a great extent 
both to the government and people. 

In addition to which, in order to bring out the dormant capital ' 
and hoarded wealth now idle in the State, so that it may be instru. 
mental in rendering the cotton crop to some extent available to 
the people "under the blockade, or any future embargo, let asso- 
ciated companies of capitalists be incorporated with banking priv- 
ileges under such proper guards, restrictions, limitations and: 
forfeitures, as would secure them against failure and render them 
useful to the country in tha great contest for independence. ‘Toa 
properly limited extent the credit of the State may be brought 
into requisition. By proper and timely action on the part of 
C. ngress, and the different State Legislatures, the financial dis. 

_asters which would be brought upon the country by the blocking 
up of three hundred millions worth of exportable produce, may be 
averted, the credit of the Confederate States, that of the State 
“and individuals upheld, and the ruin which the Northern Govern. 
ment longs to see brought upon our people be turned with doubly 
diastrous effects upon the ‘commercial and manufacturing States 
of the North.

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UPON THE VARIOUS MEANS OF UPHOLDING GOVERNMENT AND 


EXTENDING RELIER TO THE PEOPLE DURING THE EXISTENCE 
OF THE BLOCKADE. > 
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Resolved, by the House of Representatives of the Legislature 
of the State of Mississippi, That a Select, Committee of five 
be appointed to take into consideration the cash means and 
various modes of credit which may be brought to the aid of 
government and relief of the people during the war and the 
existance of the blockade. . l 
The committee, to whom was referred the foregoing resolntion, 

have given the subject that careful consideration which its great | 

interest demands, and unanimously beg leave to make the fol. | 
lowing report : | 

There are means, arising from two main sources on which we 
may rely, to carry on the great contest for the rights of property, 
liberty and self government to our people within the Confederate 

States. One is the annual surplus prductions of the country and 

the other the various credits which may be made available. The 

first, amounting to two hundred and fifty to three hundred millions 
of dollars in value, is now virtually locked up by the blockade, 
which creates a necessity for relying upon the second for the 
time being to an unusual extent. No civilized people can carry 
on war on an extensive scale, long, without using credit of some 
kind, in one shape or another. We have individual credit —that 
of organized companies, State and Confederate States credit— 
each one of which has its natural limits, and if shoved beyonp 
certain boundaries, is liable to break down and become unavail- 
able. Every one sées at once, the great advantage in organizing 
the individnal soldiers into companies, regiments and brigades, 
under strict laws and skilful commanders. As money is properly 
termed the “sinnews of war,” a proper organization of the capi- 
talists of the country into companies, and them, in some instances 
into grand divisions; or a combination of companies, under judi 
cions laws and skillful directors, would at this time be much more 
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efficient in extricating the people from the financial difficulties, 
arising from the wan ane the bhockadps than the same capital 
scattered ovev the countr , sunk in ‘holes and locked up in the 
strong box, too timid to show its head. — ' !

The Northern financial army was outflanked by the Southern 
direct trade wing on the other side of the water and defeated in 
the last winter and spring campaign which defeat resulted in 
forcing down United $: ates Stocks to 82 cts. in the dollar. The 
Generals, knowing another great financial defeat must end in 
bankrupting their Government, and render any further attempt of 
the North to subjugate the South futile, are with the full: co-oper- 
ation of their Governments (State and Federal) about to énter & 
death struggle. Should our private capitalist, our bankers and 
bauks, the State Legislatures and the Congress and Confederate 
Government supinely fold their arms and permit the enemy to 
gain a great victory in the approaching financial contest, it will be 
more disastrous to the cause of Southern independence than 
was the battle of Caunae to the cause of the Ramans, and the 
enemy will gather bushels of gold rings (rom the slain of the 
Southern financiai soldiers. 

For the purpusé of making something near a correct estimate of 
the financial forces, which may be arrayed upon each side in this 
all imposant campaign, in addition to the facts stated with, regard 
'to the annual production of the opposing pafties, we have compil- 
ed, from official bank reports made up to the first of Jahuary 1860, 
a tablefrom which the following faets in relation to the banks of 
the country will appear. On the first of Jdnuary, 1860, the.com- 
mercial and manufacturing States of the North, consisting of the 
six New England States, the States of New York, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey, had wi*hin their limits 946 banks, with specie in 
in their vaults amounting to $40,338,881 00 The North Wes- 
tern States had within their limits 268 banks, with 4,343,525 00. 
The Southern States, exclusive of Maryland, and Delaware, had 
"within their limits 138 banks, with specie in their vaults amount: 
ing to $35,923,787 00. | à 

Considering the large amount received for cotton the past season, . 
the regular farm and piantation labor within the Confederate 
States, coritrásted with the many failures on,the part of Northern 
Merchants, the suspension of operations by their manufacturing 
establishments and the thousands of their people thrown out of em- 
ployment, we bazzard nothing in the assertion that a regular bal- 
ance sheet, struck at this time between the contending parties, 
would shew the largest sum of real money within the limits of the 
Southern Confederacy. We many, therefore, safely say, upon 
Northern calculations of success with regard to men and money, 
that up to this time the Southern shepherd boy, David, has no 
reason to quake before the Northern Goliah. 

Un-er the blessings of the Great Ruler of the Uuiverse, provi- 
ded all classes of our people promptly do their duty, under skillful 
direction, with willing hearts and strong arms, & great Victory in. 
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financial operations as wellas upon the battle field awaits them. 
How can and how shall this triumph be obtained? Not by an 
issue of a few millions Mississippi ‘Treasury notes alone. Not by 
creating a few well restricted banks alone. Not by the appropria- 
tion of a few hundred thousand dollars for coast defence alone. Nor 
"by the assistance of the banks already in existence, alone. Nor 
- by the advance of Treasury notes, on the part of Congress, to those 
who make subscriptions of cotton to the Confederate State loan.—- 
: But by bringing all these to bear, as far as the dictates of prudence 
willjussify, and by prompt measures on the part of all the seacoast 
States, in co-operation with the common Government, in getting 
up a sufficient number of gun-boats and war vessels to break up 
the blockadc. 

. Our arms, up to this time, have been successful on the land 
line. ‘The breaking up of the blockade on the water line would 
fully convince the enlightened governments of Europe, that all 
attempts of conquest and subjugation on the part of the Northern 


Government, must prove futile. The independence of the Con.. 


federate Statés would be acknowledged by leading European 
powers. Treaties of commerce would be entered into with Spain, 
France, Great Britain, and other nations. A Direct Trade would 
be established with other countries,  luternational law weuld be 
. Strictly enforced upon the high seas. Our large amount of sur. 
| plus productions would find a regular market abroad. Purchases 
; of all manufactured articles could be made upon better terms in 
. Europe than in;the Northern States, and the Confederacy would 
- be placed in a condition to carry omg the war for an indefinite 
' time. ; 
_ It is well known that the available cashmoney-power of the 
North to carry on this war lies with the commercial and manu- 
factuting States, and that the main source of the greater portion 
of this power was in the Southern trade. "The.sudden stoppage 
of this trade last Spring, between the two sections, cut off the 
annual supply to the commercial power, and confines its ability 
from that source to past accumulations. A complete cutting off 
of the cotton supplies, at this time, would wind up for the present 
‘a large majority of their manufacturing establishments, and thus 
put an. end to their ability to furnish the sinews of war, further 
than to the amount of their past gains.

To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 
The Trustees of the Institution tor the Blind, herewith submit 
to your honorahle body their biennial report, as follows : 
At the date of the last report, there  Rppears to have been on

In the absence of the President of the Board of ‘Trustees, Dr. 
M. W. Boyd, now Surgeon to one of the Regiments on duty dt 
Pensacola, and under whose special care the detail of the Institu- 
tion has been heretofore, the undersigned are unable to enter as 
fully as might be desired, into the particulars of the transactions 
of the past two years. 

The general studies of the pupils continue about as heretofore 
—the only change being i in their respective improvement of each. 
individual. In music the advancement has been most marked. 
Prof. Busch has conducted this branch of instruction with emi- 
nent ability and success, and arrangements have been made to 
secure his services for the ensuing year. There are many of the 
pupils who, being gifted with peculiar musical talent, find in this 
art a great blessing and comfort—to all it is a source of amuse, . 
ment and oceupation. 

There have been two deaths in the Institgtion since the date 
of the last report, for particulars of which reference is made to 
the accompanying report of the Superintendent. 
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The undersigned, shortly after entering upon their immediate 
duties, fully determined upon a re-organization of the Institution, 
and, in anticipation of the political and financial crisis through 
which our country is-now passing, took measures to reduce the 
expenditures. and, in every respect, to place the Institution upon 
the most economical footing possible. 

With this view, the School in J uly last, the usual commence- 
ment of the annual vacation—was closed indefinitely; some five. 
or six only of the scholars being retained, who, being houseless 
and friendless have, through the wise and human q bounty of the 
Legislature, here continued to find | a pleasant and comfortable 
home. 

The Rev. P. Lane, under whose se efficient management, and 
superintendence the Institution lias reached its present state of 
prosperity and usefulness, having from ill-health and a desire to 

enter upon another avocation, tendered his resignation, and the 
same having been accepted by the Board, the entire expenses, 
during the last few months, have been oily such as were neces. 
sary for the household and the salary of the matron and dne ser- 
vant. Under this arrangement the greater part of the detail and 
necessary supervision of the establishment devolved upon the 
‘Trustees, and they have not hesitated to give their time and per- 
sonal attention to advancing the interests and securing the per- 
manency of so good and benevolent an Institution as that for the 
Blind of our State. 

- The usual period of the season having arrived for the re-open- 
ing of the School, the Trustees, after receiving many applications 
from the pupils and their friends, have concluded again to throw 
wide‘ onen the doors of this Asylum to this class of the afflicted 
of our race. ‘To effect this, applications were publicly invited for 
the office of Superintendent, and a gentleman has been tempo- 
rarily engaged, who, it is believed, possesses peculiar qualifica. 
tions for that important and responsible post; and the 'l'rustees 
expect the pupils to re-assemble, and the Institution to re- -open, on 
or before the 1st day of December next. : 

nder this new arrangement the- Trustees hope to effect many 
improvements in the Educational, and also in the Physical devel.. 
opment of the pupils. “There are many ways in which the scho- 
lars could be employed, tending to improve their physique-—the 
manufacture of-brooms, now becoming an important article for 
home use, and the cultivation and oriamenting of the gronnds ot 
the Institution, all pursuits to which they can readily adapt them.

'The assessments of property for 1861 have been returned only 
from nine counties, vìz: Tishomingo, Lowndes, Issaquena, Clark, 
Amite, Marion, Franklin, Holmes and Oktibbeha, exhibiting the 
gratifying fact that the assessments in those counties show an 
increase in the Slate tax over former assessments of $4,669 00. 
Taking these counties as data, I suppose the present.assessment 
will at least equal the last, in which event, the present rate of 
taxation is ample to meet the ordinary demands upon the Treasu- 
ry for the next year. 

If an increase of taxation is deeméd necessary by reason of 
any extraordinary appropriation your honorable body may be 
called upon to make, I refer you to the Assessment of property as 
made and reported by my predecessor as the data by which you 
may be governed in levying the tax. As before stated, the assess- 
ments for the present fiscal year have not been received at this 
office, except from the counties named.

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To the Honorable Board of "Trustees 
E Of the University of Mississippi : 

The undersigned, late Chancellor of the University, charge: 
by the Board with the duty of collecting information regardin; 
existing systems of Military education in the Confederate States 
begs leave respectfully to submit the following report : 

It will be remembered that, at the- meeting of your Honorabi 
body held at the period of the regular annual commencement i 
June last, the undersigned took occasion, in his annual report, t 
allude to the evidences then apparent of the existences of a feelin 
among the people of the State, favorable to the introt. ction of thi 
Military system of instruction and discipline'into the University 
No action was taken upon the subject by the Board, but member 
of the body expressed, informally, their desire for further informa 
tion regarding it; and, not long afterwarcs, the Legislature d 
the Státe passed a resolution recommending the matter to tht 
. careful attention of this body. E 

"These ciftumstances combined to induce the undersigned ti 
commence the Jabor of informing himself in regard to the essen 
tial features of the system of Military education, as it exists in con 
temporary military schools within the limits of the Confederacy 
with a view ot being able to respond intelligently to the inquirie 
which he naturally presumed might be addressed to him by you 
Honorable body, on their re-assembling*in adjourned session 1 
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October. To this end, be made it convenient to visit Tuscaloosa 
during the final week of the session of the University of Alabama 
(into which institution the Military system has been successfully 
introduced within the past two years,) and there to make a per- 
sonal' inspection of the operation of the plan of discipline, of the 
arrangement of quarters, and of the mode of managemeht of the 
fiscal concerns of the University,—in all which particulars the 
regulations of military institations differ totally from those of ordi- 
. nary colleges; and in which, accordingly, in the institution vis- 

ited, there bas been a complete'and sweeping revolution since the 
time when the undersigned was officially connected with it. 
From the Superintendent and Commandant of cadets in that insti- 
tution, the undersigned received every facility for informing him- 
self in regard to the matters toward which his inquiries were 
directed ; and he obtained from them the promise to furnish- him 
with such documents as might be necessary to convey to a legisla- 
tive body like this, Board distinct notions of the exact measures 
required, in order most promptly and successfully to'-engraft the 
system upon any other educational institution. Unfortunately— 
owing mainly, as it has since, appeared, to delays in printing— 
these documents were not received in time to be thoroughly ex- 
amined during the session of the Board; nor did the possession 
of them alone suffice to furnish all the information desired. It 
seemed, therefore, to your Honorable body, Gspediont ‘to direct 
further inquiry to be made; and the authority to carry out this de- 
termination was conferred on the undersigned in the following 
resolution : 

* Resolved, That Rev. F. A. P. Barnard, or some other suita- 
ble person, be appointed to report tothe Board, at their next meet- 
ing, a plan, including the necessary buildings, rooms, etc., and 
course of instruction, for a military school to be added to the 
University.” 


‘The only instructions given to the undersigned, were the gen: 
eral ones conveyed in thig resolution. The views presented in 
this report were accordingly formed, and its conclusions were 
reached without a knowledge of the fact that an outline of (he 
plan of future organization for the University had been sketched 
by a committee of your own body, and referred for consideration 
to the meeting in November. LY any differences, therefore, should 
be found to exist between the projects thus separately originated, 
they are not the result of any intentfonal antagonism. 

Preliminary to presenting the results of the inquiries made by 
the undersigned in accordance with the foregoing instructions, it 
may be proper to observe, that, among the educational institutions 
which assume to be more or less military in their. character, there 
are at least three classes distinctly separable, differing from each 
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other in the degree to which the military feature enters into their 
system of opérations. In the first, thé manual exercise of the.sol. 
diei" in the use’ of árms, and the field tactics of infantry, are taught 
“by miéans ofà daily “drill; but-the regimen and discipline of ordi. 
‘nary academic institutions remain unaltered. -:’"Vo-this:extent any 
college miay'Become military, without -any ` necessary alteration in 
the general pam 9f its” operations, in the strueture or-furniture of 
its buildings, ‘or in ‘the organization of its academic staff y without, 
therefore; any: necessary ‘expenditure, either original.or.perma- 
"Hently contiiined; beyotid that to which it had been qubjected be- 
fore. It is" pt gen necessary, in an institutton which aime at no 
more than tbi9,that it siduld embrace in its academic staff a single 
man ef Jeer educátion. ^ Any civilian professor may become, 
with a few wecks” practice in a cump of instiuction or in 2..mili- 
tary scho: a drsil.muster com stent to all the exigencies of this 
“sión e servicó—and accordingiv we ciervo, at. this very time, 
‘that a large proportier of those colleges which.in spite.of the re. 
duction-of their nunibers, still continue thain operations, announce 
“tliat ‘military: fnstru¢tien has been made a part of their system. 

In the secónd class of institutions of which we are speaking, the 
orlinary ceurse-of academic énsiruction in colleges continuesrto be 
undisturbed'z-but the-ordin ry systeni of academic.government 
“and discipline is entirely diseirded; and in its place is substi- 
‘tuted fhe"&ode^of gailitary law provided for the:government of the 
“army. Th these-ffistitutions, the student is constrained.to ;canform 
himself in all particulars, to the rigorous rules which govern the 
=garrison "or tho camóp;-the uhbending exactions -of a «military 
police follow him through all the details of daily occupation and 
duty; and the unslumbering eye of military vigilance is on him 
-even invthe retirement of his private. quart rs.’ "The. comprehen- 

sive Zo dicompromising principle. of abso. ute control reaches 
: ánd-noditiés every babit of his life; and. moulés him to-that, seyer- 
"ët ef method, ` and. that mechanical exactsesn im the discharge of 
duty, which characterize, the actual soldier. Between, institutions 
of the two classes which have just been distinguished, the differ- 
"-érice ‘is evidently. very wide; and in regard to, the. extent to ayhich 
“the éducation’ they impart may with peopriety be called military, 
«ti no léss so. Into the óne.the military element.enters 30 suppr- 
ficially;as to cohstituté little more than an external.show j.into the 
other it penetratag so déeply, as to give characterto the.wholesand 
“to effect it vitally in évery part, Student life in the.one.no;more 
--Fesembles that in the other, than’ the idle: pageantries: ofa holiday . 
“parade ‘resemble'the severe tealities.of actual service. .. ..... . 

Institutions ia whieh this’ thorough training: of youth to. all the 
“personal Habits-esséntial tothe efficient professional soldier is at: 
` teihpted, require to húve.among their. instructors and, ‘governors 
menw'wlio hüve-themselves been educated: to. the military. . life. 
_Civiliait-Professors noed--not, on SH Wee be ` excluded: from 
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their academic staff; butit cannotbe expected of such, that they 
will be able to carry out and enforce a regimen uncongenial to the 
habits in which they have themselves been trained; though to 
military men it is one which has become so familiar as to he easy 
and natura), mma. l 

The third of the three classes of military institutions which have 
been above defined, embraces those in which not only the govern- 
ment but also the course of instruction is determined in reference 
to the exactions of a purely military education. ; 

From these, the study of the ancient classics and of English 
Belles Lettres is to a great degree excluded—the space occupied 
Ly these subjects in the ordinary collegiate. course being filled 
with the severer mathemafics and physics, industrial and topo- 
graphical drawing, military.and civil engineering, artillery and 
ordnance studies, the science of gunnery, pyrotechny, strategy, 
ete., etc, —all which deseriptlons of knowledge, though not essen- 
tial to the soldier in the ranks, or to officers of inferior gradés, are, 
indispensable to those upon whom devolve the responsibilities of 
higher command, or the direction of the operations of actual 
warfare. . 

If we weuld distinguish from each other, in the briefest manner, 
the three classes of institutions of which mention has been made, 
confining ourselves to the most prominent military characteristic 
of each, we should say that they, are institutions for training in 
military tactics, training in military regimen, and training in mili- 
tary science. 

Few persons probably could be found, who would advocate the 
transformation of all our bigher educational institutions into 
schools of this third class. While it is of the last importance to 
the public safety that there should be men, and a sufficient num 
ber of men, most thoroughly educated in the highest military sci- 
ence, yet it by no means follows that the public would be the 
gainer, were*all our youth to be educated iri the same way. The 
mere statement of the case is sufficient to show, that the greater 
part of the cost of such edugation, for any practical application of 
its results on the public service, would be thrown away. It is 
only the comparatively few, who, as engineers, or artillerists, or 
generals, are required; or who find the opportunity, to applv in 
practice the more difficult or abstruse principles of military sci- 
ence. In modern times, it has been the usage of all, or at least 
of most, civiliged nations, to provide, by special schools, for the 
public exigency in this particular; but nowhere, and among no 
people, has it been proposed to make all schools, or even many 
schools, military, in this peculiar and highest sense. If among our 
own people, at present, there is a prevalent feeling in favor of the 
infusion into our higher schools of learning of the ‘milifary ele- 
ment, this feeling cannot be justly interpreted into a choice that 
all thése schools shall become purely military, 
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The undersigned feels warranted, therefore, in cotning to the 
tonclusion, that it cannot be any part of the design or anticipation 
of the Board of Trustees of the University of Mississippi, or of the. 
Legislature in recommending this subject to their attention. that 
this institution should in any event be transformed into a school 
so purely military as the Military Institute at Lexington in Vir- 
ginia; or the Citadel Academy at Charleston in South Carolina. 
So far as the mental culture of the youth here educated is con. 
cerned, it cannot be doubted that it will continue to be esteemed 
hereafter, as it has been hitherto, the wisest aim, to endeavor to 
produce scholars proficient in elegant learning to adorn our liter. 
ary annals, or men of science to prosecute investigation in all the 
varied fields which nature presents, rather than to constrain all 
minds to run in a single channel; and thus, by a species of unnec- 
essary and artificial fetter, to check the progress of general intel. 
lectual advancement among us Whatever change, therefore, 
may be introdüced into the plan of operation. of the University of 
Mississippi, it isto be presumed that it will consist in the adoption 
of the distinctive characteristic of one or the other of the two 
classes of military, or quasi military, institutions first named. 

In regard to the plan of the first of these classes, in which it is 
proposed to teach Tactics, and usually Infantry Tactics only, 
without adopting the military regimen, the conclusions to which 
the inquiries and the reflection gt the undersigned have led him, 
are decidedly unfavorable. ‘The plan has one rather seductive 
feature of recommendation—it may be adopted and put in opera- 
tion in little time, witn little trouble, and at little expense> It 
has also another, which is hardly less so :—when adopted, it pre- 
sents to the superficial observer or to the casual visitor, so much 
that externally resembles a more thorough-going system, that it 
contents, at least for the moment, the popular demand for change. 
The principal objection to it is, that it is not what it seems, nor 
what it is commonly taken to be. It imparts, in nd proper sense 
of the word, a military education. It does not make soldiers. 
instruction in a simple system of mechanical movements can with 
no sort of propriety be called education. Education is something 
which reaches and modifies the nature—draws forth and gives 
bent to the capacities mental or physical, and leaves its perma- 
nent impress on the habits. Place youth under military govern: 
ment, and they become educated to military life and military rule. 
We do not say (hat they become instructed in those tgings. There 
is no propriety in such language. They are educated. "Their 
modes ot thinking, their views of subordination, their notions of 
duty, are all tinctured with the spirit of the system under which 
they have grown up. These things have become so inwrought 
into their moral natures, that they can no more be divested -of 
them. And in their personal and daily habits of life, they have 
become so completely trained to system, that order and method 
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are to them as easy and natural, as if such instincts had been 
implanted in them at their birth. Thus, while the mental culture 
is going forward, which may fit them for positions of command 
aud responsibility in coming life, a silent and simultaneous mould- 
ing of their moral and physical nagures is proceeding parallel 
with it, which makes them capable at length, when duty requires, 
of subsiding into purely animated machines, obeying with me- 
chanical exactness the voice of authority. É 

That such a military education is of value, and may be of value 
to youth of all classes, can hardly be denied. It can never, like 
much of the education to the higher military science already 
spoken of, be lost to its subjects, or to the world in which they 
live,'even on supposition that, after leaving the schools, they be- 
come absorbed in the occupations of civil life, and are never called 
upon to bear arms in their country's defense, still the' habits of 
order and method in the transaction of business which they have 
learned as part of their military training, will contribute much to 
their usefulness as citizens; while the lessons of self-dependence, 
'and the power and the willingness to use their own hands, which 
are inculcated in the discipline of the school.barracks, will add 
greatly to their ability, under all vicissitudes, to secure their own 
comfort and happiness. Should the occasion arise, however, for 
the specific display of the soldierly, qualities which their education 
has furnished them, in consequence of the outbreaking of war, 
the great advautagé which they will possess over volunteers 
whose early training has been different, will become strikingly 
manifest. 'They will enter the field soldiers ready made, and 
adapt themselves to the usages of military life without an effort. 
And it is a consideration of no small importance that the regular 
aud methodical habits which their early education has taught 
them to be an essential part of the discipline of the camp, will 
constitute a protection against disease of the most efficacious ` 
kind. It is notorious that, as a general rule, armies of volunteers, 
during their first campaign, suffer far more from the ravages of 
sickness than from the casualties of the battle-field. The sanitary 
statistics of regular armies exhibit results widely different; and 
the difference can only be rationally explained by considering the 
dissimilarity of personal habits between these different classes of 
troops. Could we suppose a volunteer army to be made up en- 
tirely of men who had been thoroughly educated in military 
schuols, we might reasonably look for a mortality from natural 
disease among them, hardly greater, even from the beginning, 
than is observed to occur in the regular service. But though a 
volunteer army composed wholly of such material is'a thing that 
can never be looked for, yet it is obvious that any body of citizen 
soldiery, called suddenly into active service, may be greatly bene- 
fitted hy the presence in itand the influence over it of even a scat- 
tered lew of the well educated graduates of our military schools 
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And thus it appears that a military education which is substantial 
and real to the extent of imbuing its subject with the spirit of mili. 
tary subordination, accustoming them to military discipline, and 
moulding their habits to a soldier-like method and exactness, 
though it may stop short of that elevated order of military science 
which is necessary to the exgineer, the ordnance officer, or the 
commander of armies, will still be of eminent value to those who 
receive it, whatever may be the situation which they may after 
wards fill in life. 

Such an education is, however, not given by the institutions 
which confine themselves to instruction in tactics merely, dévoting 
an hour or two daily to drill in marching, maheuvering and the 
manual exercise. It is an objection, (herel: ore, to the plan which 
those institutions pursue, that it holds out a promise to the public 
which is not fulfilled. And accordingly it can hardly fail to hap.’ 
pen, that if any of the patronage which such an institution re- 
ceives, is drawn to it in the hope of the benefit which a genuine 
military education can confer, it wiil presently be lost again so 
soon as it is discovered tbat this hope is unfounded. 

That a discrimination l.ke this is actually made by the public 
will very manifestly appear, if we compare any two existing in- 
stitutions chosen severall; from the first and the second of the 
classes into which we have distinguished the military schools ci 
our country. Most of cur colleges hitherto purely civilian have 

_assumed for the present the character of military schools of the 
first class, so that we may take any one of these as an illustration 
of the popular favor which such schools are capable of securing. 
Hardly one of them, it is believed, can want, at the presen! time, 
a tithe of the numbers it was able.to draw together without any 
aid from the attractive military feature, a year ago. A very few 
other institutions, however, have gone so far as to make the pro- 
mised military education a reality; and the silent verdict of (he: 
public in favor ofthe superiority of the system which they have 
adopted, appears in their unreduced, or their actually extended 
ranks. The University of Alabama furnishes a remarkable ex- 
ample of this kind. Two years ago, the roll ofits students did 
not combine more than seventy or eighty names. ' One year ago— 
a thorough system of military regimer having been in the mean- 
time introduced—it had grown to about one hundred and twenty. 
At the prescut time, when all the colleges and schools in that and 
the neighboring States beside, have füllen away—some of them 
almost or quite to exti-c'ion—that institution exhibits for the first 
time a total greater thau has appeared on its catalogue for twenty 
years—the number of its students now exceeding one hundred 
and fifty. 

It is evident, then, that the public soon learn to understand the 
promise held out by institutions of the first class to be illusive : 
and that the military semblance which they assume soon ceasos 
o attract, 
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But if this is the effoct upon the puble who observe it from 
without, there is another produeed upon those within whose task 
it is to maintain the semblance, which is not mach more satisfac- 
tory. Both students and instructors are conscious that it is but a 
semblance which they maintain after all; and it very shortly 
ceases 10 interest. While it is a novelty, the daily drill is entered 
into with spirit; but When the povelty has passed by, it becomes 
a disagreeable and irksome : uty. The temptation to the student 
is great, to escape from this constantiy recurring and monotonous 
task, by withdrawing irem the institution and seeking some ether 
where similar usages do not exist: usd against such proceedings 
there is no such obstacle, às in the schools where military law 
prevails, and where discharge is grante:| n»: on the mere applica. 
tion of the student, but at the option + f the authorities 

Considerations of this kind buve led tue undersigned to the con- 
clusion, therefore, that the institutions placed, in tiese dismissions, 
in the first class of military schools, derive no important advantage 
from the military element iu their constitution; and that they may 
possibly, sometimes, be injuriously affected by it. Accordingly, 
ifthe University, of Mississippi is to be hereafter ranked among 
military schools, it seems to be greatly desirable that it should 
adopt a thoroughly military system of government. And such 
may fairly be presumed to be the sense of your Honorable bcdy, 
since anything less than such an expectation would have rendered 
the inquiry which the undersigned has been commissioned to 
make an unnecessary labor ; for, as hus been already observed 
above, in añ institution which proposes to be military only, to the” 
extent of instructing in infantry tactics, there is uo need of any 
modification in the system of academic police, or the p'an ot fiscal 
management, or the structure or furniture of quarters or even in 
the personel of the academic staff. Hence, those of our colleges 
which, at an hour’s notice, have announced themselves prepared 
to commence operations, ou a military plan, have contented them- 
selves to do so without the elaborate examination of- the subjegt 
which it has seemed fitting to your Honorable body to make, be. 
fore taking any decisive action. 

It will be observed that, thus far, our comparison of the two 
classes -of military institutions which we have been considering. 
has been confined to an estimate of their relative merits in a point 
of view purely educational. The aim has been to discover what 
should be the legitimate effect of their differing plans of opera. 
tion, in forming the character and detetmining the :uling habits 
of thought and action of the student, and thas giving color to his 
whole future life. It seems fitting that if a choice 1, to be made 
between them, it should be made in view of these fundamental 
and most radically important considerations ; for certainly no con- 
siderations of immediate convenience or momentary advantage 
qught to be permitted to outweigh such as seriously affect the 
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great original purpose and main object of the institution itself. 
There can be no doubt, however, that the military regimen has 
been introduced into some of our colleges, for a reason quite 
apart from its educational merits ; yet one which possesses an im- 
portance sufficient to entitle it to a moments attention. The most 
serious evils which embarrass the management of our higher ed. 
ucational institutions, which shake the public confidence in them 
as schools of moral training, and tend thus, without doubt, meas- 
urably to limit their usefulness, are evils which grow out of the 
thoughtlessness and frivolity of youth, constantly outbursting in 
ebullitions of frolic and mischief, and resulting occasionally in 
grave disturbances or total interruptions of the peace and good 
order of the academic community. In some institutions these 
evils, in their most vexatious form, have been so persistent and so 
annoying;! as quite to discourage the ordinary academic authori- 
ties, whose utmost efforts for their suppression they have success- 
fully defied and baffled. It is not, therefore, to be wondered at, * 
if, in an institution so afflicted, the military rule has been called 
iu, not so much with reference to its educational value. as for its 
admitted competency 1o deal with disorders of this description, 
however deeply seated and however chronic. " 

The efficiency of the military in the preservation cf order, 
springs in great measure from its preventive character. It op- 
poses itself to the very beginnings of disorder, and takes away, to 
a great extent, the opportunity to offend, This important en1 is 
securéd, in part, by the perpetual surveillance which it keeps up 
over the entire academic community ; and in part by the round of 
duties with which it occupies much of the time, that, in ordinary 
colleges, is too often abandoned to that. idleness which is rarely 
the parent of good. But to some extent the secret of the restrain- 
ing power of the military regimen is to be sought in its manner 
of dealing with offenses actually committed. ‘I hese, when se- ` 
rious, are tried, as in the army, by courts-martial (cadet officers 
as well as officers of the staff sitting as members óf the court) 
and the testimony of witnesses to the facts is taken on oath. The 
military regimen repudiates totally the principle, so long tacitly 
admitted, in colleges as to have passed into common law, “hat no 
student shall give testimony against another. ‘The principle is an 
absurd one, anywhere : since it confounds and makes equally’ 
odious, testimony given jn open court, on the demand of the legal 
authorities sifting in the capacity of triers of an alleged offense, 
with information volunteered unasked for, and given in secret. It 
is hardly necessary to say that much of the reckless daring with 
which infractions of the public peace are perpetrated, in our ordi 
nary collegiate institutions, is a consequence of the security 
against conviction, which the recognition of this p'inciple affords. 
It military law did nothing but simply to strike down the shield, 
which has thus so often effectually screened ‘offenders, even when 
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they were publicly known, its adoption would impose a more pow: 
erful restraint upon the spirit of disorder, than all the legislative 
provisions of all the collegiate codes existing are at present able 
to afford. i 

If it were proposed to the University of Mississippi to subject 
itself to the considerable. expense which must attend the adoption 
of the system of military rule, for no other-reason but that which 
is to be found in the considerations just presented; the question 
might fairly be raised whether, for us, the object propósed would 
justify the outlay. Had this institution heen subject to the con. 
tinual internal agitations which bave disquieted others, had its 
history been marked by constantly recurring conflicts or by any 
conflicts at all between the governors and the governed, had the 
course of study here been seriously interrupted, or the public con- 
fidence in the University as a school of learning or of morals been 
impaired by causes such as have elsewhere produced results so 
injurious, then perhaps it might reasonably be said that no expen- 
dure which tke resources at the command of the Board might 
permit, or which the legislature might be pleased to grant, would 
be too great to secure the removal of these great evils. But noth- 
ing whatever of this sort is true. No college in the country —no 
college in the world — can present a more satisfactory history than 
the University of Mississippi; and, if we confine our attention to 
the past four years, no military institution, even, anywhere, can 
boast to have enjoyed a more uninterrupted? internal tranquillity, 
or to have displayed a healthier tone of morals, than may be 
justly claimed for this institution. If the military regimen is to be 
adopted here, it will not, therefore, be under the pressure of an: 
uncompromising necessifg, or as a last refuge against anarchy and 
ruin. And it is: a circumstance peculiarly favorable to the exer- 
cise of an unbiased judgment, and to the formation of a wise de- 
cision, upon the question presented, that there is nothing in the 
condition of the University to-day, to distract attention from the 
points of strictly educational interest, in which the plans submitted 
for comparison differ from each other. som 

The decision having been made, however, in view of these su. ` 
perior considerations, there can be no harm, in case it should be 
favorable to the military regimen, in recognizing the value of that. 
conservative principle inherent.in the military system, which has 
just formed the subject of femark. A tranquil past in a collegiate 
institation «may affurd a reasonable ¡ground for hoping for a tran- 
quil future; but it has been justly remarked that no equilibrium 
is more unstable than that of a community of impulsive youth. 
The University of Mississippi might possibly still go on for a cen- 
tury, in the enjoyment of that same internal peace which has dis- 
tinguished it during its past brief history of thirteen years; but it 
would be something to feel that an organization had been given 
to it, which establishes the certainty that it must do so. And this 
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feeling might perhaps contribute to conciliate to it thé confidence 
of some yet hesitating parents, who have hitherto withheld from 
it their patronage, not from a special distrust of this institution, 
but from a general doubt of all institutions of the class of ordi- 
nary colleges — a doubt engendered hy the insubordination and 
turbulence aud viec of which those institutions are so often the 
Scenes. 9 

It will he understood from the foregoing remarks, that the ob- 
ject of the undersigned in this inquiry has been to ascertain pre- 
cisely what are those matters which require the action of your 


' honorable body, or of the legislature of the State in order that tha 


University of Mississippi may, if thought advisable, be trans. 
formed into a thorough school of military education of the second 
of the classes above defined. In the prosecution of this inquiry, 
he has availed himself of the authority conferred in his letter of 
instruction, to visit the Arsenal Academy at Columbia, S. C., and 
the Military Institute at Lexington, Va.: to the authorities of botl: 
of which institutions he is indebted for courtesies, which it gives 
him pleasure here to acknowledge. Ln order that the results ar- 
rived at may be most clearly and succinctly presented, it will be 
most convenient to consider them under different heads.

> ORGANIZATION. 


In the existing selfocls belonging to the class we are consider. 
ing, some differences may be observed in the organization of the 
academic and military staff. In all of these, however, the chief 
authority in the institution is vested in a superintendent, who 
bears the same relation io the instrucfors and students and. all 
other persons connected with the institution, which the commander 
of a fortress sustains to the officers and soldiers of the garrison, 
and ail others within the limits of his command. ‘The superin- 
tendent may ho a civilian, as in the University of Alabama, where 
the gentleman presiding over the institution at the time of the 
adoption of the new organization has been continued in authority 
under a double title. ‘The superintendent has the exclusive di. 
rection of all the scholastic exercises, renders all estimates and 
communications to the Board of Trustees, and reports annually to 
the Governor of the State upon the condition of the institution ia 
all its departments. 

The immediate command of tho student, or cadet body, consid- 
ered as a military corps, is committed to a Commandant of Ca. 
dets, who should take rank and hold authority next to the Super- 
intendent. [tis the duty of the Commandant to see (ët the ca- 
dets are properly instructed in Infantry and Artillery drill, to direct 
the arrangement of all military duties, and to act as chief of the 
military police. The Commandant will need assistance in the 
discharge of his duties of military instructor and governor; the 
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number of subordinate officera required being dependent on the 
numbers of the corps. 

The academic staff to be associated with the two principal offi- 
cers Just specified, may be more or less numerous, according to 
the number and variety of the branches of science or letters 
taught in the institution, and the number of leerners to be in. 
structed. The instructors in military tactics may, of course, be 
members, at the same time, of the academic staff It is the 
opinion of the military officers ct other institations who have been 
consulted, that, in schools of the chameic we are considering, 
all the members of the academie stai should he — if not them- 
selves men of military education — at least commissioned as mili- 
tary officers hy the Governor of the State. The Saperintendent 
may thus, properly. hold the commission of Colouel, the Profes. 
sors, of Major, and the Assistant Professors, of Lieutenant. 


In regard to the number ef professorsbips which ought to be. 


provided for in the University of Miss ies sippi, it may not perhaps 
be strictly a part of (he duty o! the undersigned, under the present 
instructions, to offer an opinion. The s subject coming un, hew- 
ever, naturally in this place, there can be no impr piety in ob. 
serving that, should tbe number of students or cadets be:eaf'er be- 
come as great as it has been hereto'oie, there secins to be nó ne. 
cessity for a reduction in the number of chairs. though possibly 
advantage might be taken of the existing vacancy of all «f them, 
to adjust the distribution of- duties somewhat differently from what 
it has been made heretofore: “Since, however, there is no great 
probability that the University wih be largely attended before the 
return of peace, there can be no doubt that your honorable body 
will feel it to be aeduty to co: sider how to 1educe the academic 
staff in scch a manner as lea-t te impair its efficiency as a corps 
of instruction. By refórring to the organization of the Faculty 
during the earlier period of the history of the University, it will 
be seen that the two chairs of Latin and ‘Greek were then com- 
bined in one. The chairs of English embraced also then the 
subjects of Ethics, Metaphysics and Political Economy. gThe 
chairs of Chemistry and» Natural Philosophy were likewi-e vui- 
ted, and the chair of Pure Mathematics was charged with the al- 


lied subjects of Astronomy and Civil Engineering. Dome of 


these arrangements might, with advantage, be resumed. — A sin- 
gle chair ot classical learning might take the place of the two ex- 
isting ones, and the chair of English might de restored to its 
original form. For the rest, Mathematics and Natural Philoso- 
phy, with their kindred studies, might best be associated, aud 
Chemistry, Mineralogy, Geology, Physiology, and Natural His. 
tory be assigned to a fourth department. ‘The ERE Faculty 
would thus, for the present, embrace only four professorships. 
Two of these may be holden by the Superintendent and the Com- 
mandant; the incumbents of the remaining two, if the proper 
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men can be found, may aid in giving instruction in Tactics, after 
having fulfilled their own scholastic duties. 

It is obvious, however, that, in one or two of the departments 
of instruction, as above arranged, assistant professors will be 
needed, unless the cadet corps should be exceedingly small; and 
it may further be observed that, as no provision has been made in 
the programme for the modern languages, an instructor in, those 
branches must be employed, should they continue to he taught. . 

Any reductlon of the academic staff below what is here indi. 
cated could hereby be made without destroying the character of 
tbe University as a collegiate institution; aad even such a re- 
duction as this ought only to Le accedgd to under the pressure of 
necessity. . : 


ADMISSION OF CALETS. 


Under the military system, every cadet should be appointed by 
the Governor of the State, on the recommendation of the Super. 
intendent, founded upon the evidence of written. testimonials of 
good moral character laid before Rim, on or before a given day 
designated by law. Cadets so appointed are to be assigned to the 
classes which they are qualified to join, without any reference to 
their personal aspirations. They should sign an obligation to 
serve as cadets for at least two years; and the father or guardian 
should sign w corresponding obligation relinquishing the right to 
withdraw them during that period. Should they aim to be grad 
uated as Bachelors of Arts, they must complete the entiré course 
at present required to attain tbat distinction : and to this end, they 
must, if necessary, renew their obligations aftersthe period of the 
first has expired. š 

A blank form of the warraut or commision issued to the cadets 
of the, University of Alabama by the Governor of that State, is 
herewith communicated. 

Admissions should, as far as possible, be made at the same pe- 
riod gf the year. Exceptions may be allowed ia particulars ases, 
Where satisfactory reasons are assigned tor want of punctuality ; 
but these cases should be looked to with some severity. 

Under these arrangements, it will probably be expedient to 
make the qualifications lor admission lower than at present — re- 
quiring only the elements of a good common school education ; 
but at thé same time it will be necessary to extend the*period cov- 
ered by the entire course to five or even six years. No counte- 
nanc? ought t) be given to the disposition to make graduation cheap. 
No cadet is compelled to follow up the course to the end. On 
the other hand, no one need be compelled, if prepared on en- 
trance to assume an advanced position, to begin at the beginning. 
All such candidates as are qualified to enter what is called at pres- 
ent the Freshman class, will have precisely the same scholastic 
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labor, and the same period of academic confinement before them, 
in order to attain a.degree, as they have under existing arrange- 
ments, and no more. ‘The extension of time proposed, is in the 
downward and not in the upwand direction ; and it is designed to 
give the benefits of military education to such as could not, under 
present regulations, enter the University at all, and as may have 
not so much the wish to graduate, as to secure the benefit of this 
valuable species of education. 

Most of the military institutions of the country embrace two 
classes of cadets — those who are, supported by the State, and 
those who bear their own expenses. ‘The State Universities and 
colleges, also, have usually a similar distinction, though the State 
scholarships secure exemption only from tuition fees, without pro- 
viding for the sustenance of the student. 

Iu some cases, perhaps i in most, the public liberality thus exer 
cised is confined to young men in indigent circumstances. Expe- 
rience has proved, at least in our colleges: that such benevolent 
provisions, however well intended, produce very Itttle effect. The 
idea of becoming a recipient.of publie charity — for in this light 
the matter is very generally regarded — is, whether justly or not, 
offensive to the pride of most young men ; and, accordingly, the 

publie scholarships designed for the benelit of the indigent, are 
rarely filled. 

lt is somewhat different when, as is the case with the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi, public scholarships are providgd to be con- 
ferred as the reward of merit. But the fact that tuition, which is 
the only charge from which exemption is secured by the posses- 
sion of the scholarship, constitutes but a small fraction of the ex- 
penses of a student in the University; while the examinations 
which the law exacts as a condition for securing the recommen- 
dation of 2 Board of Police have something formidable to the 
imaginations of aspirants;. renders successful competition for 
these distinctions an object of too little consequence to most, to 
induce them to make the effort necessary to obtain them. A very 
different result would undoubtedly be observed to take plaee, if the 
State scholarship entitled the holder to immunity not merely from 
tuition fees but from all charges whatever. 

It is upon this footing that the State cadets in the Virginia Mili- 
tary. Institute, and those in the Arsenal and Citadel Academies in 
South Carolina, are placed; and it is worth the consideration of 
your honorable body whether the same provision might not be 
wisely introduced into the University cf Mississippi. In such x 
case, considering that the expenses of clothing, sustenance, fuel, 
lights, books, stationery, e'c., etc, for this class of students, will 
require positive outlay on the part of the University, it, would be 
right that these charges should be assumed by the State, indepen- 
dently of the appropriations existing or to be made for the general 
support of the University. . ` 
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This is not the place to discuss the policy of providing for a 
class of youth to be selected upon the ground of superior merit and 
educated as soldiers at the public expense. That such a policy is 
not only a liberal policy, but is one that in the end pays well, 
might, it is believed, be easily established. "The arguments in 
rd of this proposition cin bardly fail to occur to any reflecting 
mind. 


QUARTERS. 


ARRANGEMUNT — FURNITURE — POLICE. 


Buildings originally crected to serve as quarters for cadets in ` 


military lastitutions, are constructed with reference to the conve. 
nience of military surveilfance and poice. Passages extend 
through them longitudinally from end to end; or piazzas are thrown 
up externally, to serve as walks in which sentries may make their 
rounds, wholly or partiaily protected from the weather. 

The apartments for cadets are usually sufficiently large to allow 
four or five to occupy the same room; the advantage of this be- 
ing that each may in tura bo made responsible for the internal 
good order and neatness. cf the quarters, without entailing upon 
any a duty uureasonably Lurthensome. 

The plan on which the dormitories of the University of Missis- 
sippi are constructed, is unfavorable to the system of military po. 
lice. Jt is ġe opinion of the undersigned, and of the military 
men whom he has consulted, that a considerable modification of 
their arrangements will be required to adapt them to serve ad- 
vantageously as quarters fo; cadets. The raost economical mode 
of makiag the desired changes would be, to throw up piazzas of 
three ficors in front of them, to remove the stair-case from the 
passages to thesc piazzas, tu enlarge the rooms, now excessively 
small, by dividing the space of the passages between them, with 
the exception «t a mute vesibule at each of tbe external en- 
trances; and finally, to open communication brtween each front 
room and the corresponcing roem in its rear, making of the two a 
suite, to be occunie( by four persons. Phe front room will then 
he used as the stucy, and the rear room as the apartment for 
sleeping. TR 


It is of course understood, that, on the military system, no ser- 


vants ere to he allowed to tie cadets; but that every individual is 
to perform for hinzeif all those offices which are necessary to se- 
cure neatness in personal-appearaece. and order and comfort in 
his quartars. On this account, the authorities of the military 
schools whici have been Visite, ste agly recommend the heating 
of the buildings by steam, or ty hot air furnaces, and the lighting 
of them by gas. Ariangements ior these purposes not only con. 
tribute greatly to the neatness of querters, but they spare the ca- 
dets a most disagreeable part of the labor which otherwise falls 
upon them, of carrying fuel and taking cere of lights. 
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According to estimates some years since obtained by the under- 

signed from practical men, gas works, mains, distribution pipes 
and jets, might be setup at the University for the illumination of 
all the buildings, at a cost ef about $5,000. Furnaces or steam 
boilers and pipes for heating, would cost much more ; and would 
involve the necessity of excavating, to some extent at least, be. . 
neath the buildings. No attempt has been made to obtain an 
exact estimate of the cost of such a work, it being presumed that 
su large an expenditure would hardly be thought expedient at this 
time, At the Virginia Institute, for a number of years after its 
foundation, the cadets carried their own fuel (wood being used 
here, as it will probably continue to be here,) but on the erec- 
tion of new buildings, as the numbers became enlarged, the 
method of heating by steam was advantageously introduced and is 
now employed. 
, As il respects gas-works, though the original cost of construc- 
tion is considerable, yet the light which they furnish is cheaper 
than any other, even considering interest on the investment, and 
the works may be made to pay for themselves in a very few years. 
The light is also better than any ordinary portable light, and its 
use is greatly conducive to the neatness of quarters. The ques- 
tion of introducingegas into the University has already, to some 
extent, occupied the attention of the Doard. Perhaps it would be 
worth while to renew the consideration of the subject now. 

The police of quarters requiring that all rooms should be rega- 
‘ated by the. same uniform system of rules, it follows as a neces- 
sity that the articles of furniture which they contain should also be 
uniform in number and in Kind. To secure this end, it is found 
expedient fur the institution itselí to furnish the rooms for the ca- 
dets, and to charge an annual rent upon the furniture. The fur- 
niture provided, embraces table, chairs, wardrobe, wash.stand, 
bedstead and bed. ` Bed'eovering is provided by the cadet him. 
self. Some minor articles are also included in the uniform fur» 
hiture — such as lamps, buckets, ewers and basins, etc., etc. 
The total cost of the furniture provided for each cadet, may reach 
perhaps $25, and, therefore, for a corps ôf one hundred, will 
amount to $2,500. 


ECONOMICAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


In case the pfoposed change should be introduced into the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi, the institution will charge itself with the 
eustenance as well as the tuition of the students. It will be ne- 
cessary. therefore, to appoint a Commissary of subsistence whose 
duty it shall be to take charge of all supplies provided for the 
Steward's department; and also u Steward who shall have: the 
immediate management of the boarding-house or mess-hall. 

Boarding is furnished to the cadets in all institutions of the 
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class under consideration, at its actual cost, it being understood 
that the cost embraces also the expenses of administration... Pay 
cadets are required to deposit, in advance, a sum sufficient to cover 
all their expenses for the year, or the hal! year ensuing ; but they 
are charged with only what they actually receive. The South 
Carolina schools form an exception to this rule —the amount re. 
quired from pay cadets being never sufficient to pay their actual 
expénses. ‘This amount is $200 only, and is paid in quarterly - 


instalments of $50 each. The loss falls upon the State. 


The deposit demanded in advance of every pay cadet in the 
University of Alabama is $415, which is designed to cover the 
espenses of the entire year. In the Military Institute of Vir. 
ginia, the fees for tuition and medical attendance are required in 
advance for the whole year, and a deposit to cover other expenses 
for six months only. ‘The total of the first payment will theretore 
be about $220, and of the second, about $150. Tn the report of 
the Board of Directors of this Institute, made to the Governor in 
July, 1860, copies of which are herewith furnished, there will be 
fóund an exact statement of the total expense on all accounts, of 
the entire education of each member of the graduating class of 
that year, from the beginning to the end of the course, of the an- 
nual expense of each, and of the average annual expense of an 
individual cadet, as deduced from these data. [See page 40.] 
This average is $357 98. 

Cadets are not allowed to make use of money, or to have it in 
their possession, unless by special permission of' the Superintend. 


'ent. They are allowed to make no purchases either with money 


or upon credit, without the same permission; and any cadet 
whose parent or guardian discharges any debt contracted in vio. ` 
lation of this regulation, is forthwith discharged. 

In order to secure the greatest economy of expenditure on the 
part of each individual, and to confine purchases to articles which 
are useful, or at least innocent, in their nature, a Quartermaster is 
appointed whose duty it is to provide a stock of all such articles as 
cadets are likely to need ;; and ordinarily no purchases whatever 
are allowed by the cadets from any other source but the Quarter- 
master's store. Moreover,as a security against extrayagance 
even in this quarter, no cadet is allewed to purchase from the 
Quartermaster without a permit from the Superintendent. And 
that the Superintendent may know the state of the individual's 
account at the Quartermaster’s store, whenever aqermit is sought, 
cach cadet is required to keep a check.book, in which he writes 
the name of the article required, and the permit is indicated by 
the name of the Superintendent written opposite. The check. 
book, therefore, serves as a constant record of the state of the 
account. 

The articles provided in the Quartermaster's department are 
sold at an advance, which serves*to pay the expense of transpor- 
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tation, interest on the investment and management of the busi- 
ness; but without any view to profit. ` The amount. which it 
would be necessary to advance at present, in the purchase of such 
a stock, may be put at from $10,000 to $12,000. In order that 
some idea may be formed of the nature and variety of the articles 
which experience shows to be required in this department, an in- 
ventory of the stock in the Quartermaster's Department of the- 
Virginia Military Institute, kindly fürnished to the undersigned by 
the Treasurer of that institution, is herewith transmitted. This 
inventory, it is to be observed, is made near the close of the ses. 
sion, at which period the stock is low. 


FISCAL SYSTEM. 


In order to secure the most exact accountability in pecuniary 
matters, on the part of all persons connected with the institution, 
and to keep the accounts of expenditure in every department en- 
tirely distinct from each otber, the fiscal system of the military 
school must be transplanted into the University in case the. 
changes already considered should be thought advisable. Under 
this system a Treasurer is appointed by the Board, who gives 
bond with security for the faithful performance of his duties, and 
who resides at the institution. ‘The offices of Treasurer and 
Quartermaster may very conveniently be held by the same per- 
son. All moneys belonging to the institution, and all deposits 
made by cadets as above described, are deposited to the credit of 
the ‘Treasurer with a Fiscal Agent, the certificates of deposit be- 
ing filed in the Superintendent's office. No money can be drawn 
from this depositary, on any account, without the orders of the 
Superintendent; and only then, by means of a check drawn by 
the Treasurer and countersigned by the Superintendent. 

The 'lreasurer keeps distinct accounts with the institution 
proper, with the Quartermaster's Department, the Commissary, 
etc, etc., and with each individual cadet, and with all other per- 
sons having pecuniary transactions with the Institution. In the 
accounts of the cadets, he keeps separate from each ether the 
sums paid for, Quartermaster's supplies, for board, for tuition, for 
. Surgeon's fees, society taxes, etc., etc. ., so that the amount ap- 
plied in each of thesé several modes may be ascertained in a mo- 
ment, in the case of any individual. The report of the Board of 
Directors of the Virginia Institute, for July, 1860, which has al- 
ready been reterred to, affords some good illustrations of the thor- 
oughness and the simplicity of this system. 


SANITARY PROVISIONS. 


U 


A Surgeon, appointed by the supervisory power, is one of the 
indispensable officers of every military school, His duty is to 
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visit the institution daily, and male an inspection of its sanitary 
condition. He is required also to report frequently to the Super. 
intendent. His certificate is necessary to render valid any plea 
for exemption from any academic or military duty on the score of 
ill health. In case of the appearance» of symptoms of serious ill. 
ness in any cadet, he is required to cause the patient to be prompt. 
ly removed to the hospital provided for such exigencies, and there 
to receive such attendance as the nature of his disease may de. 
mand.  'Phe compeusation of the surgeon is usually provided for 
by a regular annual charge assessed upon each cadet. 


RECAPITULATION 


The undersigned has thus endeavored, as concisely as possible, 
to present the essential points of diffbreuce between educational 
institutions of the ordinary collegiate character, and those which 
are subjected to a thorough military regimen. Should it be 
thought advisahle to transform the University of Mississippi from 
its present shape to that which has heen proposed by the Legisla- 
ture of the Sta'e, conéurrin,, as it is presumed with the popular 
choice, the subjects which will require some legislative action on 
the part of your honorable hody, may he briefly recapitulated as 
follows : 

1. The organization of the Staff of academic and military i In- 
struction. 

2. The conditions of the ion or appointment of cadets. 

3. Modifications in the construction of the buildings. 

4. Furniture of the quarters, 

5. The introduction of gas illum'nation and tumace or steam 
heating. 

6. The arrangement of a Commissariat. 

7. The establishment of a Quartermaster’s store. 

8. The adoption of a sysiem of severe fiscal control. 

9, The appointment of a Surgeon. 

It will turthermore be' necessary to adopt an entirely new code 
of regulations for the government if the University; but as, in 
the preparation of this, the counsel «nd assistance of the Superin- 
tendent and Commandant may pr obably be of advantage, it may 
perhaps suffice in the beginniug tor adopt provisionally the regula- 
tions of the Virginia Military | Institute, so far as they may be 
found applicable to the circumstances of this institution. Copies 
«f these regulations are herewith communicated. S 

Several of the points enumerated in the foregoing recapitulation 
will be found to involve questions of expenditure. In regard to 
some of these, conjectural estimates have already been thrown 
out. ‘The whole may be brought together in the following suc- 
cinct stalc mont, in which the several sums are placed as low as it 
will probe vly be safe to assume them.

The advances to the Commissariat may be so immediately re 
paid from the deposits of the Cadets, that they need not be in- 
cluded in these estimates, JL for the present, gas illumination e 
deducted, the sum of about $17,000 will apparently suffice to en- 
able the new system to be put into operation. Even sucn a sum 
may possibly not be at the immediate command of the Board; 
and legislative aid may be necessary to secure the realization of 
the scheme. It is, however, to be considered, that some time 
must necessarily be consumed in making the needful alterations of 
the buildings, and that, to open the University on the proposed 
plan so early as has been contemplated by your honorable body — 
that is to say, by the first of January — will on this account be im- 
practicable ; while serious difficulty will unquestionably just now 
be found in the way of organizing»a military staff. These con- 
siderations would seem to suggest the employment: of the perma. 
nent income of the. University for the current year exclusively in 
preparation for a re-opening at a somewhat later day — say not 
sooner than September next— by the adoption of which plan it 
may be practicable to accomplish nearly everything embraced in 
the foregoing programme, without asking auy additional legisla- 
tive aid. ` 

Allusion having just. been made to the difficulty of obtaining, 
at the present time, competent military officers to fill the positions 
in which the services of such men will be required: here, it may 
Le proper to mention, in evidence of the correctness of this state- 
ment, that the officers of the Virginia M@tary Institute, some 
twelve or fifteen in number, have all ef them taken service in the 
army, the operations of the Institute having been entirely sus. 
pended ; and that, although the Board of Visitors have resolved 
tó re-open the Institute on the first of January, little hope is en- 
tertained that any of these officers will return at that time to their 
posts, exccpt the Superintendent. The alumni of the Institute 
are also generally in the war; and all the inquiries which the 
undersigned was able to make in Virginia during his recent visit, 
were unsuccessful in obtaining the name o' a single indivi tual 
among these men of military education who could be trankiy re-. 
commended to your consideration as a Cémmandant of Cadets, 
who would now consent to accept the appointment- Similar in~ 
quiries in South Carolina, and at the Military Institute at Nash- 
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ville, Tennessee, were equally without result. It has, further. 
more, within the past few days, come to the knowledge of the 
undersigned, that the Commandant of Cadets in the University of 
Alabama is about abandoning ,his position for the army —the 
same institution. having already previously lost one Commandant 
and other membérs of its military staff; so that the indications in 
every direction are discouraging to the hope of being ab!e at this 
erisis to secure, for the purposes of the University, military talent 
of high order, if indeed itis possible, for the moment, to make 
any appointment at all. * - 

E seems impossible that the causes which appear to torbid the 
formation of a satisfactory y ilitary organization just at this time, 
should be of long continuance. Should your honorable body cón. 
clude to defer elections until the ensuing spring, or until your an- 
nual meeting in June next, the probabilities are that instead of 
finding a dearth of candidates, or of finding candidates of only 
questionable pretensions, you will have many eminently qualified 
gentlemen and accomplished soldiers from among whom to make 
your selections. + : 

The undersigned has thus, according to his opportunities ond 
his ability, accomplished the task assigned him in your resolution 
of the 2d October. In concluding this report, and thus completing 
the last official communication which it will be his privilege to 
address to your honorable body, he cannot refrain from expressing 
the deep solicitude he feels for the future prosperity of an institu- 
tion which, for the seven best years of his life, has absorbed all 
his thoughts, engrossed all his energies, and constituted the only 
thing: on earth for which he has seemed to himself to desire to 
live. ‘The ambitions which he has entertained for its growth in 
reputation and usefulness, for the enlargement of its scope, the 
expansion cf the field of its operations, the elevation of its aims, 
and its ultimate recognition.as one among the honored agencies 
whose function is to be, net merely by education to diffuse knowl- 
edge among men, but by original investigation to add to the price. 
less mass; these thiffys have all been known to you, and to the 
few who like you have closely marked the history and watched 
the progress of the University. But the fond dreams-of so many 
anxiously hopeful years have been at length rudely dissipated, and 
the convulsions which have shaken and are still shaking the coun- 
try to its center, have removed aíar off the prospect of that dis. 
tinguished pre-eminence in science, which seemed but recently to 
be opening up before the University of Mississppi. But the ce. 
lebrity which the undersigned has so earhestly labored to insure 
to the University, though postponed, is still in store, and it will 
yet be realized. To another generation it may be reserved to 
behold the fulfillment of the brilliant destiny which awaits this 
noble institution ; but it is a destiny which will be fulfilled — and 

'it is this undoubting conviction which enables the undersigned, 
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after so protracted a period of honest though possibly fruitless la- 
bor in its service -— years saddened by many a wantonly inflicted 
and unprovoked annoyance, but- illuminated also Ly:many a bright 
ray of eneouragement from sources worthiest of regard, and espe- 
cially by many well remembered testimonials of kindness and con. 
fidence received from this honorable body — to bid it now a cheer- 
ful and a hopeful farewell. «

Sir—On behalf of the board of visitors of the Virginia Mili. 
tary Institute, I have the honor to make the following report : 

‘The board have, as required by law, visited the institute, and 
devoted some nine or ten days in June and July last attending the 
examinations of the cadets in the military and academical depart. 
ments of instruction, and in a close inspection and investigation 
of the various departments and of the general operations of the 
institute. . ev. 2 

The reports of the several special committees of the board to 
which were referred the more particular examinations of the 
finance, instruction and other departments of the institute are 
reto appended, and will furnish full and detailed information 
respecting these departments. ; | 

It is a source of much gratification to the hoard of visitors to be 
able confidently to report, as they now do, that this valuable state 
institution of learning continues to be conducted in the most satis- 
factory and able manner; and that it is making ample return to 
the commonwealth for all the wise and liberal appropriations made 
for its support by the general assembly. 

.The course of instruction at the institute is oonducted upon a 
system of teaching at once the most thorough and efficient; for 
whilst the, pupil has all the usual aids of text books, oral explana. 
tion by the professor, and often that of lecture, he is stimulated by 
daily recitatien and examination; which, whilst it promotes and 
tests his progress and proficiency in his studies, tends-to stimulate 
a generous rivalry, and to develop his self-reliance ahd his-mental ` 
powers. i ; 
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The discipline of the corps of cadets, although 1t perfect, is 
nevertheless based upon those sentiments of honor and of patriotism 
which fortunately charactérize our.southern young men: And 
those sentiments are often strengthened and elevated by the sanc- 
tious of morality and religion sa faithfully inculcated by the au- 
thorities of the institution. l i 

It is true, that there are many iniractions of the rules of order 

and discipline; but the board: have every reason to believe: that 
' these infractions may and will be diminished in frequency and * 
demerit, by a more rigorous enforcement in the future of the rules 
and regulatio&s for the government of the cadets. Nevertheless, ' 
the pervading sentiment of honor, morality and religion amongst 
the cadets is at least as high as that to be found amongst any 
othet equal number of young gentlemen in any country. But far 
from being satisfied with this state ot things, the superintendent is 
` garnestly and effectively endeavoring to purify and to elevate the 
moral tone of the corps of cadets, by infusing into the hearts and 
minds of the young men committed to his charge, the sublime 
truths and motive of christianity. l 

Trenty years br +e elapsed since the first establishment of the 
military institute. Within that period, four hundred you ig men 
have passed throug} the entire course of instruction, and about an 
equal and additional number have received partial, but doubtless 
very considerable improvement, fro their shorter connection 
with the school. The larger portion of all these young men may 
now doubtless be ranked amongst the most enlightened and useful 
of out citizens. : i 

From this school, thé militia has been provided with a number 
uf well trained and educated officers ; the educational tnstitutions 
‘of the state have been supplied with a valuable corps of teachers 
from amongst the graduates— whilst the thorough scientific and 
praetical training given at the institute has highly qualified its 
alumni to take the most useful, and active part in developing all the 
highest and best interests and general prospertty of the common- 
wealth. l - 

It is dne to the institute, that the board «should here record the 
creditable fact, that during the last fall, when the whole country 
was startled by the treasonable effort of John Brown and his fana- 
tical.conféderates to excite our slaves to murder and insurrection, 
the young-soldiers of the institute were amongst the first.to volun- 
teer their services for the defence of the state. 'The tender was 
accépted by Governor Wise, and an order issued to the: superin- 
tendent (Col. Smith) to repair to Charlestown with a full company 
selected from the corps.of cadets, and to co-operate with the mili. 
tary-force collected at that place. - The order was promptly obeyed 
—arid Col.-Smith, in command of the company:of cadets, rendered 
the most effective services to the state, in aiding to secure the 
peaceful executipn of the laws, and to vindicate the power of the 
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state to infliet condiga punishmen: upon all who may violate her 
laws and disturb her peace. 

There is an incident connected with the service of the S at 
Charlestown, which, aithough of a personal and private nature, is 
so full of moral force and beauty, that the board cannot refrain ` 
from recording it here amongst the archives of the institute, to res. 
cue it from oblivion, whence some day it may emerge to a brighter: 
and immortal page of Virginia’s history. 

A widowed mother (a Virginia lady) had four sons serving with 
the military at Charlestown—three of them as cadets. Under 
date of Nov. 29th, 1860, she wrot to them as follows : 

* My dear, dear boys, 

To think you are in camp, preparing 
for war, and civil war too? What a calamity! yet I would not 
recall you if I could. T believe this is the hour of trial to all, who 
love the old dominion, and I would not have one of my sons prove, 
recreant to his native state, 

Ihave given up cheerfully to God, und prayed his protecting 
care—and my trust is in him, to preserve and bring you back 
safely. º 

l write to tell you, that we TOT all an eye turned upon you, and 
that our prayers go up for you. * * * 

God bless you! God bless you! and kee > you all in the hollow - 
of his hand, 

Prays y ur 
MOTHER." 

With such mothers of her men, and sid training of hey sons 
as is given at the military institute, Virginia will ever be able to 
defend herself against the enemies of her rights and peace, 
whether those enemies arise amongst the seditious and treasona- 
ble traitors in our midst, or appear as a foreign foe. 

The additional annuity granted by the act of the Jast legislature 
has enabled the board to admit one state cadet from each senato- 
rial district (fifty in all); to reduce the entire annual charge against 
each state cadet to $150, and to furnish each of them with board, 
tuition, fuel and lights without charge, and to make such additions 
to the salaries of the professors as in the deliberate opinion of. the 
board appeared to be necessary, just and proper. 

The appropriation made by the last legislature for the erection 
of additional buildings, was just one” halt of the amour asked for 
by the board of visitors, and which appeared to them to be abso 
lutely necessary to provide thé room and accommodations required . 
by the enlarged corps of both cadets and professors. The board 
have, however, authorized the superintendent to expend this limi- 
ted appropriation in extending one wing of the barracks, so as to 
give a number of additional lodging rooms for the cadets, and in 
the erection of one or more professors! houses. This building has 
been contracted for by the superintendent upon the most advanta. 
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geous terms, and under „instructions from the board not to ex- 
ceed in cost the amount of the appropriation. ‘The board never- 
theless feel constrained to report, that the full amount of the ap- 
propriation formerly asked for will be still needed. to complete the 
buildi gs of the institute upon a scale commeusurate with its 
wants, and with that high spbere of uselulness "which both the 
people and the legislature now seem to demand that it shall fill. 
It is therefore earnestly recommended that your excellency will ask 
of the legislature an appropriation of twenty thousand dollars to 
complete the extension of the southeastern wing of the barracks, 
so as to provi'e an audience room sufficiently large to accommo- 
date assemblies of the entire corps of cadets and officers-of the 
nstitution upon publie occasions of examinations and commence- 
ments, and for divine service; to provide also the necessary lec- 
ture rooms. rooms for models and philosophical apparatus, anda 
library room. : ç l 

Ín the last annual report of the board. of visitors reference was 
made to ihe action which was then first taken, and which it was 
contemplated both by that board and by the superintendent it 
Would be necessary still further to take in developing certain very: 
valuable schools of applied science in connection with’ the insti- 
tute. Provision has now been made for the organization and 
establishment of two such schools, viz : 

Ist. A school o agriculture, with two professors. 

2d. A school of civil engineering; with two professors. 

The professors have been appointed, and the schools will, it is 
hoped, be prepared to give full instrüction during the next year. 

A school of agriculture has long been felt to be the great want 
of the agricultural interest of our state.. Legislative and associa- 
ted effort have often aud iu vain been invoked in favor of the en. 
dowment and establishmet of such a school. At last, two citizens— 
one of our own state and the other of the state of Louisiana have 
contributed thirty thousand dollars towards the endowment of the 
professorships, to constitute an agricultural school of the highest 
order—a school to which our young men may hereafter resort and 
acquire the science imimately connected with, and so essential to - 
the successful practice of the most difficult and most important ot 
all the arts—a school which, it is confidently hoped, will-in the 
course of time elevate the pursuit of agriculture, as it exists at 
the south, to its legitimate rank among the scientific and learned 
professions. A i A 

“The school of civll engineering ‘will offer to those who may 
desire to study that profession, tacilities for scientific acquisition, 
such as is to be found in few, if in any other institutions in the 
country. ` a 

Any graduate of the military institute or of any college or uni- 
versity may become a member or pupil of either of the schools of 
applied science, as a resident graduate, without being subject to 
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the discipline and duties which are prescribed for cadets. But as 
it is determined to maintain & high degree of scholarship in. the 
schools of agriculture and civil engineering, no candidate will be 
admitted into either school, except after rigid examination and 
with undoubted ability to prosecute with success the prescribed 
course of study. « - 

The board of visitors would repeat here the suggestion made in 
their last anngal report, that the scientific officers in connection 
with the school of engineering at the institute would be the most 
suitable agents to whom to entrust the work of making an accu. 
rate geographical map of the state, and that the able professors in 
the agricultural and chemical schools could at the same time make 
the necessary surveys and examinations upon which to base most 
interesting and useful reports upon the geology, mineralogy and 
other departments of the natural history of the state. 

The geographical survey would be based upon that already so 
accurately executed hy the-ofücers in charge of the United States 
coast survey. In fact. the United States survey includes our entire 
Atlantie sea shore, together with both shores of the Chesapeak 
bay, end all our navigable rivers, to the head of tide water—so 
that the work ol surveying, which would be-required to make an 
accurate geographical map of the state, isalready more than half 
done, if rega:d be had to the expense and difficulties of the under. 
taking. 

The profiles and surface lines of most of the surveys for the 
various lines of’ railroads and canals, would also afford valuable 
material for the eonstruction of the map. 

A good state map is much needed in conncction with the inter- 
nal improvement system [t would bean essential basis to the 
formation of a geological and mineralogical’ map, and is moreover 
intimately involved in any designs which may hereafter be enter. 
tained of investigating and describing the agricultural peculiari. 
ties and resources. the climatology and natural history of the state. 

There 1s besides, another consideration of much weight in con- 
nection with an accurate scientific geographical survey of the 
state. 207 

It is highly probable that Virginia has already expended more 
money in exploring, surveying establishing and re-establishing the. 
vid and disputed lines and landmarks between her own territory 
and that of her coterminous states, than would have been required 
t» execute all the survey necessary as the basis of a correct map. 
Besides, as mere landmarks or even monument§ are perishable, and 
ollen entirely obliterated, doubts, difficulties and expense will be 
pe:petualls recurieg-ia regard to the state lines (wherever they 
are artificial —not natural), until those fines shall be once. ascer- 

ained and agreed ipen with our border states, and then the chief 
points in each line fixed as respects latitude and longitode— after 
which no difficulty could possibly arise, although, every vestige of 
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landmarks ‘might be obliterated, as the various points of the lines 
could be readily ascertained and re-established by reference to 

. their latitude and longitude, and the practical astronomfeal obser- 
vations in any locality, to test any point in dispute. 
, Should it be the pleasure of the general assembly to appropriate 

. & few thousand dollars each year to defray the necessary expenses 
of the surveys whilst in progress, the superintendent of the mili- 
tary institute would have the field work entered upon and prosecu- * 
ted during the vaction months of. each year, by corps of professors 
and cadets of the first class, and so,continued until completed. 

In this way, the professor of engineering would prepare the ma- 
terials foran accurate geographical map, whilst the professors of 
agriculture and of chemistry, aided by corps of assistant cadets of 

- their first classes respectively, could be making surveys, explora- 
tions and investigations in connection with the geology, agriculture 
and natural history of the state. . 

There would thus be provided the best and must improving prac- 
tical school for both professors and students connected with the de. 
partments of applied science at the institute, whilst at the same 
time a great and valuable -work would be accomplished for the 
commonwealth, by her most scientific men, and in the most eco- 
nomical manner.

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From this statement it appears that only $75 will be left for 
contiugencies, while a much larger sum will be required for the 
purchase of chemicals. the repairs of the public buildings, the im. 
provement of the public grounds, &c. Your committee therefore 
recommend that an extra tuition Tee of $25 be imposed on each 
cadet from without tho state. - ‘This discrimination seems but right 
and proper, as the pubiic buildings have been érected at the exs 
pense of the state, while citizens of other states,^who have contri. 
buted nothing to their erection or to the endowment of the school, 
now enjoy t the same privileges and advantages as citizens of the 
state, and at no additional cost. 

The board, at their meeting in April, determined to enlarge: the 
buildings, and a?opted the plan of extending the eastern wing of 
the barracks, so as tó afford additional quarters for cadets; erect- 
ing anew superintendent’s house, with offices for the superinten- 
dent, clerk and treasurer; extending the western wing of the bar- 
racks for an audience room; letture rooms and a library room ; and 
erecting a museum for agricultural and. mineral specimens aud 
models, and for the use generally of the agricultural department. 
The superintendent was directed to put the work under contract, 
but at the same time studiously to avoid exceeding the appropri- 
ation. 

Contracts have been entered into for the erection of the exten- 
‘sion of the east wing of the barracks and the new super.ntendent’s 
house, and your committee are gratified to find, Sn the most advan- 
tageous terms, The cost will amount to about the. appropriation 
of $20,000 made by the last legislature for building purposes, 
leaving the extension of the western wing of the ban acks and the 
museum unprovided for. These buildings will b>.found to be in- 
dispensable : and even already the library room and lecture rooms 
aro wholly insufficient for thé purposes of the institute. Your com- 
mittee therefare recommend that the legislature be memorialized to 
appropriate $20,000, the sum necessary to complete the buildings 
upon the plan already adopted. e 

Should the legislature provide the necessary buildings, the insti- 
tute will then he able to meet the growing wants of the south for a 
hivher order of scientific education. —

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The committee on instruction beg leave . respectfully to report, 
that they have had under careful consideration the suggestions 
‘made in the report óf the superintendent and the professors, in re- 
gard both to the present course of instruction in the Virginia mili- 
tary institute, and also in regard to various modifications and ad- 
ditions thereto, which the growing wants and interests of the 
Country seem to demand. ‘The very able report of the superinten- 
‘dent contains a full development of what, in the opinion of that offi 
cer, should hereafter be the great aim and object of this, the great 
scientific school of the south, accompanied with a synopsis of the 
course of instruction in the academic school and in the special 
schools of agriculture, civil engineering arid fine arts. In the opin- 
ion of this committee, this report gives evidence, on the part of the 
superintendent, of great ability and varied attainments, 'and ofa 
thorough knowledge ofthe educational wants ofthe commonwealth; 
and to the most of the suggestions contained therein the commit. 
tee desire to express their unqualified assent. To give effect to 
the suggestions of the superintendent, it will be necessary to ap- 
point at least two new professors, and to make some change in the 
«duties of some of those already employed in the institution. A 

” Referring to the first in order, and in its importance to the insti- 

tution, ofthe changes suggested, your committee earnestly call the 
attention of the board to the propriety of relieving the professor of 
the science and practice of agriculture trom the discharge of any 
duties connected with the military instruction ànd discipline of the 
institution. Let that professor confine himself exclusively to in- 
struction in those brauches calculated to prepare the graduates of 
his school to develop the agricultural and mineral. resources of the 
country: and let the discipline of the institution be committed to 
hands «f a military man, who, whilst he will be ‘the military com- 
mandant of the post, shall be competent, and required to give in. 
struction in both infantry and.artiilery tactics, am also to teach 
military history and strategy. In order to economize as far as 
possible the funds of the institution, your comittee would also 
urge the propriety of the suggestion of giving to the professor ot 
agriculture the supervision and control ot the department of chem. 
istry, appointing therefor an adjunct professor to perform the prin- 
cipal labors of the chair. A 

In connection also with this subject, yoür committee would re. 
commend to the board to grant to the professor of agriculture leave 
of absence for as-long a poriod as consistent with tha interests of 
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the school with instructions to make such a tour through the 
northern states of this Union and the states of Europe as would 
enable him to make a full examination of the systems adopted 19 
the most celebrated schools of agriculture established on the two 
continents, in order to prepare himself the more thoroughly to put 
into efficient and successful operation the highly important depart- 
ment over which he has &een placed. 

For the purpose of defraying the expenses of this tour; it is re- 
commended that the interest which has accrued on the donation of 
Col. P. St. Geo. Cock, or so much thereof as may be necessary; 
be appropriated. ` 

It is farther recommended, that the branches of political economy 
and general history be allotted to the professorship of French.  * 

Your committee would also urgently call the attention of the 
board to the importance of at once filling the chair of applied 
mechanics, which was established at the last annual meeting. It 
seems to them, when this branch is thoroughly taught, which is not 
the case now, as they are informed, in any institution in the country, 
that the Virginia military institute will present advantages for the 
acquisition of a comprehensive course of scientific study, not pre- 
sented elsewhere in America. It is understood that'by the term 
“applied mechanics" is meant the application of rational mechan- 
ics, or the abstract doctrine of oree and motion, by means of the 
pure mathematics, to the physieal properties of matter in the con- 
nection with the mechanical arts of structure of every description, 
regarded in the industrial point of view, It takes up abstract ideas 
of force, whether looked at a affecting the purely physical condi. 
tion of. materials to compression, extension and the complex resis- 
tance to flexure, torsion, &c., the stability of retaining walls, arches, 
&c., or as the combined results of force and motion, as in ma- 
chines—and enables the engineer in all these cases to estimaie, 
with a near approach to mathematical precision, the effect from a 
cause. Jr (hus forms the connecting aud important link between 
the common idea of theory and practice, and rightly understood, 
dispels the erroneous doctrine, that a thing may be goo! in theory, 
but bad in practice; a notion which has b-en the source of iucal: 
culable mischief, as it has raised an almost insurmountable barrier 
between the misnamed purely industrial class—the operative of the 
land—and those whose toilis mainly brain work. Although as 
old as art itself (witness Archimides and others), applied mechanics, 


as a recognized branch of science, is of comparatively recent date. . : 


We are chiefly indebted to the French for it, in the form in which 
it now generally constitutes a part of the course of instruction in 
the special schoois of Europe and our own country. . 
In.the European specia] schools it is now made a speciality, and ` 
the professorship of applied mechanics is considered as a sufficient 
work for ope individual: And when we ook at the ranga ol sub- 
jects it necessarily embraces, the propriety of this divisiyp is apa 
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parent. Of course, there can be no question of the importance -ot 
affording in this way all the aids of science to the industrial classes, 
Your committee fully approve of the recommendation of thé pro- 
fessors in regard to the museum of natural history, and as to the 
purchase of an illustrative farm. and respectfully ask the attention 
of the hoard thereto. "The reasons for the purchase are given in 
full in the reports of Professors Madison and Gilham, and are re- 
garded as conclusive, « . 
The committee have had under consideration the suggestions of 
Professor Williamson in regard to the publication of his text book 
on engineering, &cs, and whilst-they have no doubt as to the value 
of said bouk, and as to the completeness of his course on those bran- 


‘ches, yet they do not feel prepared to recommend the publication ~ 


of said book, especially without plates and figures, as contemplated 


¿by the professor. 


The committee would recommend the employment of two of the 
assistant professors as assistants in the artillery drill. for the pur- 
pose of instruction, under the direction of the professor of artillery, 
in target practice and practice with the-mortars. 

They would also recommend the assignment of a section room 
to the exclusive use of the professor ef natural philosophy, as soon 
as this can be conveniently done. i 

In view of the frequent suggestions as to the course of studies, 
and the necessary changes to be made therein, your committee 
would recommend to the board that there shall be appointed a 
standing committeé, to consist of three members of the’ board of 
visitors, and the syperintendent of the institute, to be called “ the 
committee on instruction :" that a detailed programme of his 
course of instruction be drawn up by the head of each department 
of instruction, and be snbmitted by the superintendent to the said 
committee, after full discussion, on the part of the academic board 
of the institute ; and that the course of instruction in each depart. 
ment, and the text books to be used in these departments shall be 
approved by the standing committee of the board and the superin- 
tendent before their final adoption. ` l

The committee are happy to report their conviction of the faith- 


. ful and thorough manner of the discharge of their duties br all of 


the officers of:the institute. The institution still gives that evi- 
dence which it has always heretofore afforded, of the completeness 
of the mental training of its pupils. "The examinations have for 
the most part been in a high degree satisfactory, although the effect 
of the suspenston of academic duties during the necessary absence 
of the corps in the service of the state at Charlestown last winter, 
was plainly apparent in some of the classes, affording a salutary 
warning that these suspensions should never be permitted for light 
causes. 

In conclusion, the committee would not feel that they had dis- 
charged their duty properly, if they failed here to bear their testi- 


* 
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mony to the faithful discharge of their duties by all of the mem- 
bers of the facnlty of the institution, all of whom are filled with 
zeal for the advancement of the interests of the. state and school. 
They make up a noble hody of men engaged ina glorious cause’ 
and your committee close with the expression of hope that they 
may long live to advance the cause of education, morality and 
religion. . `

The committee would especially suggest the propriety of estab. 
lishing a garden, to yield at all times a full supply and variety of 
vegetables forthe corps of cadets, dependent, as it now is,-on 
precarious supplies; and oftentimes insüffieient in quantity and 
variety. It would be found not only a great saving of outlay in 
the pnrchase, but weuld add materially to the general health of 
the young men.

The WR ARUM whom was referred the subject of reduction 
in the expenses of the State cadets, report, that in their opinion it 
is very important that the expenses of this class of cadets shall be 
reduced to as low a point as possible, in order that the benefits of 
the institution may be opened to as large a class as can possibly be 
reached. In this view, your oommittee would recommend that 
State cadets hereafter shall not be subject to library fees, to 
charges for fuel and light, or for room furniture and servants., It 
is also suggested, that caution shall hereafter be exercised hy the 
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authorities of the institute, to keep down, as far as they may find 
itin their power to do so, the extraordinary expenses which cadets 
are prone to accumulate. Your committee, therefore, recommend 
for the adoption of the board, the following resolution : 


Resólved, That hereafter the Quartermaster be directed not to

The results of the p&st 
year's operations is even more satisfactory (han this ze for the 
subsistence department has been charged with the support of 
the supernumerary State cadets appointed in June last, at àn es- 
timated expense of $1,331, and has provided for current and ex. 
traordinary expenditures to the amount of $1,163 75—85o that 
the actual profit of the subsistence department for the past year,

dent of permanent property on hand, which had accumulated 
from the past savings of the department, amounting at this time, 
clear of all indebtedness, to the sum of $2,593 04.

The attention of the Board is particularly called to the tabu- 
lar statement prepared by the steward, showing the comparative 
consumption “of provisions per ‘capita, for the past five years. 
This table shows that the advantageous operations of. the past 
yeàr have not arisen exclusidely from the diminished expense of 
servants and incidentals, in the increase of numbers, but that 
the actual expense of provisions has been materially reduced op 
the chief articles of consumption. Thus, the per capita monthly 
consumption in 1858-'59, for 149 persons, was, in bacon, 2.81 
pounds; in beef, 28.14 pounds; in butter, 8.02 pounds; in 
sugar, 8.42 pounds—while in the year 1859-60, with 200 per- 
sons supplied, the monthly consumption was, in bacon, 1.76 
pounds; in beet, 25.61 pounds; in butter, 6.04 pounds; and in 
sugar, 7,82 pounds for each. 


4. The Building Fund Account embraces receipts from ap- 
propriations for building purposes, and payments made for the 
same, a full exhibit of which is presented in the report of the 
treasurer.

It was due to the farmers of Virginia, that this liberal proposi- 
tion, coming as it did from a gentleman of another State, should 
be submitted to them; and I have taken the liberty, in advance of 
the meeting of the Board, to make it known to some of those whoso 

: co-operation in so important an enterprise I might with propriéty 
solicit. Time has not been allowed to receive responses from 
more than two or three of those to whom I had written. One 
gentleman has given a substantíal evidence of his appreciation of 
the enterprise, by a kind communication, enclosing a check for 
$100; aud [ am not without the hope that we shall be able to 
announce to Dr. Mercer that the condition of his proposition has 
been fulfilled. "Whether this be the case or not, this institution 
and the friends of agricultural education in Virginia must ever 
gratefully remember the liberality and public spirit which have 
been so generously manifested by Dr. Mercer. j 

Should the Board of Visitors be able to secure the donation of 
Dr. Mercer upon the conditions proposed, thé agricultural depart- 
ment of the Virginia military institute would have a permanent 
fund of $50,000, with which, under the contemplated development 
of the scientific course of the institute, the cause of scientific agri. 

«cultural education must receive a substantial benefit. 

In the forégoing exhibit of the financial operations of the insti. 
tute, if must be borne in mind, that the Virginia military institute 
account alone is that upon which the current support of the insti. 
tute depends. ‘The Quartermaster’s department account and the 
subsistence department account embrace the operations of depart- 
ments which were organized upon the principle of being selt-sus- 
taining. Although they have enabled us to provide for many nec- 
essary wants which the Virginia military institute account did not 
and could not meet, no charge out of the legitimate range of these 
departments can be imposed upon them. It has always been the 
settled policy of tha institution, that the supplies of clothing, books, 

mo. 
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etc., to the cadets should be made at cost, embracing in the cost 
those charges only which might be legitimately embraced under 
the head. It preserves the institution trom all appearance of con- 
stituting itself a money-making concern, in furnishing these sup. 
plies, to adhere rigidly to this principle which the Board of Vis- 
itors have so wisely established, while it enables the institution 
to supply those necessaries to cadets at rates which are below tho 
current rates of the stores k be 

‘Lhe’ results of the subsistence depa:tmy si for the current year 
show the annual profits to have been $3,150 *3, The fluctua- 
tions which attend the cost of provisions; the fact that for'the pre- 
vious year the subsistence department fell short of its receipts 
nearly $1,000; and tbe probability that the prices of provisions 
for the coming year may be considerably enhanced by the general 
failure of the wheat crop. demonstrate the inexpediency of making 
any change in the rate of fare at this time.

It is recommended, 1—-That any graduate of this institution. or 
of any. incorporated college or university, may become members ' 
of the junior or senior class of either of the special schools, as 
resident graduates, without being subjected to the discipline and 
duties which are prescribed for cadets, upon the payment of the 
established fee for the school, and entering into an obligation to 
conform to such regulations as may be established for the conduct 
ot the, same. 2—That all other candidates for admission into 
any Uf the special schools, must satisfy the academic board, upon 
examination upon the studies of the 3d and 4th classes, that the 
are prepared to:commence and prosecute the studies cf the 2d 
class ;- and then, such persons may become students of the junior - 
class of either of the special schools, but shall be subject to all the” 
discipline and military duties which attach to the cadets. 

'The details which relate to hours of recitation, text books, ete., 
should: be regulated by the academic board, and provision made 
by law by which the degree of graduate of either special school 
might be conferred upon those students who had sustained an ap- 
proved examination upon the course of either of such special 
achools. 

Ia developing these ‘special schools, the particular attention of 
the board is directed to the suggestions embraced in the reports 
of Major Gilham and Dr. Madison, herewith submitted, with ref. 
erence to a museum of natural history, and an illustrative farm. 


, I feel satisfied that it is in the power of this institution at this 


time, and will. be more and more so, as these courses are devel- 
oped, to render essential sefvice to the.. agricultural: and manufac- 
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turing interests of the commonwealth. The natural history of 

Virginia is as yet unexplored ; and if the energies of these spe- 

cial schools, under the enlightened direction of the professors who 

havesthem in charge, and such assistants from our graduates as 

may be associated with them, shall only be adequately encouraged, 

a work will be accomplished for the State which will perpetuate ` 
the memory. of those whose good fortune it may be.to labor in so 

great a cause. `, 

As it is proposed to commence these special schools on the re- 
sumption of studies next fall, it will be necessary for the board -to 
. make some provision for the discharge of a portion-of the duties 

now’ devolving upon Major Gilham as instructor of infantry tac- 
tics, command int of cadets and professor of chemistry, and of 
which if was contemplated to relieve him when he should assume 
the duties of professor of the science and practice of agriculture. 
Inasmuch as his duties in his new. chair will necessarily draw him 
frequently from the institution, especially in conducting agricultu. , 
ral surveys, it would seem to be indispensable that the important 
duties of commandant of cadets and instructor of infantry’ tactics 
should be assigned to an officer whose time might be exclusively `. 
“given to them. I recommend, therefore, the appointment of such 
an officer, and that in addition to the duties here specified, he take 
charge of the course of artillery and of military history and strat. 
egy. These subjects are legitimately connected "with the chief 
military instructor of the institution ; and the proposed arrange- 
ment will relieve the chair of French from a portion of the duty 
attached to it, under a previous order of the board, and save the 
` necessity of the additional and unnecessary expense of a separate 
chair of the French language. This arrangement will still leave 
in the department of French the course of political economy. : 

I do not consider it necessary at this time to fill the chair of 
chemistry, but recommend the appointment of an ‘adjunct profes. 
sor, at a salary of $1,200, with the rank of captain. 'The de- 
partment of chemistry, mineralogy and geology are so intimately - 
associated with the chair of agriculture, that with the assistance 
of a competent adjunct professor, the laborious duties of the chair 
will be removed from the professor of agriculture, while the ad. 
junct professor will have the advantage of the experience and ad- 
vice of Major Gilham in conducting his course. This arrange- 
ment will be the more readily adopted, from the fact that a year 
or two may elapse before the agricultural chair shall have been 
m prepared, so as to demand the exclusive labors of the pro- 

essor. S . E 

The reeommendation carries additional weight, from a consid- 
eration alluded to in a previeus report, that the best interests of 
. the institution may be promoted by bringing into its service, when- 
ever practicable, its gifted alumni. No institution of learning can ` 
flourish without such a motive and stimülant to exertion among its 
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Pesos and this institution presents at this time happy illustrations 
of the application of this principle. 

In organizing the chair of natural history, ete., it will be remem- 
bered by the board that, from the. inadequacy of the fund to sup- 
port this chair, the plan was conceived and sanctioned by the 
board, to combine thé medical fees, with the natural history fund, 
and in consideration thereof, impose’ upon the professor of this de- 
partment the duties of surgeon of the institution.” “The scheme 
appeared the more feasible, from the fact that in securing “a com- 
petent gentleman to fill the chair of natural history and animal 
and vegetable physiology, the board would in'all likelihood have 
to look to the medical profession. Happily for the institution, it 
has secured the seryices of a gentleman of rare gifts and atcom- 
plishments as a professor, and who at the-same time combines 
distinguished cualifications fer the duties of a medical director. 


. The reasons which led thé board originally to conceive such a 


combination, akhough springing from the necessity of the case, 
havea been, strengthened by the enlar. gement of the institution, and 
by the introduction of new regulations in connection with the sick 


-list of the cadets, which ‘make the presence of a surgéon at ‘the 


institute at all times an absolute necessity. I would therefore re- 
commend that the professor of natural history, etc., be appointed 
the surgeon of the institution, that so much of the medical fees as 


- may be required to place his salary upon an equality with that or 


. the other professors, be appropriated for that purpose. 


The synopsis of the course for the school of ‘civil engineering 
contemplates the introduction of a chair of applied mechanics. 
This chair occupies a middle ground between the department of 
natural philosophy and that of civil engineering, and corresponds 
with the course existing in the ecole des _pents et chaussees, Paris, 
denominated mecanivue appliquee» ‘It is presumed in'the course, 
that the pupil has been. instructed in the fundamental principles of 
natural philosophy, and hie is in this course expected to examine 
specially those principles with the formule deduced from them, 
which are to be specially. applied in the profession of a civil engi- 
neer. In many schoóls this course is combined. with that’ ef nat- 
ural philosophy—in others, with that of civil engineering-—but an 


examination of the extensive variety of subjects which it legiti. : 


mately embraces, will satisfy the Board of Visitors, that to give 
“he fullest, efficiency to the school of civil engineering, the subdi- 
vision which is proposed, and which is recommended by the high. 
est authority in Europe, should be adopted. . This will involve the 
appointment of a professor'of applied mechanics. . 

In presenting the synopsis for the school of" fine arts, I am anx- 
ious, to, direct the special attention of the board to the important . 
connection which exists between this school and the. other special 
schools, as well as to the influence which it must exprt upón the 
-general educational character of the institution.” 
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The department of drawing is now continued with the labori- 
ous chair ot civil engineering ; and the chief instruction which it 
is in the power of the professor to give, is in mechanical drawing 
and topography ; but the department of natural history demands a 
larger range of instruction, embracing the details of the animal 
and vegetable kingdom, and especially of the human form, * Pho. 
tography is no longer an accomplishment merely, but is now daily 
applied to multiply the plans which are required in extensive pub- 
lic constructions, and affords to the naturalist the readiest means 
of preserving copies of the natural phenomena presented in his 
researches.  Lithography now presents as perfect a print as some 
of the best steel engravings, and will become a useful auxiliary in 
supplying the records of agricultural surveys, which are delineated 
on the county maps which the institution proposes to prepare. 
Coloring comes in as a necessary means of giving faithful delin- 
eations of nature—so that all the departments of the interesting 
art embraced under the denomination of drawing, and which, in- 
cluding pencil, crayon, pen, right-line drawing, painting, copy- 
ing— whether by light or upon stone—and embrdting sketching, 
as well as modeling, become important subjects of instruction, 
when we consider the extensive bearings of all the special aims 
of a great school of applied science. 

It would be impossible to put such a school as that of the fine 
arts into operation, without making it the instrument of developing 
much native talent, that might wield the chisel, the pencil or the 
brush, to transmit to posterity, at once, their own fame and 'the 
history of their own country. The Superintendent would there. 
fore earnestly press such a consideration of this branch of his re- 
port, on the part of the Board, as may lead to an early develop- 
ment of this important branch of education. 


With these recommendations in connection with the ‘special 


schools of, applied science, and the reasons for them, the result of - 


long and anxious thought and inquiry, the Superintendent would 
submit the entire subject to the consideration (T the Board of Vis. 
itors, satisf ed that they will give to it their fullest consideration. 


ADMISIÓN OF CADETS FROM OTHER STATES. 


The limited accommodation in the institution, and the increas- 
ing demand for admissi m from applicants within the State, have 
rendered it probable that but a very few of these who were apply. 
ing from other states could be admitted. I have, in consequence, 


not felt at liberty to encourage these applications, as I saw no ren, : 


sonab.e expectation for meeting them. It has occurred to me, 
however, thai duty to the State may require the terms of admission 


of pay cadets from other States to be modified, so as to’ make the : 


- tuition fee in such cases $100, instead of $60. These cadets do 
not in themselves, or in their parents, contribute to the public rey. 
+ , 
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enue of the State—and although it is to the general advantage 
that the most liberal facilities should be supplied in all our educa- 
tional institutions, to the accommodation of those who may desire 
to avail themselves of their privileges, still it may be proper that 
some consideration shall be paid towards aiding in providing them. 
The sum of $40 added to the tuition fee would constitute a build. 
ing fuud, which would readily provide such additional dormitories 
or lecture rooms as the increased number may demand ; and these 
applicants would not only be willing to pay for these convenien- 
ces, but it seems to me to be just and reasonable that they should, 
especially when it would relieve the State from any additional bur- 
den in this respect. . 


BOARD OF EXAMINERS. . 
ln pursuance of instructions from the Board of Visitors, Prof. 
D. H. Mahan of the U. S. Milltary Academy, President L. C. 
Garland of the University of Alabama, and Captain George L. 
Blake of the U. S. Naval Academy, were invited to attend the 
present meeting of the board as guests of the institution, as mem- 
bers of a board of examiners. T have the pleasure to report tha! 
Professor Mahan has accepted the invitation, and will be present 
during the examination. Dr. Garland and Capt. Blake were com- 

pelled to decline the invitation, in consequence of public duty. 
Commander T. T. Craven of the U.S. N. and Commander J. 
A. Dahlgreen of the U. S N., who were appointed as alternates 
to Capt. Blake, were constrained also to decline irom like causes. 
I have received information from the Governor of the State, 
that he has instructed Lieut Col. W. J. Hardie of the U. S. 
army, and at present co ` mandant of cadets and instructor of tac. 
tics at the U. S. Military Academy, to attend this examination, 
and that the Governor himself, accompanied by Cal. Hardie, may 

be expected to visit and inspect tho institution on Friday next. 


CONCLUSION. 


‘Tt is with much satisfaction I submit tie institution, in all its 
varied interests, to the critical examination an | inspection ul the 
constituted authorities of the Slate, and of those whom th: y have 
appointed to aid them in this important duty The discipline of 
the institution has been firmly maintained; and L append a table 
setting forth all cases of extreme punishment whieh have been 
administered during the past year. 'The moral tone of the corps 
is-as good as at any previous period. Cases of thoughtlessness, 
indiscretion and vice are manifested from time to time, but the 
morale of the school will favorably compare with. tbat of any in- 
stitution in this or any other country. 

Having been called upon by the Governor to act asa member 
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of the Board of Commissioners under the act of. J anuary 28, 
1860, for arming the State, I felt constrained, from the official po. 
sition I bore to the military service of the-State, to accept the. op. 
pointment. This duty has imposed upon me much, additional la. 
bor, and has repeatedly called me from my duty here—but I have 
not been aware of any evil results attending my absence, to the 
school, while I hope-it may bein my power to render the State 
some of the service which, from my military education, it has a 
right to demand. 

lt is seldom that one is: privileged, during so long a period, to 
preside over and conduct: the interests of any institution. ‘This 
report closes my twenty-first year of service in.this, aud it would 
be ungrateful in the extrenie, did I not recognize the kindness and 
consideration with which my labors have been received on the 
part of the Board of Visitors, and how constantly the: hand of . 
God has been manifested in the blessings of His Providence and 
of. His Grace. To you, under t: at continued Blessing, I again 
commit the interests of this institution, assured that no prósperity 
can be desirable to it except that which exists in the Light of His 
countenance. , .

cases, but “exon"ifralliwere taal, nis easy to:actoünt for their 
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number. When cadets first arrive, which they generally do the 
latter part of July and during the month of August, our limestone 
water is apt to disagree’ with them and -occasion diarrhea ; and 
this result is invariably insured by their eating fruit at the same 
time. 

Again, during the months of October and November our corps 
is plentifully supplied by the obsequious denizens of the * house 
mountain ? with chestnuts and apples, which are consumed with 
.an avidity and relish only exceeded by the pain and suffering 
which invariably follow. 

Sixteen cases ‘of dyspepsia are reported. ‘These are most 
promptly and successfully treated by a recommendation to each 
sufferer.to put himself upon half rations for a few weeks. 

.There seems to have been an epidemic tendency (not very 
strong, however) to feruncle (boil) from July to this time, no less 
than thirty-five cases having occurred. A few of these, in August, 
assumed the character of carbuncle, and were quite difficult to 
manage. Why this tendency should prevail, I am unable to 
say. 

Fifty-five cases of obstipatio (constipation) are also recorded— 
and what at first sight may appear paradoxical, the greatest num- 
brr were-in those months in which diarrhea was most prevalent. 
¿But it isa well known fact, that aller an attack of diarrhea the 
bowels are usually disposed to constipation ; and conversely, that 
constipation frequently relieves itself by an attack of diarrhea. 

nder the generic title of “tonsillitis”? (quinsy), have been 
classified all the affections of the throat which have appeared in 
the corps, including a good many. of diptherite' and other aphthous' 
affections This will account for its apparently extensive preva- 
lence, the recorded number being sixty-four; but all the cases 
both of tonsillitis, diptherite and aphthee, have generally been 
mild and readily.amenable to treatment. | i 

The iong and tried experience of the superintendent, and his 
watchful supervision of the sick list, enable him readily to under- 
stand and properly t» appreciate the difficulties which beset the 
surgeon in the discharge of his duties. _ His task is a laborious and 
a ceaseless one, and the Sabbath brings no exemption from duty. 
Upon him rests the responsibility not only of the health of the en- 
tire corps, and of pursüing the best and: most efficacious treatment 
of real disease (a responsibility most deeply felt), but he is fre. 
quently called upon to decide questions of a delicate nature, involv- 
ing the veracity ofthe patient in question, and is much harassed by 
applications for relief from feigned diseases, the applicant merely 
wishing to shirk his duty. There are a thousand ways in which 
a physician can be deceived by a patient, and ingenuity has heen 
exhausted'to discover them all. While, therefore, the surgeon is 
conscious that very many applicants excused from duty, on the 
sick list, must have feigned disease in order to avoid duty, yet he 
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is equally conscious of an earnest endeavor on his part to keep 
down the number, to the best of his ability; in which laudable 
effort ha has been promptly assisted and greatly aided by the expe- 
rience and energy of the superintendent, to whom all questions of 
doubt or embarrassment have been uniformly referred. 

A rigid adherence to the order passed by the board at their last 
session, requiring all.eadets unfit for duty to reportat once tothe 
surgeon, is an invaluable means of preventing abuse of the sick 
list, and exéfts"à most salutary influence over the discipline of the 
corps. A strict enforcement of this order shall be continued. 

It must not be inferred that all the cases ‘appearing on the sick 
list are such as gave exemption from all duty, or even from any, 
a cadet being frequently prescribed for and remanded to duty, or 
only excused from such portion of it as the absolute necessities of 
his case demand. When, however, itis borne in mind thatno cadet 
is exempt from any duty, no matter how trivial, on account of” 
indisposition, unless his name appears on the sick list—and when 
it is remembered that he is required to attend nine roll calls a 
day, and to perform numerous other minor duties, from none of 
which he can absent himself, unless excused by the surgeon— 
and further, when there are constantly occurring slight accidents, 
unavoidable in their character—such as headache, sprains, tooth- 
ache, contusions, hemorrhage from the nose, etc., etc., the won- 
der is, not that the sick list is so large, but that it is practicable to 
keep it within the bounds set forth in the teport. 


e 


After all, however, the surgeons feels it due to himself to say ` 


that in many cases where doubt arises as to the reality of sick- 
ness in the applicant, he feels: compelled'to give the patient the 
benefit of that doubt*—thus following tlie, maxim approved in law, 
“that it is better for ten guilty to escape, than for one innocent 
person to be punished." ‘The surgeon cannot close this report 
without adverting, in terms of the highest commendation, to the 
skill and efficiency of our excellent apothecary, Mr. John T. 
Gibbs. All prescriptions ordered by the surgeon have been 
compouuded by him with great care, and in a most satisfactory 
manner. Atthe same time, although his duty in this respect is 
frequently onerous, he has uniformly manifested a zeal and 
promptness, in responding to the demands of the surgeon, worthy 
of all praise. ‘

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Ata called meeting of the Board of Trustees of the University 
of Mississippi, convened by order of His Excellency J. J. Pettus, 
ex oficio President of the Board, at the town of Oxford,- on the 
Ist day of March, 1860, there were present, of the ‘Trustees :

Ventress, Hon. Isaac N. Davis. Hon. A. H. Pegues, Col. James

His Excellency, Gov. Pottus, not having arrived, on motion, the 
Hon. Alex. M. Clayton was elected as President pro tempore. 

The following communication from Dr. F. A. P.8Barnard, Chan: 
. cellor of the duce of Mississippi, was laid before the Bc ard, 


and read :

To the Honorable the Board of Trustees of the University of 
Mississippi: 


GENTLEMEN: Ín a letter addressed to your President on the 2d 
instant, requesting him to assemble your honorable body in spe- 
cial session, at the present time, I assigned, as a reason for the 


t 
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request, a condition of things existing in the University, which 
rendered such a meeting, in my view, indispensable, at the earliest 
possible day. The object of this communication is to explain that 
state of things. ° 

Some time during the month of Januaty i became aware that 
charges had been repeatedly and publicly made against me by Dr. 
Henry R. Branham, a citizen of Oxford, the tendency tf which 
was to undermine me in the confidence of the people of the South, 
and,thus, by injuring me, to affect very seriously the prosperity of 
the "University. . 

These charges were never made in my presence, and, so long 
as they seemed not to menace serious harm, F treated them with 
little attention. Having at length learned what they were. or, at 
least, what some of them were, L authoriz@ a friend to meet them 
with a denial. But this only provoked a reiteration of them with 
angry violence, which reiteration was accompanied by a citation 
of the names of several of my colleagues iu the "aculty, as au. 
thorities who would confirm their truth. 

In regará to a certain portion of the charges and specifications, 
other members of the Faculty besides myself were implicated: 
and by one of these the subject was brought before the body in 
session, . During a discussion which arose upon it, at a meeting 
held on the 2d instant, there was developed such a state of things 
as to satisfy me, that, without the interposition of the Board ot 
Trustees, the ordinary business of the University could no longer 
be harmoniously prosecuted ; so that, apart from the great injury 
likely to accrue from the injurious charges persistently uttered 
‘against myself, and to a certain extent against some of my col. 
leagues, 1 four an urgent reason lor soliciting an immediate cun-, 
^ vocation of your honorable body, in the imminent danger of a state 
of coinplete disorganization. 

In: order that the charges above alludea to might be presented 
for your investigation in precisely the form in which they have 
been, publicly uttered, I have obtained, from one of the gentlemen 
to whom they were personally addressed, the following written 
statement: d 

(Copied | from a note -addressed by Col. A. H. Pégues to Prof. 
Wm. F. Stearns, on the 24th of February, 1860.) 

* On the Ist day of this month, in Kindel & Bascoe’s: store, Dr. 
Braham, in the presence of Dr. Green, Dr. Carter, (M. D., of 
Oxford, 3) and “others, made the following charges against Dr. Bar- 
nard: 

niet, That he (Barnard) was unsound upon the- slavery quês- 
tion. ~ 

GH) That he was in favor of, and did' advocate the taking of 
negro testimony against stndent. 

“3d. That H. (a student) was arraigned and tried upon negro 
testimony. ` 
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** 4th. That upon the question of the expulsion of H., the vote 
was sectionally di:idei— Barnard, Boynton, and Moore voting in 
the affirmative, and the Southern men voting in the negative. 

** 5th. That, pending fhe discussion upon the case of H., Barnard 
asked Richa dson if he would not believe his negro man Henry 
against a stucent, and when Richardson said he would not, Bar. 
nard said lie would. 

* 6h. “Phat all the information in the H. case was furnished by 
a negro woman; and that it was proposed by the other members 
of the Faculty that if Barnard and Boynton had other sources of 
information and would assert positively that they knew H. was 
guilty, they (the other members) would vote accordingly. 

“Tth. ‘That Barnard stated that Jane (the negro woman) after- 
wards recognized H., and pointed him out as the man who had 
assailed her. ¢ 

‘8th. That notwithstanding the vote of expulsion failed, Bar. 
nard wrote to the guardian of the stud-nt to take him away, which 
he did - 

^ 9th. Thatif the Board of Trustees persisted in their refusal 
to arraign and try Barnard for takirg negro Mestimony against a 
stude: t, he (Branham) would publish the whole thing in the Mis. 
sissippian, to the people of the State, over his owr signature.” 

Col. Pegues adds: © The above are very nearly literally the 
charges made on the occasion alluded to, with thé: exception of 
that part in which the woman (Jane) is introduced; and even’ 
here, although [ admit the possibility of not having understood or 
recoliected the wurds exactly, the impression made upon my mind 
fully warrants, I think, the report which [ have made" , 

Of these allegations, and of the whole matter or matters to 
which they relate, I invite the fullest and most “Searching investj- 
gation on the part of your honorable body. TL invite, further, an 
examination into the ten: r of my past life; not only for the period 
of twenty-two years that I have spent in unwearied devotion to 
the cause of Southern ecucation, but for that earlier period of. 
youth when | had not yet expected ever to bea resident of a 
Southern State; but in regard to which I have, providentially, in 
my possession, testimonials by Southern men, of the most unex. 
ceptionable character. 

If I entertain sentiments now, or if your investigations shall 
discover that 1 bave ever entertained sentiments which shall jus. 
tify any man, however captious, in pronouncing me * unsound 
upon the slavery question, ’ then, gentlemen, do’ your duty, and 
remove me from a position for which I am morally disqualified. 

But ii on the contrary, after the severest scrutiny of my acts 
and my utterances, you find that the injurious allegations by which 
it has been attempted to strike me down from tn$ post of useful. 
ness, to depriv- me of my occupation, and-to expose me to pub. 
lic opprobrium, are totally and entirely groundless and false, then 
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I ask of you, in justice to one who has, for nearly six years, hon- 
estly, consciéntiously and faithtully consecrated to your service all 
the energies of his intellectual and physical being, to put the 
stamp of your emphatic condemnation upon an outrage, in my 
view without a parallel in the annals of civilization. 
I remain, gentlemen, respectfully, your ob’t serv’t, 
. A. P. BARNARD, 
Chancellor of the University of Mississippi. 


Henry R Branham, M. D., of Oxford, who was present, by 
permission of the Board, when the foregoing communication from 
Chancellor Barnard was read, submitted the , following as the only 
charges and specifications he now had to make against Doctor 
Barnard : | 

‘Ist That Dr: Barnard cffered the statement of a negro as 
evidence aguinst a student of the University of Mississippi, 
Mr. H. 

2d. That after the Faculty refüsed to sustain the charge upon 
the testimony edduced, Dr. Barnard, without the authority of the 
Faculty, wrote to his guardian a letter which resulted i jn the with- 
drawal.of Mr. H. from the University. 

3d. That Dr. Barnard interposed and objected to Mr. H.'s re- 
~ admission into the University at the opening of the following ses- 


sion, and thus prevented his return, 
H. R. BRANHAM.” 
March 1, 1860. 


Chancellor Barnard, who was present; thereupon drew up and 
filed the following response to tie charges submitted by Doctor 
Driemham: 

“The charges. of Dr. Branham are by no means so sweeping 
as L desire the iuvestigation to be. I rejoin, and undertake to 
prove-- ' 

I. That L proceeded against H. upon entirely sufficient and 
satisfactory evidence, before 1 ever knew what the negro said — 
íhe negro being my own servant, and having been cruelly out. 
raged and beaten. 

That L never spoke to the: servant on the subject of the outrage 
in my life, neither betore nor since the occurrence. 

That during the progress uf the affair, which lasted about a 
week, my wife mentioned it to me that the servant had told her 
the story, and repeatcd it to me -without any solicitation of mine. 

That, at the trial of H., 1 presented the evidence which had 
` satisfied me, and during the discussion I mentioned what my wife 
had said of the negro’s stor y», and did say that I regarded the coin- 
cidence as a. confirmgtory circumstance. 

That the Faculty did, by resolution, declare that they were 
morally convinced of the guilt of H. , 
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That this resolution was pubiicly read, and elicited from the 
students no expression of dissent. 

That-H. did commit the act. 

- 9. That D. was a student of bad character before. 

That it was perfectly competent to me, as Chancellor of the 
University, to desire his guardian to withdraw him, if I thought he 
was doing ill and exerting a bad influence,—that I did think so— 
that the resolution of the Faculty, declaring their conviction of his 
guilt, amply justified my action in desiring him to be withdrawn. 

That I often so act in analogous cases, and that it is my right 
and duty so to do. 

3. That I did refuse to re-admit H., because he was undesira- 
ble asa student. That such is my prerogative and right. . 

That, therefore, charges 2 and 3 are totally frivolous. 

Further, as to charge 1, if it were in any sense true, I was but 
doing my duty as a christian master, to protect my servant from 
outrage ; and that I am sustained in this view by the highest au- 
thorities, among whom I am permitted to offer the written opinion 
of the Hon. Jacob Thompson. 

That college government is a parental, and not a municipal 
government : 

And, finally, that’ the question, which ` concerns the Board and 
the publie, is not, whether, on a particular occasion, Í committed 
an error of judgment or not—but whether I do entertain the princi- 
ples which is sought by these charges to fasten upon me; and 
in regard to this I aver that ] am as “ sound on the slavery ques- 
tion ” as Dr. Spannum or any member of this Board. 

F. A. P. BARNARD. 


ee the following resolution was adopted by the 
Board : 

Resolved, That the extent of our investigation be such as to 
embrace the charges specifically made by Dr. Branhám against 
Dr. Barnard, upon which an issue has been made up by Dr. Bar. 
nard, and, alse, such other matters as are embraced in the com- 
munication of Dr. Barnard to thé Board, relating to «charges 
against him, which, if true, render him an unsuitable peron to 
preside over a Southern University. ` 

That, in. conducting the examination, Dr. Branham shall have 
an opportunity to produce all thè evidence, documentary and ora), 
upon which he relies to support his charges, and to examine wit- 
nesses, hiniself—and Dr. Barnard shall have the like opportu- 
nity ; both of the parties having also the right to cross-examine 
as the investigation progresses; and the Board reserves the right 
to eath member thereof to ask any: question pertinent to the mat- 
ter under investigation, and to examine the parties to the issue— 
Dr. Branham and Dr. Barnard. 

That each witness be put upon his honor as to the truth of his 
statement, and each one be examined separately from the others. 
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The Board also think it a proper and important subject of in- 
vestigation, as.to the manner in which the proceedings of the - 
Faculty, in their official sessions, have been divulged, or came to 
the knowledge of Dr. Branham; and they think it proper that 
the testimony introduced, upon every material point investigated, 
shall be reduced to writing by some person designated for; that 
purpose by the President of the Board. 

Prof. Wm. F. Stearhs was appointed as the reporter of the tes- 
timony under the foregoing resolution—he being the only phono- 
graphic reporter in or-near Oxford. Prof. Stearns, upon being 
notified of his appointment, appeared before the Board, and asked ` 
to be excused, upon the ground that, being a witness in the case, 
he felt a delicacy in acting as reporter; but, it being represented 
that the serviees of no other compétent reporter could be secured— 
it being understood that Prof. Stearns should be examined before 
any other witness of Dr. Barnard, and Dr. Branhám expressly 
consenting to the arrangement-—Prof. Stearns accepted the posi. 
tion assigned him. aM ME 

Dr. Branham asked of the “Board permission to examine the 
Faculty record, which was granted, and the record was accord- 
ingly placed in his hands. ! 

Dr: Branham and Dr. Barnard respectively submitted lists of 
their witnesses, and the Board directed them te be summoned b 
the Proctor of the University. | 

'Tlie examination of the witnesses was then proceeded with, 
and the following is the report of their testimony, as taken down 
by Prof. Stearns and Mr. Clapp: —

By Prof. Wm. F. Stearns, Phonographic Reporter, of the testi. 
mony given in by the various witnesses examined before the 
Board of Trustees of the University of Mississippi, at their 
meeting on the Ist and 2d of March, 1860, in Oxford, Mis.

Dr. Henry R. Branham said: Ihave but one item of evi. 

dence to introduce. In an interview which I had with him some 

three or four weeks ago, Dr. Barnard admitted to me that he had 
offered negro testimony agaiust a student, as circumstantial evi- 
dence, and justified it, upon the ground that such evidence was. 

admitted in courts of justice.. PM e s 
Cross-examined by Dr. Barnard—My object, in seeking that 

interview with you, was, to deny that I had said something about 

“you which I was informed I had been represented as saying. I. 

recollect, that, at that interview, you disclaimed ever having used 

negro testimony, and denounced the use of such testimony ;- but I 

do not recollect al) the words that were used at that interview. 1 
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understood you to connect the negro’ s statement with the word 
“ circumstantial.” 

To Judge Clayton: Having been told that Dr. Barnard had 
heard that I had called him an Abolitionist, this led me to seek 
an interview with him, in order that 1 might explain my position. 
I told kim that I had not said, and did not believe, that be was an 
Abolitionist, but that I did believe he was a Freesoiler,-and that 
I had told Col. Young, a member of the Board of Trustees, last 
summer, about his use of negro testimony. I refuse to say how I 
first. got information of what had'been done in the Faculty meet. 
ing at t which H. was tried. Ido say, however, that, I did not get 
it from any member of the Faculty. l never spoke. to Dr. Bar- 
rard about what was charged against him, until my recent inter- 
view with him, some three or four weeks ago. Previous to last 
spring, my relations with him had been very friendly. After that 
time, I intended to make such a change in ny manner towards 
bim as might indicate a change in my feelings; but I do not 

know that he noticed it. We did not often meet, I have'stated, 
that, if the University was to be conducted won such principles 
as would allow negro ‘testimony to h^ use i against students, I 
would not pull out a chunk of fire Lom under the University 
buildings; but I never used ens 2n expression, exe sept under the 
condition I have mentioned. I claiu obe as good a friend of the 
University as any member of the Bourd of Trustees. I did urge 
Judge Longstreet to resign the Presidency «fite University. 

To Col. Young: - 1 did not consider tho whele of my conver- 
sation with you last summer as co^ a vontidor. tia! character. À 
portion of it Y did. When I went to -ve you, 1 called on you as à 
friend, and did not then inter, as weil as Í now recollect, to 
make any statement to you abat Dr. Barnard '8 use of negro tes: 
timony ;. but, having told you o: ^r. E let under the itupression 
that I had done all that was necessary in order to have an inves. 
tigation of the matter by the Board of "Trustees. We Lad a con- 
fidential conversation at that timé, about other things. I have 
said that Col, Thompson. when President of the Board of Trus- 
tees, had treated Judge Longstreet hadly, in consulting with the 
then Professor Barnard, in regard to University affairs ; but I 
rover imputed'any blame in that regard to Dr. Barnard, or ac- 
cu-ed him of intriguing to get Judge Longstreet out. On the con- 
trary, L always GE him as a friend of the Judge. 

To Mr. Powd: in my conversation with Col. Young, I may 
have said that [had heard that Dr. Barnard always kept the Uni- 
versity of Alabama in hot water while he was there, for E have so 
heard, but I do not remember from whom I heard it. l 

being asked the grounds of his belief that Dr. Barnard was a. 
Freesoiler, Dr. Branham said: Because he admitted negro tes. 
timony as circumstantial evidence against a student; because lie 
wanted the University catalogue printed at the North, and objected, 


upon the ground of workmanship, to their being printed in the 
South ; and because he entertained a proposition for a place in 
Yale College. -I never heard him make any remark, pro or con, 
on the subject of slavery, until the date of my late interview with 
him. «I used to be a supporter of his, but lost confidence in him 
when I heard what he had done about the catalogue. I first 
learned about the negro testimony from a confidential s urce 
which I cannot disclose. I learned that Dr. Barnard had made a. 
personal issue with a member of the Faculty—Dr. Carter—about 
ihe printing of the catalogue, either from Dr. Carter, Professor 
Phipps, or Professor Richardson ; but Í cannot remember which 
of them told me of it. , 

: Dr. Carter told me all about the meeting of the Faculty, whivh 
was held on the 2d of February last, for the purpose of making 
up the record of the action of the Faculty i in the H. case, 

Prof. J. M. Phipps: I was present at an interview betwen 
Drs.- Branham and Barnard, about a month ago. Dr. Branham 
said his object was to explain bis position in reference to him 
(Barnard) and the University, and to deny that he had-called 
him an Abolitionist. 1 understood Dr. Barnard to say.that he had 
introdüced the negro’s etatément as circumsantial evidence, d 
that the courts of the country used such teslimeny. 

Cross.examined--Dr. Barriard, at that interview, declared to 
Dr. Branham ¿hat "he had n» fears ef the result, because that 
which was not true could not be proved; to whieh Ls. Brecbam 
replied, that, from what he kad heard, it was a pretty stro: g 

case. I do not recollect whether Dr. barsard said that he intro- 
duced the statement as the sta'emens, ov the evi a of the negro, .

Barnard laid that statement before the Faculty, or not. 

I have known Dr. Barnard since 1653." i sever beard him 
say anything «about slavery, which showed that he was inimical- 
to the institution.  Indeed,.I never heaid kira suy anything on the 
wl ae - 

Mr. H. was notá good, orderly student, His performances 
never Ge me. 

It is not usual here for the President to * write off ^ a student, 
after an investigation, without the sanction o the Faculty, or re-- 
fuse to take back a student without, consulting the Faculty. 

No ill-feeling was manifested in -the Faculty when H. was 
tried. ` 
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I do not remember the order in which Dr. Barnard made his 
statement before the Faculty—whether the -girl's statement Io 
Mrs. Barnard was first spoken of, or of Boynton’s statement. — . - 
. Prof H. Whitehorne: Upon the trial ofthe H. case, Dr. Bar- 
nard sajd he had not talked with the negro woman H. was ac- 
cused of assaulting, and 1 did not understand that he spoke of her 
statement as evidence. He merely told us what Mrs. Barnard 
bad told him. 1 do not remember what question was asked of 
Prof. Richardson about negro testimony, because, when he was 
asked about his boy Henry by Dr. Barnard, I was talking to 
Prot. Stearns. : 

H. was not a good student, and I did not think the University .. 
lost anything when he left it; but some members of the Faculty ` 
objected to the.act of the President in sending H. away. Dr. 
Barnard did not press the statement of the negro woman upon us 
as evidence——he merely stated what Mrs. Barnard had said. 

I was morally convinced of the guilt of H., from various con- 
siderations--because his-demeanor before the Faculty, in my 
opinion, showed that he was guilty ; because he attempted to 
prove an alibi, and failed ; because Mr. Furniss proved that he 
(H.) was on Dr. Barnard's premises that night; and because 
Boynton said he was guilty. My opinion-was in no particular 
influenced by the statement of what the negro had said. 

Mr. J; P. Furniss: When H. was tried, I was a witness be- 
fore the Faculty, and, being asked whether I had any moral 
doubt that Jane went out to meet some person, I declined to an- ` 
swer, because I was afraid that if I answered that question, I . 
might be asked some other question which I should feel morally 
bound-to answer, and thereby implicate somebody; but I now say 
that Mr. H. would not have been implicated if I had answered 
the question. I cannot say, except as I have státed, what ques. 
tions were or were not propounded to me at the Faculty meeting. 

“March 2, 1860. 

Prof. G. W. Carpenter was examined in chief by Dr. Bran- 
ham, and, by consent, his testimony was reduced to writing by 
Mr. Clapp—Prof. Stearns being absent. i 

Dr. Barnard, at the meeting of the Faculty in the H. case, in 
the presence of the Faculty, and before-the accused appeared, 
gave a history of the case up to that time. 

He státed that on his return from Jackson, he found his servant 
had been maltreated, and that he believed H. was the guilty party. 
That he wrote to Mr. H. informing him of this fact, and that he 
could substantiate it by unimpeachable testimony. Did not say 
who this testimony was, nor did I know to whom he referred. 
That Mr. H., upon receiving this communication, consented to 
withdraw from the University; but subsequently, on the advice of. 
his friends, refused to leave, and demanded an investigation, 
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Dr. Barnard formally presented charges against H., and cited 
him to appear before the Faculty. The charges were then read. 
At this juncture H. appeared, and plead “not guilty." He re- 
quested Falconer, Furniss, and, Shelby, to be summoned as wit- 
nesses for him, and offered to prove an ulibi by them. The 
charges did not specify any particular day or time on which the 
offense charged was “committed; and the witnesses proved an ` 
alibi with as much particularity, I thought, "as the character of the 
charges admitted. 

Mr. Furniss was asked whether, when the servant Jane had 
- left his presence on a specified occasion, he had any moral doubt 
that she went to meet some one. I do not remember that H. was 
named as the person referred to. The majority of the Faculty did 
not understand the question as I did. Prof. Richardson, who put 
the same construction on it. that I did, proposed that Furniss be re- 

. called and the question propounded again-—he baving declined 
answering the question when first propounded. Some objection 
was made by some one, T do not know whom, and he was-not re. 
called. ` I did not think that Mr. Furniss referred to Mr. H. in de. 
clining to answer the question. 

Dr. Barnard then introduced the siatement of his servant woman 
Jfne, in which she accused H. of being the guilty party; and at 
the same time Dr. Bainard gave Jane's method of identifying the 
accused, viz: by the absence of a front tooth, Wr. Barnard was 
addressing himself particularly to Prof. Richardson, who con- 
strued these statements as testimony. Dr. Barnard did not ex- 
cept to such construction. Prof. Richardson proceeded then to 
discrédit Jane's statements. Dr. Barnard defended them, and put 
this question to Professor Richardson: “Prof. Richardson, if your 
servant, Henry should tell you that a student had taken your horse 
or saddle from the stable, would you believe him?” Prof. Rich. 
ardson replied, ‘I would not, if his statement conflicted with the 
statement of a student, and especially if his method of identifying 
the party should prove false or defective." 

Dr. Barnard, so far as I observed, introduced no other testi- 
mony on the trial. There was other testimony introduced against 
the accused, but not by him, so far as I remember. I was sur- 
prised that he did not give the unimpeachable witness to whom 
he relerred. The negro’s statement was false in its method of 
identification, as H. had no tooth out in front. 

In that connection, Prof. Boynton objected to the discussion, 
and said that he was a witness in the case. I supposed, from the 
positiveness of his assertion, that he was personally acquainted 
with the facts, but when questioned by Prot. Whitehorne and 
myself, he. said he did not know the facts from personal observa- 
tion, and refused to give his authority, When further questioned 
by Prof Ricliardson, as to whether his informant was a negro or 
white person, he declined telling. I‘then supposed that he must 
have received his information from a servant.

Cross examined by Judge Clayton--'The proceedings of the 
Faculty meeting ia the Fi. case were not-made public by me, or 
E any member of my family.

Prof. W. G. Richardson, who was “next examined i in chief by 
Dr. Branham, said : . 

On the trial of H., on the 23d of May De Dr. Paraard said to 
the Fáculty that during his absence at Vicasburg, his negro 
woman Jane had Leen as:ailed aud injured, —that he had satis. 
factory evidence of the fact that H. was the man who did ir,—that 
he had written o H. to go away, on account o" the act’of which 
he had been -guilty,—that H. denied-his guilt. and. at first, refused 
to go, but afterwards consented fo do so; and thif? still later he 
-had démanded a trial. H. being present, Ur Barnafd said, point- 
ing to H., * There stands the man who did this thing?” Ho de- 
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nied that' he was. guilty, and said that he could prove an alibi. 
Wituesses were pong up who testified on that subject. Dr. 
Barnard then stated that the negro. woman had said that it was H. 
who assaulted her. 1 objected to the usé of the testimony of the 
negro, and Dr. Barnard asked me if my boy Henry weté to come 
and tell me that a student had' taken my horse or saddle from the 
stable, if I would not “believe him. I said I would not, if his 
statement came in conflict with the denial of a stadent, and espe; 
cially if the mode by which the negro identified the student should 
tnrn out to be false. A few days ‘after the H. case was tried, 
Prof. Boynton told me that Judge Howry had told him that such 
statements as those offered by Dr. Barnard on the trial of the H ` 
case, should be received. 

When H. was tried Prof. Boynton said he knew H. was guilty. 
He was asked whéther he knew this was so of his own knowl- 
edge. ¿He said he did not. I asked him whether his informant 
wasa white man ora negro. He refused to answer the question. 
I never heard Dr. Barnard express any opinion on the subject of 
slavery. 

Cross.examined—Í think Dr. Barnard did not.offer any other 
testimony against H., except that which was furnished hy the 
statements of the woman Jane. I did no: know whether his ob- 
ject was to use it as testimony or not.» T c uld only judge of that 
from the facts which occurred. 

Not long ago, Prof. Carter told me th« Judge Howry had 
denied saying to Boynton what 1 have stated above, and, at my 
request, Carter weut into Boynton's room to hear the conversa- 
tion between Boynton and myself, when I asked him about what 
he hatl told me on that subject, but he would not then admit that 
he had ever had any such conversation with me. My opinion is, 
that Dr. Barnard has used his influence with the Board af Trus- 
tees to procure from them an increase of his powers. 

We have no particular form in regard to the testimony we use 
upon the trial of students, but we always scrutinize the source of 
the testimony, and judge of its sufficiency. We sometimes act oa 
the information given to a Professor, without knowing who his in- 
formant is; but always :equire the Professor to satisfy the Faculty 
that his information is reliable. "Phe action of the Faculty in the 
H. case was not made known by or through me. I nevertold the 
editor of the Oxford Mercury that Dr. Barnard was unsound on 
the slavery question. 

Dr. Branham then asked and obtained leave of the Board to 
introduce as evidence the record of the proceedings of a meeting 
of the Faculty, which was held on the 2d of February, 1860, and 
of the entries on the minutes of the Faculty, which were ma^ 
under the authority of a resolution adopted at that meeting." ‘The 
said record and entries are in the words and figures following, 
to.wit : . 
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EXTRACT FROM "THE MINUTES OF THE FACULTY, FEBRUARY 
` 2p, 1860. 


* The special - meeting which had been agreed incu at: the last 
regular meeting of the Faculty, and which had been deferred be- 
cause of the inclemency of the weather, was held this evening in 
the library, immediately after tea—present, the whole Faculty. The 
house having heen called to order, Prof. Moore stated the princi- 
pal-object of the meeting to be a consideration of the report of the 
committee which had been previously appointed to furnish a true 
record of the proceedings of the Faculty at the regular meeting 
held May 23, 1859, which proceedings had never "been entered 
among the minutes of the Faculty, throvgh neglect of the Record-- 
ing Secretary. He then submitted the Report, which was dis- 
cussed, amended, and finally agre d to. as follows: ‘“ At a regu- 
lar meeting of the Faculty, held May 23, 1850, Mr. H., a student 
of the University, having been previously cited, appeared and 
plead “not guilty” tothe following charges preferred against 
him "by the President: Ist. Visiting the dwelling of the. Presi- 
dent in bis absence, and while it was occupied by defenseless 
female ‘servants, with shameful designs upon one of the said ser- 
vants, 2d. Committing a violent assault and battery upon the 
servant aforesaid, and inflicting severe personal injury, whereby 
the said servant was for some days incapacitated for labor, and 

of which the marks are still, after the lapse of many days, plainly 
visible.: 

After the above DEE were m and the testimony in the 
case adduced, the following motion was made: * That Mr. H 
having: been found guilty of the offense charged against him, be, 
and is hereby suspended from the University which motion was 
lost by the following vote : 

For the motion—Barnard, Boynton, Moore. ` 

Against the motion—Richardson, Stearns, Whitehorne, Phipps 
and Carter. 

The following resolution was then offered : ** That although the 
Faculty are morally convinced of Mr. Hs guilt, yêt they do not 
consider the evidence adduced tó substantiate the charge as suf- 
ficient, legally to convict him P which resolution was adopted by 
the following vote : 

For the reaolution-- Barnard, Stearns, Whitehorne, Moore, 
Phipps. 

Against the resolution-—Richardson, Boynton, Carter. 

Prof. Moore then read a statement of the reasons which had in- 
fluenced the minority in voting to suspend Mr. H., and asked 
leave to spread the same upon the record—-a request which was 
discussed at great length, and finally granted, by the following 
vote: 

For the request--Barnard, EE Stearns, Boynton, 

Whitehorne, Phipps, Moore. 
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Against the request—Carter.. . 
The following was therefore given the Secretary for entrante 
among the minutes: “lhe undersigned members of the Fae- 
ulty, voting in the case ot: Vr.

The reason assigned by Dr. Barnard, i in generel conversations, 
for printing the catalo;ue ‘at the North, was the supérior execu:

The investigation was made by Dr. Bernard at the following 
Faculty meeting. In bringing forward the case, Dr. Barnard said 
he had satisfactory information that in his absence his premised 
had been visited and an outrage committed upon his woman Jane; 
that upon [eceiving this information, be had addressed a note to 
H. and advised him to leave the University, and that. H. had ex- 
pressed a willingness to do so, but afterwards he received a note 
from him in which he demanded an investigation. Che 
When the trial took place H. named Shelby and Falconer as 
his witnesses, in order to prove an alibi. In my opinion he failed - 
to prove it. “Furniss was brought in as Dr. Barnard’s wituess. 
He admitted that he was on Dr. Barnard's premises that night, 
and was asked this question: “ If you, who were H.'s companion 
on that night, know that he is innocent, say so and-acquit him.”

After this Dr. Barnard said his wife had told him Jane had ia-- 
formed her that H. was the man who had committed thé. assault 
upon her. There seemed to be an indispositión to receive the 
. Statement; the objection was, that such statement could not be re: 
ceived thére. I-did not regard the statement as evidence, but sim- 
ply as a fict confirmatory of & proposition -already established. 
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There seeming to be -an objection to receiving any other testimony 
thàn such as was considered legal, I said I believed the man did 
the 'act==that I was satisfied beyond a doubt, and that L should act 
according to my convietions. Prof Whitehorne said that if 1 
would not divülge the source of my information he would not act 
upon it.

ered at Oxford, Mississippi, on Thanksgiving Day, November 

20, 1856~-by Frederick A. P. Barnard, LL. D. 

À fir graver menace than this seemed to spring out of our dis 
tutbed relations with a portion of our own-fellow.citizens, inhabit.

seemed ready to burst into a storm, whose’ "violence Sri shake 
the continent. T +... PE : 

kh is no purpose of mine to discuss«the causes mido during a 
long-series of years, hava: fomented a state of. feeling. among our 
people so «much to be: ‘deplored, so fraught with danger to our 
p'ace, so menacinig:.to- the: permanenéé of our unity op 3 nation. 
Such discussion à is not meet either. for this pace or for this oc- 
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easion. But it is proper and it is fitting, since the catastrophe, so 
tremblingly anticipated by so many anxious hearts, has been for 
the time—may we not believe, in the purposes of God, forever— 
averted, it is proper and it is fitting for me'to remind you, that this 
peliverance imposes on you a deeper debt of gratitude to your 
Almighty Benefactor than any other naticnal blessing which he 
has bestowed upon this people since their original recognition into. 
the family of nations. 

That the union of these States, was originally a benefit to every 
member of the confederacy, I believe that no man has ever 
doubted. ‘That so long as the principle of equality among the 
several members, on the basis of which it was established, re- 
mains intact, it must continue to be, no Jess than it was originaily, 
a henefit to all alike, 1 believe to be just as undeniable. That 
its disruption, therefore, in itself considered, must be a calamity, 
and an incalculable,calamity, admits in my mind of not a shadow 
of doubt. Yet it is no less true, on the other hand, that every 
benefit, small or great, of which the union is the source, springs 
out of that simple basis just mentioned, which is the foundation of 
the constitution; and that so soon as that principle ceases to be 
recognized-—so soon as the constitution as administered ceases to 
be the constitution which our fathers framed—then the union is in 
fact, to all intents and purposes, substantially dissolved already, 
and its formal dissolution becomes a mere cuestion of time. 

In this simple proposition, unless I gre «ly err, is embodied the 
‘deliberate conviction cf far the greater number of our own people. 
The feeling of attachment to the Union is nowhere more ardent 
and nowhere more general than in these Southern States. We 
love the Union because our fathers loved it, and for the honor and 
reverence ín which we hold their memories, we would cherish it 
as they cherished it before us. — We love it, because with a faith. 
ful observance of its conditions, it is a fraternal bond, uniting in 
its wide embrace a vast and scattered family, whose members, 
however remotely separated geographically, are still one in origin, 
one in language, one in religion, and one in their undying love of 
liberty. We love it, because its stability secures to us as a peo- 
ple a position of equality among the great powers of the earth, 
and enables us to present to other powers a front so imposing as to 
command universal respect, and to repress the spirit of aggression 
from without.. And we love it because we believe it to be capa- 
ble of securing to ourselves at home the greatest political good of 
the greatest number ; and because, still further, in the depths of 
that gloomy chasm which its ruíns must leave behind, we know 
not what untold evils may lie concealed. If, therefore, this beau- 

tiful political structure which our fathers reared is destined to be 
undermined, ours will not be the sacrilegious hands which shall 
sap its foundations. That practical sundering of the bonds which 
-anite us with our brethren in which the real dissolution must con- 
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sisi--that invasion of the independence of sovereigu States and 
of the principle of equal rights, which treacherously subverts the 
constitution while professing to observe it—that great wrong to 
humanity and sin against God will'nover be our work.. But should 
this lamentable consummation be brought to pass hy other hands, 
and should all the valuable ends for which the Union was estab. 
lished be successfully frustrated —thepn, when the temple of our: 
constitutional liberties shall have been spoiled of all its treasures, 
and the ark no longer reposes in the sanctuary, let it not be im- 
puted to us for faithlessness'or impiety, if we turn our backs upon 
the dishonored edifice, and refuse to worship longer within its de- 
secrated walls. It will not be we who have dissolved the Union ; 
it will only be we who have said The Union ‘is dissolved. 

That hour of grief and gloom—thanks be to God—has not yet 
arrived. Nay, unless the purposes of Providence be too obscurely 
shadowed forth for human intelligence to read them, in the direc- 
tion given to doubtful and momentous human affairs, and in the 

- control. mysteriously exercised over the minds of masses of men, 
L cannot but believe that that fatal hour is destined never to come. 
For, in the passing away of the angry menace of the last few 
months, and in the event which has so suddenly trariquilized the 
publie mind in regard to our immediate future, I think we may be 
justified in recognizing a decisive expression of the people's will, 
that the constitution as we read it to-day shall be the constitution 
as our fathers fashioned it. It is matter of history that in the de- 
liberations of that body of enlightened men by whom the instru- 
ment was framed which binds us together, no object was kept 
more anxieusly or more constantly in view, than that of excluding 
from our national counsels and our national politics every ‘subject 
which epuld by possibility give rise to sectional divisions, or au- 
thorize the intermeddling of any one State with the local affairs 
and interests of any other, or of the Congress of all the States 
with those of any one. So long as their work was respected, so 
long we remained peaceful, harmonious and happy. When, in the 
progress of the years, there sprang up men wiser than their fathers, 
and greatly wise above that which is written, then began the reign 
of agitation, discord and disquiet. — 

I may be mistaken in my interpretation of God's purposes in his 
providence, but I cannot believe otherwise than that the struggle 
between the old lights and the new lights in American political 
philosophy is substantially over; since the voice of the people, re- : 
cently declared in the manner prescribed by the constitution, has 
a significancy far above that which is immediately apparent. It 
is a small thing to have detérmined that one man rather than ano. 
ther shall be the temporary director of the affairs of state; but it 
is a great thing to have pronounced an authoritative interpretation 
of the constitution of the country, which is destined to save us 
from political dismemberment, and possibly to avert from us scenes 
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of eivil conflict which it is impossible to cantemplate withoat shud- 
dering. Not, indeed, that in this decision all are likely contented. 
ly to acquiesce. That is a great deal too much to expect- Agi- 
tation will not cease. Agitators never cease. But as God will 
make the wrath of man to praise him, so the remainder of wrath 
he will restrain. Agitation will become powerless for- further 
harm; for the principle now established as a principle will have 
been carried into practical application and confirmed in precedent, 
leng before an occasion for a struggle like that of the past year 
can again arise. l l 

Now, though I have regirded the confirmed stability of the 
American Union in the light of a benefit secured to ourselves, and 
as therefore calling for the expression of our highest gratitude, yet 
I believe that it is not Jess a bencfit to the world of mankind. I 
believe that, in raising up this union, Gad has designed it as an 
instrument for the accomplishment of a great purpose—a purpose 
no less than the political regeneration. of the whole human race. 
The example of America has already wrought more powerfully 
than all other causes combined, to open the eyes of the people of 
Europe to the falsity, injustice, and oppression of their existing 
political system ; yet whenever, thus far, they have attempted to 
remodel those systems to a. more rational form, they have fallen 
into errors more dangerous than the evils which they sought to 
correct. In their impatience of the control of despots, they have 
east off respect for every species” of control. They have chafed 
so long under arbitrary restráints, that (hey chafe no less under 
the salutary restraints of law. Under the name of the republic, 
they have introduced the wildest anarchy ; the tyranny of the in- 
dividual has given place to the tyranny of the mob:-and, as a nat. 
ural consoquence, affrighted society has sought shelter beneath the 
strong arm of despotism again. In learning their first lesson they 
have gone far beyond their masters, and it will be only when, by 
repeated and bitter experience, they" have been taught their error, 
that they will become sufficiently sobered to resort to the original 
source of instruction in a spirit prepared to accept the second and 
no less important lesson, that licentiousness is not liberty, and that, 
where no law is, there liberty cannot Be." 


Hon. J. M. Howry said: The resolutions ef the Board of Trus. 
tees, adopted at their last meeting at Jackson, prescribing the du. 
iy of the Chancellor of the University in relation to absences of 
Professors, etc., and of which some members of the Faculty have 
complained, because they supposed Dr. Barnard to have procured 
their passage, were adopted by the Board in spite of Dr. Bar. 
nard's remonstrances, and not pursuant to his wishes. The Board 
so far deferred to his request as not to pass them, last summer, in 
Oxford; but I think the mind of the Board was then made up to 
adopt such measures at the ensuing meeting. Dr. Barnard op. 
posed the passage of the sesolutions at Jackson. 
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Chancellor F.A. P. Barnard said: | never spoke to my servant 
Jane on the subject of the outrage committed upon her, from the 
duy of its occurrence to the present time. Some weeks after the 
occurrence, and after H. had been tried, he came to my house to 
take a discharge. Jane opened tho door to him; and, after he 
left, I asked her, “Is that the man you call [1. 277 She replied— 
“yes.” ‘This is all I ever said to her about the man, before the 
trial or after, or she to me. Í never suid anything at all to her 
about the fact. "Phe injury to my servant was very severo. The 
traces of it lasted till after commencenient—two menths. 

] have never, in all my life as à teacher. sought information; in 
regard to the conduct ef any student, fom any servaut-—White or 
black. L have never permitted a serant to give me such infor. 
mation. Such things are abhorrent t». my principles, as well as 
subversive, in practico, of the ends o" sued government. 

The brief history of this case. in its principal outlines, ix this : 
Į cannot suppose 1 remember ill ninute details of a, transaction 
more than cight mouths old, which was not then esteemed to pos- 
sess any emraerdirary importanee. But L know that E remember 
the important facts correctly. My narrative may possibly furnish 
a key to explain the discrepancies of those already given. since 
my knowledge dated from an carl er period fain that ef the Pacul 
ty as a body, 

I was acting priva’ely in t^e mater nearly a week delore tho 
trial of H. 1 returned from Vicksburg «n Tuesday evening, May 
17th, 1859. The next morning Prof, Boynton told me that in my 
absence my house had been visited by tao students, on a night 
named by him. He said the students were Furniss and H., and 
that FI. had beaten my servant Jane. Le said he was certain of 
the facts, and of the men, but did not seem willing to disclose the 
source ef his information. I did not press him on that point, for ] 
was myself satisfied that he knew what he said. l believed his 
informant to be a white person, and had a reason for so believiug. 

I wrote a note to Fl, forthwith, telling him I had heard of what 
he had done, and advising him to withdraw. He called on me, 
and denied (be charge. His manner of denial was unsatisfacto- 
ry. On further conversation, he agreed to-wi hdraw. Two days 
afterwards, as be did not withdraw, L wrote again to him, saying 
that unless he should leave I should write to bis guardizn and in. 
form him of the whole affair. He then refused to leave without 
a trial. I then sent for Furniss, and had a private conversation 
with him. He admitted that he was on my premises on the night 
in question, and that another person was there also, but declined 
te say Who that person was. l 

I then drew up written charges against H., and .sent them tọ 
Prof. Phipps, Corresponding Secretary of the Faculty, to be served 
on H. He served them. 

Some time during the progreas of these occurrences, after my 
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first correspondence with EL, but at what precise moment L can. 
not staie, my wife informed nie that, immediately upon our arrival 
at home, the servants had told her of this act of violence; but that 
She, supposing me to be ignorant of it, and being unwilling to 
cause me annoyance in the moment of our return, had refrained 
from informing me of it. She said the person :nentpated by the 
servants was IL. 

At the trial I first read the charges, in-presence of H., and sta- 
ted the proceedings of the preceding week, as L have now stated 
them; only that, instead of saying that Prof. Boynton had told me, 
E said that a gentleman had told me. II. offered to prove an alibi, 
and introduced two witnesses fpr the purpose; but, im my opinion, 
the attempt broke down. It vas proposed to interrogate these 
witnesses more generally on the facts of the case.’ ft was ruled 
that if they would agree to tell all they knew, they might speak— 
otherwi-e, nut. They refused, and were not questioned any fur- 
ther. 

I called Mr. Furniss, and began to examine him. Prot. Moore 
interrupted me and asked why I did not apply to him the same 
rule as tosthe others. 1 replied, “ I do not for a reason which will 
presently appear." This reason was, that I designed to asx him 
if he would say positively that H. was not the man. He does not 
now remember that question. , I remember it, because L asked it 
of predetermined purpose. Many questions were asked him; 
probably that which he remembers, among them. 

It was asked of“ me, at this time, or earlier— who is the gen- 
tleman who informed you originally??' I had introduced the 
“ gentleman" anonymously. because I had not previously asked 
Prof. Boynton if he was willing that I should name him. To this 
question, addressed to me, Prof. Boynton himself ,answered in the 
words—“ I am the man,” which struck me by their abrupt prompt- 
ness, One or more officers interrogated hiar as to the» source of 
his information. Ho declined to give it, resting on past precedent 
in this regard. Ve is 

At some point"in the progress of this trial, I mentioned what my 
wife had told me that the servant had said, as a; circumstance cor- 
roborative of the credibility of the evidence'béfore the Faculty — 
just as I should have mentioned it as an invalidefing circumstance, 
had it been different. Prof. Richardson said fat the statements 
of negroes were not legal testimony. T repliel! that I knew that, 
and the reasons of it, and that [ did not offer this statemeatas tes- 
timony. I said, however, that our belief and disbelief often de- 
pend upon whatis not legal evidence. Here sprung up a con- 
versation of which it is impossible to give details. Prof. Richard- 
son, to me, seomed to hold that nothing is credible which is‘ not 
legaltestimony. I was curious to ascertain whether he was dis- 
posed to acquit the accused because he really did not believe him 
to be guilty, or because—believing H. to be guilty—b^ considered 
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the legal evidence insufficient. — A little later, 1 brought the Fac. 
ulty te a vote on this point. In order to separate distinctly the 
idea of personal veracity from that of legal competency in a. wit. 
ness, I proposed to Prof, Richar/son a question. I purposely,con- 
fined this question to a simple matter of fact. excluding’ all allu. 


sion to any person whom the fact might affect, L said: “Sup-> 
pose that ycur servant, Henry, should tell you that your saddle is 
missing from your stable, would you not believe him without go- 
ing to see for yourself?” I did not say, “a student,” or even 
“ somebody,” as some of the witnesses have supposed. Nor, in‘ 
this connection, did any question, or ‘could any * question, arise 
about identity, or modes of identification; since the interrogatory 
suggested no Person to be identified, and since, as I have already 
said, all allusion to any person. in the question was excluded of 
predetermined purpose. My assertion was, that, in the common 
affairs of life, we believe the statements of: servants, and must do 
so, though we could not employ their statements as testimony. 

The Faculty refused to suspend H. They passed a resolution 
declaring themselves morally convinced of his guilt, but not satis- 
fied with the legal proof ot it. I communicated the resolution to 
the guardian of HL, and expressed a wish that considering these, 
circumstances, he would withdraw him. He did so. : ^ 

In October last H. applied for re-admission. I refused to 18- 
ceive him, because I thought him not tó be 2 young man of good 
moral character, l j 

I bad a right privately to advise the guardian to withdraw the 
young man. It is à discretion exercised by all heads of collegi- 
ate institutions. I should esteem it, however, perfectly legitimate 
and proper for any Professor to do the same thing, if he thought a 
young man doing ill in any way. ‘The moment the Board declare 
that I do not possess the right, I shall relinquish my trust, Y am 
held by the public mainly responsible for the good order and mo- 
rality of the college. L cannot consent to be a target, with my 
hands tied. ` "E 

The present University Code requires the Faculty, as a body, 
when they sec fit, through their President, to advise parents and 
guardians to remove students. - ‘This has been interpreted, by wit. 
nesses here, as a, restraint upon the President. No member of the 
Faculty but mysgif probably knows the whole history of that law, 
vor the reason Whiitisthere. — , to 

There was noy¿uch law under.my predecessor, I ain the author 
of the law, though it was presented to the Faculty, with the rest 
of the Code, for their approval, before it was laid before the Board 
for their sanction. | My reason for preparing it was this; During 
my first year the letters which I wrote to parents, giving informa. 
tion not flattering in regard to their sons, wvere, in several ‘in- 
atances, sent back to the young men, and circulated through col- 
lege. They were thrust into my face in my own- house, and made 
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matters of: personal difficulty. I desired to be able- to make my 
action, in such cases, when circumstances seemed to render it de- 
sirable, the action of the body of the Faculty, and nct of myself 
only. [did nct mean to curtai! myself of the freedom of action I 
possessed before, whenever 1 should choose to exercise it.: 

As to my refusal to re-admit H., the Board have enacted that 
no oné shall be admitted without presenting testimonials of good 
moral character. ‘This rule is published in the catalogue, as the 
first requisite for admission. Written testimonials are required, 

. because the majority of applicants are unknown to-the Faculty. 
The design of the rule is, to protect the morals of the University. 
It L have reason to think a young man to be undesirable, in this 
point of view, as a student, the spirit of the rule requires me. to 
exclude him. If this discretion is no: conf ded to me, I have not 
power to execute my trust, and I must resign it into the hands of 
the Board. “As to my sentiments on the subject of slavery, my 
record is clear for my whole life. As to that early period of it, 
when I resided in New York, and before I ever thought of becom. 
ing a citizen of the South, I submit extracts from letters written 
by Southern men, in 1837, to the Board of ‘Trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. J. W. Stuart was at that time Professor of 
Roman Literature in the college of South Carolina, and had been 


previously President of the College of Charleston. .He writes: 
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; . Corumria, November 6, 1837.

the University-of Alabama, Tuscaloosa. 

Sir: Having understood that Mr. Frederick A. P. Barnard, of

' qualifications... I know him well. lle was my classmate in col- 
lege; and was. there highly distinguished, particularly for his skit 
and attainments 10 mathematics. i AS.

the South, a warm supporter dí its institutions, and of manners 
highly affable and gentlemanly.

As toomy nearly seventeen years of residence iu Alabama, the 
testimony of Judge Ormond and i um Garland, obtained with- 
out my knowledge, has been presented earlier in this investiga- 
tion. Of the sentiments 1 have consistently professed since I 
came here, enough has been said by others. I was born at the 
North. That I cannot help. I was not consulted in.the matter. 
I am a slave holder, and, if L know myself, I am * sound on: the 
slavery question." 

At my interview with Dr. Branham, I did uot s say that] would 
use a negro's testimony as circumstantial evidence, nor that “such 


_ is the practice of our courts of justice.” I know better. My ref. 
- erence to courts of justice is in my favor, for it shows that I pro. 


posed to do no more than municipal courts.do. What I did say to 
“him on this point appears in my loreguing testimony. — I-said that 
¥ was entirely unconcerne1 as to the result of this investigation, 
and assigned as a reason that * the thing that, is not- true, cannot 
be proved.” 

I discovered, last summer, that Prof. Carter had long, in secret, 
entertained unfriendly feelings towards me. I commenced a cor- 
respondence with him in consequence. His tone led me to be- 
lieve the breach irreparable. On his return, in October, he him. 
self proposed, in writing, “a full abd perfect reconciliation.” I 
aecepted the offer in good faith. We interchanged frequent 
visits. 

At the meeting of the Board of Trustees in Jackson, i in Novem- 
ber last, some resolutions were passed, regarding absences of Pro. 
fessors. Judge Howry, Secretary of the Board, sent copies of 


those resolutions to myaelf and Prof. Phipps, Corresponding Sec. 
retary of the Facuity, on the morning (I think) of the third Janu- 
ary. I saw Prof. Phipps hand his copy to Prof. Carter that morn- 
ing.in the laboratory. Prof. Carter never visited my house again. 

I saw him return the copy to Prof; Phipps at thé Faculty meeting 
of January 9th,. Professor Phipps handed it to me, ard I read it. 

Prof. Moore interrogated me as to the history of these resolutions. 
L gave it as well as T knew it. [said I was not tho author nor 
the suggester of them. I was not. I advised against them. 

At the Faculty meeting of February 2d, I referred to. the at- 
tempts to injure me, founded on the HI. case, I said the real isgue ' 
was not what incidents occurred on a given occasion; eight months 
before, about which memories differed; but whether I entertained 
anti slavery sentiments. I appealed to the magnanimity, the gen. 
, erosity, the common humanity of my colleagués, to protect me 
against what they knew to be a wrong. I disavowed-the senti- 
. ments imputed to me. L asked Prof. "Carter if he did not believe 
my disavowal. -He said he had his own opinion on the subject, 
or words to that effect. | asked him, more generally, would he 
not believe me on my word? *He declined to answer. 

At Washington, thé other day, the Hon. Jacob Thompson 
handed me a letter which he had written me, on a version of the 
case which he had heard from his son and others. He supposed, 
then, that the servant had been interrogated befare the Faculty. 
He writes as follows : 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 19, 1860. 

Dr. F. A. P. Bars arD—My Dear Sir: Nothing ¿ ould have 
taken me more by surprise than the difficulty now thrown in your 
way. I hoped, most sincerely, you would find the time to pass 
this way on your return from Philadelphia. - Fwishedto hear what 
was the matter now up. But, ou Friday evening, Macon, Mr. 
Sheegog, and Mr. Beanland, from Ozford, arrived. I heard from 
them their understanding of the matter, and on thefr version of the 
story I am wholly at a loss to understand your accusers. Your 
fault is that you received information from your servant girl, 
which implicated a student, and you acted on that information to 
reach the truth; and this is set down as showing your free-soil 
proclivities. lf this be so, I am the worst free-soiler in the State 
—l am a downright abolitionist. | No man strikes my negro that 
Y do not hear his story. I will listen to my negro’s grievances. 
Before God and man I believe this to be mysduty. No man has 
a right to touch him or her without my cotisent, and he who would 
not do the same would be despised by every man in Oxford. 

The whole matter, as these young, men relate it to me, is so 
absurd that I can scarcely credit their report. But I must insist 
that you be not moved by’ these things. Haye moral courage 
enough to stand by your post and do your whole duty. Such tri- 
als will only prove your firmness and worth, and the mischief will 
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Now that an appeal to the poople is threatened to be taken from 
the decision of the Board, I feel-that I am entitled to: the” benefit 
of this testimony, and I therefore append it here. `

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of "Representatives. 


I herewith transmit to the Legislaturé a report made to me by ` 
Judge C. P, Smith and Hon. A. B. Dillworth, who visited New 
Orleans fof the purpose of making the necessary arrangements 
for issuing the 'Treasury notes to be advanced on cotton, provided 
for by act of the Legislature at your recent session. From their 
report and accompanying documents it will be seen that the re- 
quisite nümber of notes, printed from .“ engraved plates,” as re- 
quired by the act above referred to, cannot be prepared and issued 
in time.to meet,the wants of the people or the expectations of the 
Legislature, as it will require several months to engrave the plates 
and print the nctes in the manner prescribed by your recent act. 

If the Legislature should deem it expedient to authorize the 
printing in the manner prescribed by John Douglas, engraver in 
New. Orleans, (proposition and specimen ot work herewith sub- 
mitted,) these Treasury notes may be prepared and ready to issue 
in six weeks. | Mr. Douglas proposes to print by lithograph, and 
commence the work at oncé if his proposition is accepted. He 
also asks an advance of two thousand dollars, and I suggest the - 
propriety of paying the expenses of issuing these notes out ol any 
funds which may be received from Richmond, as our 'l reasury 
notes cannot be used at par in New Orleans. 

Another proposition was received from Messrs. Hutton & Fre. 
ligh, of Memphis, Tenn., to print by elertrotype. Terms and 
specimens of work herewith submitted. Should either of these 
modes of printing be authorized by the Legislature. I am informed 
the work could be accomplished in time to meet the wants of the 
people of this State, The lithograph'ng proposed by Mr. Doug, 
Jas I think the best. I respectfully suggest to the Legislature that 
the act providing for issuing these Treasury notes be further 
amended so as to provide for a separate bureau to take charge of ` 
the printing and issuing these notes. Tbe labor of the present 
departments of the State Government have been more than dou. 
bled by the existing war. For this and other reasons I feel confi- 
dent that the interest of the State would be promoted by orzaniz-
